Gentlemen: 

For the present record and attention 
of Council and Committee on Public 
Service and Surveys, kindly note the 
following references as to Bill No. 726, 
found in the Municipal Record for 1911: 

Meeting, December 5th, 1911, page 
313: "No. 1227. Communication from A. 
E. Anderson, President, and Counsel, 
‘United Terminal System,’ Painters Run 
Railroad Company, in relation of finan¬ 
cial backing of his company for build¬ 
ing of subway in Pittsburgh." A copy 
of this communication was handed each 
member under date of December 11th, 
1911, which read in part as follows: 

“For financing the project as des¬ 
cribed, we have in view Mess. R. Camp- 
agmone & Companie, of Brussells, Bel¬ 
gium, representing themselves and 
other banking houses in Brussells and 
vicinity. 

“For Consulting Engineers, we have 
in view Mess. Jacobs and Davies, Inc., 
of New York and London, provided they 
are available when we may be ready 
to contract with them for such service. 

“As Surety Company, we have in 
view a company whose bonds are now 
acceptable upon city contracts." 

In addition to the above we have had 
approval by representatives of three 
banking groups in America, with whom 
w’e have arrangements for appoint¬ 
ments so soon as a definite status is 
reached as to terms and conditions of 
the franchises, and contract negotia¬ 
tions can be undertaken with safety, 
of which Council has been heretofore 
advised. 

Meeting, December 12th, 1911, page 
324: “No. 1292. Communication from 
A. E. Anderson, President and Counsel 
of the United Terminal of the Painters 
Run Railroad Company agreeing to ac¬ 
cept the provisions of the subway or¬ 
dinance," referring to certain sugges¬ 
tions and stating that “If Council, how¬ 
ever, do not deem it proper to accept 
any of such suggestions, we will accept 
the ordinance in its final form, adjust¬ 
ing the lines of our Terminal System 
to conform thereto.”

And a ma.1orlty of the votes of Coun¬ 
cil being in the affirmative, the bill 
passed finally.

No. 2972 

MAYOR’S OFFICE. 

Pittsburgh. February 10th, 1913. 

To the Honorable the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh, 

Pennsylvania. 

I return herewith without my ap¬ 
proval Bill No. 2796, “An Ordinance 
granting unto the Pittsburgh Subway 
Company the consent of the City of 
Pittsburgh to the construction of its 
underground railway, subject to cer¬ 
tain terms and conditions and reserv¬ 
ing to the City of Pittsburgh the right 
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of purchase by said City.” I have cer¬ 
tain objections to the bill itself both as 
to its form and substance and 1 wish 
to urge upon your honorable body some 
fundamental considerations concerning 
the policy involved in the subject gen¬ 
erally. 

As to its formj I call your attention 
first, to Section 7. The language, “it 
(the board of supervisors) shall have 
the right of inspection, supervision and 
approval over the construction, equip¬ 
ment and operation” Is not sufficiently 
explicit to convey the meaning of “con¬ 
trol” or at least “veto” which I think 
you intend to be their sense. And I 
wish also to call your attention to Sec¬ 
tion 8. Herein is contained authority 
to the grantee to “alter, relocate and 
reconstruct . . and any and all 

works) of other companies or individ¬ 
uals or of the City,” which may become 
necessary to the construction of the 
proposed subway. It is a necessary 
power that should accompany the grant 
but nowhere in the ordinance Is It stip¬ 
ulated that the subway company is bur¬ 
dened with a reciprocal condition In 
case of necessity in favor of the works 
of the City or its possible subsequent 
grantees. Another omission la that the 
bill does not expressly confer upon the 
Pittsburgh Subway Company the right 
to operate the property nor does It Im¬ 
pose upon that company the duty to 
operate—except In Section 20 as to ex¬ 
tensions—nor does Section 18 forbid 
operation by any other company except 
one “which may be engaged In the 
same business.” If the “business” of 
the Pittsburgh Subway Company should 
under $, judicial Interpretation of this 
bill be restricted to that of landlord, 
the only kind of company excluded by 
the terms of Section 18 would be an¬ 
other subway owner thereby rendering 
this most important provision against 
collusive arrangements with competing 
companies nugatory. I think, too, the 
bill Is defective In not setting forth 
some standard of service to which the 
operating company will be obligated to 
conform. The bill does provide in Sec¬ 
tion 7 that the board of supervisors 
shall have the right of supervision over 
operation “Including the fixing and 
changing of schedules and the traffic 
arrangments or transfers of cars of 
other lines . . . Including also the 

company's methods of keeping accounts 
and the due maintenance and upkeep 
of railway and equipment. It shall also 
have power to hear complaints as to 
service and make orders in reference 
thereto.” What has the board of super¬ 
visors to guide It in supervising opera¬ 
tion and making orders? Nothing ex¬ 
cept its own will. This Is too great a 
concession for the City to make. Some¬ 
thing definite should be provided in the 
ordinance against crowding, something 
should be said In favor of the comfort 
safety and health of the passengers and 
something should be said as to a mini¬ 
mum of cars and seats per hour. 

My objections as to the merits of 
the bill are, first, as to Section 3. I dis¬ 
agree with the provision requiring the 
City to pay its members of the Board 


of Supervisors during the two or three 
years that will be consumed in the 
preparation of the plans. His salary 
would amount to a total of 120,000.00 
or $30,000.00. There Is not and there 
never can be any definite assurance 
that the promoters will accept the or¬ 
dinance until the final estimate of cost 
is completed. The experience and 
knowledge gained by the engineer rep¬ 
resenting the City will be practically 
valueless for a further study of the 
subject In base the road herein pro¬ 
vided for should not be built, because 
his attention will have been confined 
to the particular route or territory be¬ 
ing investigated by this grantee. Hla 
service here is in behalf of this par¬ 
ticular enterprise. He cannot gain that 
broad and comprehensive knowledge of 
the subject matter which the City will 
be forced ultimately to search for. The 
company itself therefore should pay the 
salary of the City’s representative. The 
fear is expressed that the engineer so 
employed by the City would be subtly 
Infiuenced against the City If his com¬ 
pensation came monthly from the com¬ 
pany, but I suggest that the whole of 
salary for the preliminary period be¬ 
fore construction be paid Into the City 
treasury In advance In a lump sum. It 
is a rather far fetched assumption In 
any event that an engineer of the cali¬ 
bre required would be disloyal to his 
principle. By the same reasoning I 
conclude that during construction and 
afterwards when the board is complet¬ 
ed the operation should carry the whole 
cost of the same. No part of it should 
be saddled upon the City. 

Another objection to the substance 
of the bill relates to extenslbns as pro¬ 
vided for in Sections 16 and 20. 
In the former it Js provided 
that extensions shall be held 
upon the same terms as those 
contained In this bill. The City gains 
nothing by agreeing thus in advance. 
Unless It should seem remunerative 
the company would make no exten¬ 
sions. And If the extensions would 
seem highly profitable the City should 
keep itself in position to bargain for 
a part of whatever advantage might 
appear. The second paragraph of Sec¬ 
tion 16 therefore should be stricken 
out. Now, as to Section 20. wherein 
It Is provided that the City may Itself 
construct extensions. I Object to lim¬ 
iting the Interest upon the City's In¬ 
vestment to a maximum of five per 
cent for two reasons; first, that re¬ 
turn would not be sufficient to pay 
the Interest and sinking fund charge 
annually due upon the debt created by 
the Investment and, secondly, the City 
should be permitted to have a substan¬ 
tial share of any profit made from the 
enterprise through the use of Its credit. 

I desire also tO express strong dis^ 
sent to Section 11, limiting the City's 
share of the gross receipts to one-half 
of one per cent per annum on the 
cost of construction and the postpone¬ 
ment of a share of the net profits until 
the expiration of twenty-five years af¬ 
ter the beginning of operations and I 
am opposed to postponing the option 











01 puichase as provided In Section 13 
lor so long a period as twenty-five 
years and paying such a large bonus 
as twenty-five per cent In case the op¬ 
tion should be exercised at the end of 
tiiat period of time. These extremely 
liberal ternia are all based upon the 
conviction that the company is bound 
to operate at a great loss for a long 
period. It were better to deny our¬ 
selves the luxury of an immediate sub¬ 
way at such penalties as these if there 
is a reasonable hope of obtaining it by 
a delay ot a lew years as I shall here¬ 
inafter attempt to prove we may. 

There are certain other Incongruities 
as well as reasons of a substantial na¬ 
ture which might justify adverse com¬ 
ment—and in passing 1 do not hesitate 
to admit that the bill contains some 
sound principles—but 1 must proceed 
to the roots of the question. My main 
contentions are: 

First. That the termini and the route 
should be definitely determined by 
agreement between the City and the 
Company before an ordinance is en¬ 
acted. This above all things must not 
be left to the Initiative of the grantee. 
What is in the mind of the promoter? 
Profits, rightly so from his point of 
view. We hear much about the al¬ 
leged mutuality of interest between 
the community and the capital to be 
Invested In It; that the promoter is 
bound to find the logical route; that he 
will naturally seek to connect with the 
existing steam and electric lines at the 
strategic points; that he would be 
thwarting his own chances of success 
to make a mistake in the selection of 
his termini; that naturally, desirous of 
Increasing business he can be depended 
upon to make arrangements and ex¬ 
change transfers with other lines and 
locate feeders and future extension. If 
the premises of the argument were true, 
the conclusion would be harder to com¬ 
bat. But is the interest of the two par¬ 
ties. the public and the company, the 
same? Have they the same perspect¬ 
ive? I said above that the thought 
of the promoter must be concentrated 
upon the financial success of the enter¬ 
prise. What Is the interest of the City 
with reference to location? Why, 
mainly, an adequate distribution of 
population to overcome congestion both 
immediately and remotely. It is true 
the Interest of the City includes or re¬ 
quires that the invested capital be sat¬ 
isfied and I grant that the enlightened 
self interest of the promoter must take 
into account all those things which I 
say especially appeal to the City. But 
there is still no such Irtonity of inter¬ 
est as would Justify the City in consti¬ 
tuting the promoter Its agent in laying 
out the route. On the contrary, there 
Is a great fundamental diversity of 
their respective aims. His perspective 
is limited not only to financial returns 
but to an early beginning of the period 
when Income begins. Thus only is his 
success measured and his reward earn¬ 
ed. Our, I mean the City's, horizon in¬ 
cludes much more; It is boundless. 
Temporary relief now may entail a ter¬ 
rible toll later on. We need not go be¬ 


yond the confines of our own jurisdic¬ 
tion for an Illustration of the conse¬ 
quences following upon ill considered 
railway routing. I may be reminded 
that all my fears have been anticipated 
by the provision in the pending ordi¬ 
nance for the immediate appointment 
of the City’s member of the Board of 
Supervisors who will have the "right 
of inspection, supervision and approval" 
of the route and all the other matters 
I am discussing. But consider, will he 
really serve the purpose? Will he an¬ 
swer the obvious need here of planning 
from our point of view? He is not em- 
I powered to do anything iuc»n* than sup- 
j ervlse and perhaps on occasion veto 
[ the plans and work of the company. 
His duties are negative, passive, not 
active. The spirit may move him to 
advise, to suggest, but his suggestive 
and advisory function will be confined 
to the ideas emanating from the mind 
of the promoter. 

The initiative is upon the latter. The 
promoter’s ideas by the very limitations 
of the ordinance are confined to an out¬ 
look of only a few years and the space 
of only a small fraction of the area of 
the City. Our City supervisor must 
think upon the same narrow plane 
Indeed any suggestion of his compre¬ 
hending a broad general view of all or 
a large part of the present City or of 
those areas that adjoin it or of probable 
events or consequences remote as to 
time would probably incur the criticism 
of exceeding the scope of his employ¬ 
ment. In fact having no force of his 
own he is confined to the data supplied 
him by the employes of the company 
and his views upon anything else must 
necessarily be merely academic. It 
may be further averred that the or¬ 
dinance requires the company to ob¬ 
tain the approval of the Council to its 
general plan and later to its detailed 
plans and that this veto over the plans 
protects the City in the location of the 
termini, the route, the stations, the 
connections with other roads and so 
forth, but our successors who will pass 
upon the plans from time to time will 
probably have no more knowledge of 
the kind needed than we. 

Second. That the entire financial 
plan or theory upon which the road is 
to be constructed and operated should 
be decided upon before the passage of 
the ordinance. In order to insure good 
faith alone, if nothing else, the City 
should have this knowledge. Let us 
frankly look at the case before us. 
The ostensible purpose of the proposed 
subway Is to connect Homewood, East 
Liberty, Shadyslde, Bellefleld and Oak¬ 
land with the downtown section 
through Herron Hill. 'The elements 
of this phase of the problem are few, 
namely cost of construction, cost of 
operation, etc., population affected and 
its riding habit. We have no authori¬ 
tative figures, but for the sake of this 
discussion we can approximate 
them. Blon J. Arnold, looking over the 
field with his trained eye ventured 
a guess of $15,000,000 as cost of con¬ 
struction. He suggested $900,000 per 
annum as the cost of operation and six 









per cent or $900,000 yearly for the capi¬ 
tal Invested. He informed us that 
without feeders the influence of a sub¬ 
way does not extend beyond half mile 
radius of the stations. Assume the 
route to approximately follow the line 
of Ellsworth avenue and consultin^r the 
census reports of 1910 you will learn 
that the Fourth ward has 25,055 people, 
the Seventh ward, 13,263, the Eig^hth i 
ward, 18,204, the Eleventh ward, 17,- 
066, the Twelfth ward 22,342 and the 
Thirteenth ward, 24,080. Of these how 
many come within the Arnold deflni- 
tion of a subway zone? Let us assume 
a half of the Fourth ward, all of the ! 
Seventh ward, three-quarters of the | 
Eighth ward, one-half of the Eleventh : 
ward, half of the Twelfth ward and j 
half of the Thirteenth ward, a total of j 
71,160, men, women, children and In¬ 
fants. 1 claim this a liberal estimate. < 
Mr. Arnold says that the “riding habit" | 
of the people of Pittsburgh la $10.00 
per capita per annum. Assuming the 
Pittsburgh Subway Company would en- ' 
Joy the patronage of all the population | 
within its zone it appears that the an- j 
nual income would be $711,600.00 ! 

against operating expenses and capital | 
requirements of $1,800,000.00. May be 
the subway will cost a few millions 
less, (and on the other hand It may cost ; 
more); some thousands of students of 
the University and the Technical schools 
visitors to the Carnegie Institute, base- ■ 
ball fans and transient visitors from ' 
the outside will swell gross receipts 
somewhat; they will probably be offset I 
by an almost equal number of denizens 
of the subway district who for various 
reasons would prefer to use the Penn¬ 
sylvania Railroad and the Pittsburgh 
Railways to and from the City or 
whose employment and husinesa do^a not 
carry them towards the City but in 
some other direction. May not even 
these other two railroHd corporations enter 
into a rate war with the infant enter¬ 
prise that would entice away a consid¬ 
erable part of Its natural constituency? 

Are we concerned about such an event¬ 
uality as the failure or bankruptcy of 
our proposed grantee, the Pittsburgh 
Subway Company? Many of our cheer¬ 
ful fellow-citizens say no but I think 
we are. Certain reflections suggest 
themselves to me upon this subject. 

The first Is, has the subway proposi¬ 
tion described in this bill actual real 
money behind it? If it has, then the 
faith of its builders must rest on mak¬ 
ing up enormous losses in Its earlier 
years by enormous profits and the large 
bonus of twenty-five per cent for Its 
purchase by the City at the end of the 
period of twenty-five years. On behalf 
of the City I would prefer that the 
early losses be avoided and that the ex¬ 
cess profits of the later years come to 
the City or at least be fairly divided 
with the City. On behalf of the City, 
if the earlier losses can be avoided. If, 
in other words, the great hazard of the 
enterprise be removed, then the period 
in which the City might acquire own¬ 
ership could be reduced from the long 
period of twenty-five years provided In 
the ordinance and the payment of the 
larger part of the twenty-five per cent 


bonus be eliminated. The City must 
keep control of this situation. It can¬ 
not grant a franchise for any term or 
period approximating twenty-five years. 
There will arise too many contingencies 
In the transportation situation of Pitts¬ 
burgh during twenty-five years that 
control in which this subway will aid 
in the meeting. It is In fact the most 
vital and essential feature in the whole 
transit situation. 

Trying to analyze the motives, plans 
and aims of the promoters of the pro¬ 
posed subway, still keeping in mind 
the gross discrepency between its ut¬ 
most returns and its enormous cost of 
operation and fixed cimige.s and what Mr. 
Arnold says about the necessity for 
running agreements with the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad and the Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company and the construction of 
feeders, if the plan of the promoters is 
predicated upon making such running 
arrangements and eomlng to the Council 
later on for franchises for surface 
feeders, why should not there be a 
frank discussion and full disclosure of 
these plans Immediately? These agree¬ 
ments should be made after full con¬ 
sideration by and upon the approval 
of the City Council. It may be said 
that it is the intent of this ordinance 
that such matters should be submitted 
later to the City Council. But here 
again the weakness of the ordinance 
is shown. The Initiative of this part 
of the plan should come from the City 
Itself. These other corporations are 
also the creatures of the City. What¬ 
ever terms could be obtained by the 
promoter can be obtained by the City 
itself together with much more. A 
third reason why the City should con¬ 
cern itself regarding the possibilities 
of the failure of Its grantee, assuming 
that the road would be actually built 
and operated, is that there would be so 
many more millions of dead, unprofit¬ 
able capital added in the form of capi¬ 
talized losses which in future years 
would demand returns at the expense, 
as usual, of service. The amount of rspltHl 
invested in a community tn transit must 
bear some reasonable ratio to popula¬ 
tion. Another bankrupt railroad would 
only further complicate our present de¬ 
plorable condition. A fourth reason 
i here why the City should not permit of 
the possibility of the failure of the 
Pittsburgh Subway Company is that 
the natural purchaser of the bankrupt 
subway would be the Pittsburgh Rail- 
; ways Company. The Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company if It operated and were 
responsible for the fixed Income on the 
subway Investment would naturally re¬ 
duce Its service all over the City or on 
; the other hand would be compelled to 
raise Its rates in all other parts of the 
- City because there Is no limitation in 
but a few of its franchises to the five 
cent fare; and as I have said to you 
before In speaking of the finances of 
I the Pittsburgh Railways Company it is 
I keeping itself afloat with Its annual de- 
I flclt of two and a half millions by In¬ 
directly taxing the community through 
the light and heat services which Is 
rendered by Its holding company and 









owner, the Philadelphia Company. I 
Insist that only a most superhcial con* 
sideratlon of this feature of the sub¬ 
ject justifies anyone in the statement 
often heard that the only losers by a 
bad Investment In the subway are the 
owners of the capital invested. Now 
look at the elements Involved in the 
(iuestion of the success or failure of 
u subway to the East End. If 
the City really interested Itself 
and took the initiative with the 
two existing companies before 
passing any franchise ordinances; 
if it established relations between those 
companies and the new enterprise and 
if it investigated the subject and made 
franchise grants for feeders, instead 
of a constituency of 71,000 in an area 
of about two square miles the subway 
could levy its tribute upon the terrri- 
tory constituting a quarter part of the 
county and a half of its population. 
Assuming that these other holders 
of railroad franchise gifts of the City 
hesitated to come to terms, the Legis¬ 
lature is now in session, a constitu¬ 
tional convention Is approaching—why 
does not the City secure the power 
which it can obtain upon request to 
build subways, to assess property bene¬ 
fited by the same for ail or a part of 
the cost and to acquire surface roads 
under the right of eminent domain. 
With this weapon in Us hands the City 
need no longer play the suppliant for 
the relief of its citizens either in the 
East End or any other part of the 
community. I know that bugaboo 
made of public ownership. The com¬ 
prehensive individual who calls public 
ownership socialism and the critic who 
doubts whether the people of the City 
as a whole would vote itAuded loans for an 
East End subway need not have any 
fear. The existing transportation cor¬ 
porations would not provoke the issue. 

It Is true this course would require 
two or three years of time but that is 
exactly the time that would be wasted 
•—I say it respectfully—If this ordi¬ 
nance should be enacted. 

Third. The questions of design and 
capacity must be determined in advance 
of the passage of an ordinance. These 
features are closely identified both 
with the question of route and finances. 
There is another type of “rapid transit” 
road besides the subway; there Is the 
L road and the part elevated and part 
subway road and there are several dif- 
terert theories supported by high au¬ 
thority as to the best route to East 
Liberty, and we must keep In mind, 
too, that the future East Liberty and 
the great territory beyond will require 
more than one “rapid transit'* route. 

In other words, there is a number of 
routes open for subway construction. 

No one must be adopted now that 1 
would exclude the one or more addi- ; 

tlonal necessary ones in the future. ' 

The first one must not be permitted to ] 
be a “dog In the manger.” Generally ! 
speaking, there is a prejudice against j 
elevated roads. I confess I share this ! 
prejudice to a very large extent, hut 
there may be available routes In which ! 
the objectionable features may be re¬ 
duced to a minimum. T am not argu¬ 


ing now for a substitute, an elevated 
road for a subway. I am merely re¬ 
minding you that we have not made 
and we are not providing for the mak¬ 
ing of such a complete comprehensive 
study of the territory as is really justi¬ 
fied. 1 do not have a great amount of 
space to convince you that other routes 
are available and perhaps more logical 
and that may be constructed more 
cheaply and serve the purpose better, 
but let me remind you that Mr. William 
Barclay Parsons chose a different sub¬ 
way route than the one favored by the 
Pittsburgh Subway Company, and his 
professional opinion is not to be Ig¬ 
nored. Then, too. some of our best 
local engineers, appointed on two oc¬ 
casions by predecessors of my own, 
namely. Recorder J. O. Brown, and 
Mayor George W. Guthrie, recommend¬ 
ed radically different routes than either 
of the L type or the combined L and 
Subway kind. The lower cost of the 
L or combined type should appeal to 
us from the point of view of lower 
cost because therein lies the secret of 
holding down fixed charges which in 
turn determines whether or not the 
enterprise is to be self-supporting, or 
whether it is to be a burden and a drag 
upon the community as I have tried 
to show above. 

The capacity of the structure regard¬ 
less of whether it is an L, a subway, 

I or of the combined type, is another 
thing that cannot be left to chance or 
i accident. Shall the structure be double 
track, three track or four track? The 
interest of the promoter looking to 
early financial returns may lead him 
to decide to make his estimates for a 
road of limited capacity. On the other 
hand the interest of the promoter 
might suggest large capacity in order 
to shut out rapid transit competition 
that may appear to be necessary sooner 
or later. 1 will cite only one possi- 
i bllity that should be considered with 
reference to design of the structure 
and its capacity. Of the three sets of 
promoters who appeared before your 
honorable body asking for a subway 
franchise, the one whose project was 
based upon the best theory from the 
public point of view was that of Mr. 
A. E. Anderson. Regardless of his 
ability to finance it, the boldness and 
the great good sense of his conception 
challenges the attention of a com¬ 
munity like this. In brief, he proposes 
the construction of a subway that 
i would be predicated upon the extension 
I of several large trunk railroads into 
I Pittsburgh, by practically making of 
! his proposed subway their City passen¬ 
ger terminal. This theory is well 
worthy of investigation. , 

I have not discussed the downtown 
situation, but remembering the remedy 
to which Boston was compelled to re¬ 
sort to relieve traffic congestion in the 
streets of its business section namely, 
a subway loop for its surface cars, 1 
must utter the warning that no pro¬ 
moter should be permitted to encumber 
our downtown section underground so 
as to obstruct the application of this 
remedy when we reach the point of 
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traffic congrestion that will require Us 
Xipplication. 

Sooner or later we must have a sub¬ 
way loop beginning somewhere In the 
neighborhood of Tunnel street and 
Fifth avenue; thence extending around 
ihe area roughly bounded by Sixth ave- 
jiue, Penn avenue, Third or Fourth ave¬ 
nue, Grant and Diamond street. Some 
are of the opinion that the time has 
already arrived when such relief must 
be applied. Until this situation is sur¬ 
veyed by a trained eye and the route 
of that loop located, no other under¬ 
ground structure should be permitted 
to cross those boundaries, and of like 
nature, as 1 intimated above, the future 
rapid transit structures for the East 
End should be at least tentatively lo¬ 
cated before this first explorer allowed, 
whether designedly or not, to shut out 
an equally meritorious and equally nec¬ 
essary structure, even though the same 
is not Immediately desirable. 

Fourth. Control of the subway sit¬ 
uation between the old City and the 
East End must not be surrendered by 
the City for another reason. The Pitts¬ 
burgh Hallways Company cannot in¬ 
definitely continue operating after its 
present fashion. Four successive an¬ 
nual deficits now amounting to between 
five and six million dollars and fixed 
annual charges now amounting to ap¬ 
proximately five million dollars, will 
sooner or later work out their own 
answer. The Pittsburgh Railways 
Company is a business corporation and 
it can no more evade the operation of 
natural economic law than can any other 
business enterprise. Its proud position 
of dictatorship towards Its patrons, 
giving them what service It chooses, 
running its cars when and where and 
how it chooses, granting or refusing 
transfer.s and privileges, defying the 
City, Its creator, all by reason of its 
permanent, unconditional franchises, 
will be brought to book. Either its 
present management or some other 
must sooner or later come to terms 
with the City. If in the meantime the 
City has lost control of this subway 
route to the East End it will have lost 
its chlefest asset in the settlement. 
Chicago and Cleveland each made a 
ten year fight to regain possession of 
their own internal transportation. 
Pittsburgh has been at war only four. 

A few more years of patience, a few 
more years of consistent municipal pol¬ 
icy, always having in view the time 
of settlement, will bring undoubtedly 
as advantageous a solution here as 
those two Cities now enjoy. 

Before concluding permit me to sug¬ 
gest that the subject matter of this 
hill affects the community and Its fu- j 
ture more vitally than any other legis- i 
latlon that has been before this City 
in years. The greatest danger and the ! 
hardest problem of all great centers of 
population is congestion. The chief 
and in a theoretical sense at least the • 
easiest palliative procurable Is our 
modern forms of City transportation. 

But so far this remedy has not often 
been successfully applied to its full 
potency in actual practice. A leading 


author on the subject, after recounting 
the changing public attitude upon fran¬ 
chise grants, now demanding compen¬ 
sation for the use of streets, now de¬ 
manding lower rates, again shifting to 
improved service as the essential con¬ 
dition of the contract, concludes that 
the mistake of the City heretofore lay 
in the lack of intelligent civic spirit on 
the part of the public and the failure 
of their servants, the public officials 
within whose jurisdiction the franchise 
granting power was to delve to the 
heart of the problem to grasp the ne¬ 
cessity of a consistent policy relative 
to street utilities. He says, “Even the 
facts that could be ascertained in re¬ 
gard to franchises and public service 
corporations, have usually been un¬ 
known to the municipal authorities. 
There has been no City official whose 
duty Is was to collect data and become 
expert In franchise matters. Every 
new application for a franchise has 
found the City officials unprepared with 
the requisite knowledge. Every City 
has handled franchise questions blindly 
and with little or no regard to the ex¬ 
perience of other Cities. Indeed a 
City’s own experience has seldom been 
available for the guidance of the aider- 
men. Even now, in many Cities. In¬ 
cluding some of the greatest, there is 
no compilation of existing franchise 
rights. New York City had four mil¬ 
lion inhabitants before It established 
a bureau for the purpose of ascertain¬ 
ing the rights of the public service cor¬ 
porations already In the field and of 
being prepared to handle intelligently 
the applications of new companies for 
franchise rights. The confusion and Ig¬ 
norance regarding franchises are al¬ 
most as great proportionately In the 
smaller Cities.” 

No one can deny the truth of this 
author’s criticisms in the light of the 
almost universal experience of the old¬ 
er Cities of the United States. lie 
clearly Intimates the course to pursue. 
The pitfalls of public utility construc¬ 
tion should be evaded, the responsible 
public officers should learn the facts 
and principles involved, the public im¬ 
patience be restrained and the pro¬ 
moter dealt with upon equal terms. 
This in a word requires study, stn<lv 
not by a promoter, but study 
by the City. A study of the whole 
City and its environs should be made 
that would Include the location of the 
population, the dally movements of the 
population, of the part that would use 
the proposed rapid transit, of the dis¬ 
tribution of the new population of the 
effect upon real estate valuations, of 
the necessity and probable location of 
extensions, the correlation of existing 
and future transit facilities of other 
types such as steam, cable and elevated 
systems, the design, construction and 
estimated costs and the existing and 
obtainable legal powers for the future 
as well as Immediate n*eeds and thereby 
learn how and to what extent ameliora¬ 
tion of conditions can be accomplished. 

Underlying all my opposition to the 
pending ordinance Is the failure to 
make such a detailed and minute study 










of our problem. We are trying to 
legislate upon a most important matter 
attecting the City for generations with¬ 
out a knowledge of the essential facts 
involved; we are groping in the dark. 

1 make no pretense to having had ex¬ 
perience that would justify my speak¬ 
ing in an authoritative tone but 1 have 
had some opportunity to study fran¬ 
chises. There are three general types 
of passenger railway franchises pre¬ 
vailing in different parts of the United 
States, all dating from different per¬ 
iods of the development of the art. 
The formal distinction between them 
lies in the varying nature of the terms 
of the contract between the City and 
the company. At one extreme is the 
franchise unlimited as to time and un¬ 
burdened as to conditions except the 
simple ones of street paving and re¬ 
pair between the tracks. In this type 
are the grants made by the City of 
Pittsburgn and most other eastern Cit¬ 
ies between 1880 and the present time, 
between that and the other extreme is 
the franchise for a limited period like 
twenty-five or fifty years, or the inde¬ 
terminate or unlimited grant with an 
option of purchase and with substan¬ 
tial reservations or terms relating to 
compensation, service, rates of fare, 
etc., in addition to street paving, re¬ 
pairing and cleaning to the full width 
of streets. Charters and ordinances of 
this kind had their vogue in this City 
during the twenty years preceding the 
lust mentioned period and in western 
Cities were never abandoned, generally 
speaking. At the other extreme Is a 
new form of contract differing not only 
in the greater strictness of terms than 
both of the others but completely re¬ 
versing the theory of the relations be¬ 
tween the parties to the arrangement. 
The first two kinds were based upon 
the principles of private business. The 
City turned parallel streets over to a 
number of companies for competitive 
use depending upon competition to in¬ 
sure whatever investment would be 
necessary and to render ample service 
with low fares. Melancholy failure has 
been the result with us In Pittsburgh 
with both kinds of franchises and the 
same is true elsewhere. The newest 
conception of franchises, the third of 
those mentioned above, is that the busi¬ 
ness is a public one, not private, that 
it Is monopolistic, that It is dependent 
entirely upon the growth of the com¬ 
munity and conversely the community 
welfare is largely dependent upon its 
management. The public concern now 
is not to obtain compensation but ser¬ 
vice ; not to levy taxes but to keep down 
fares and obtain transfers; not to per¬ 
mit of private exploitation but to keep 
such a measure of control as will per¬ 
mit of the prevention of congestion by 
an equal distribution of population. 
The ownership of the structure or 
works Is now perceived not to be im¬ 
portant; the real question is seen to 
lie In the terms and conditions of op¬ 
eration; 80 the last or newest form of 
franchise therefore finds Its financial 
support sometimes from private capi¬ 
tal, sometimes from the public funds, 
sometimes by assessing the adjacent 


property specially benefited and some¬ 
times by a combination of two or all 
these methods. 

The difference between the majority 
of your honorable body who gave their 
votes to the pending bill and myself 
lies in a dij^agrternent as to theory. 
Your bill is substantially in the form 
of ordinances passed a half centruy ago. 
It is frankly admitted to be far su¬ 
perior In the main to those granted 
later, that is to say, during the past 
thirty years but it is not in accord with 
the most modern, best considered con¬ 
tracts now being prepared wherever 
the subject is under consideration. 
Your ordinance is defective I beg to 
assert because it is not based upon that 
thorough study and investigation sug¬ 
gested above. I have not presumed to 
outline a complete ordinance as a sub¬ 
stitute for it but being in hopes that 
the present measure will not pass and 
also desiring to take part in the fur¬ 
ther discussion of the question—which 
should not flag until the answer is 
found—I have proposed ideas of a basic 
nature occuring to me, the investiga¬ 
tion of which I submit isi essential to 
a sound solution of our problem.

The City Planning Commission has 
been considering a number of proposi¬ 
tions in regard to playground and rec¬ 
reation sites, some of them transmitted 
from the Finance Committee of Coun¬ 
cil and various others submitted by In- 
di\'ldiia)s: among these the property lo¬ 
cated on Lang avenue. Thirteenth ward, 
near the Homewood school, between 
Susnuehanna street and the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad, has been strongly 
urged upon us by the residents of that 
district. The Commission has made a 
careful Investigation of the matter and 
Is convinced thot this location Is al¬ 
most the only available one north of 
(he Pennsylvania railroad in this dis- 
' trict which, on this side of the rail¬ 
road la already highly congested. The 
plot above mentioned, however, is. 
hardly large enough for a suitable rec¬ 
reation park, and the Commission 
would consider It advisable to add to it 
the property lying immediately east of 
the Homewood f^chool between Clawson 
street and said school. To further en¬ 
large this tract It would seem advisable 
to have the portion of Susquehanna 
street lying between I.jang avenue and 
Clawson street added to It. there be¬ 
ing little likelihood of this section of 
the street being needed for a thorough¬ 
fare.

To the Honorable the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania: 

In view of the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court of Pennsylvania I beg 
to call the attention of your Honor¬ 
able Body again to the compensation 
of the Collector of Delinquent Taxes, 
to briefly review the history of this 
subject during my term of office and 
to renew my recommendation made to 
you a year and a half ago. In 1909, 
recognizing that the compensation of 
this officer was greater than was justi¬ 
fied by the circumstances the ‘Select 
and Common Councils passed an ordi¬ 
nance reducing his fees to one and one- 
half per cent (IH) of collections. 
There were great objections to this 
at the time, the commission being in 
the opinion of many too high, but the 
efficiency of the office being more im¬ 
portant than a few thousand dollars 
more or less per year In compensation, 
the Councils determined to make a trial 
on that basts. The outgoing Councils 
in the latter part of 1910 and In 1911 
had the matter under advhsement of its 
Finance Committee but because of the 
character of the discussion on the sub¬ 
ject failed to reach a conclusion as to 
a fair fee. Upon the Incoming of the 
single Council I submitted the matter 
for consideration in a message dated 
June 13th, 1911, proposing a confer¬ 
ence between the two responsible au¬ 
thorities, that is to say your Honor¬ 
able Body and myself, for the deter¬ 
mination of this question. We held a 
number of conferences. Some of your 
members desired the elimination of the 
officer altogether, some favored paying 
him such a meager salary as would 
practically required his resignation, 
some proposed the reorganization ot 
the Department with a budget of 
$12,000.00 when the office had never 
been conducted under the salary or fee 
system for less than $18,000.00 or 
$19,000.00. Not having given the sub¬ 
ject sensible consideration, contradic¬ 
tory resolutions and ordinances were 
passed which would have created a 
state of confusion in the collection of 


the city’s dues. In the public interest 
I was compelled to return all of these 
measures without approval and In due 
course all of them were passed over 
the veto. I tried again and again to 
bring about some concerted action be¬ 
tween you and me to allay the public 
clamor which had been raised by false 
reports of fabulous sums being received 
by this officer. I informed you as a 
matter of fact that for the year pre¬ 
ceding his compensation amounted to 
$16,000.00 and that in other years it 
ran as high as $20,000.00. I frankly 
admitted that these sums were too 
great but at the same time Insisted 
upon the principle of the fee system 
being sustained. I proposed time and 
again that a reasonable salary like 
$5,000,000 or $6,000.00 per year be pro¬ 
vided and that in addition thereto a 
small percentage be offered the col¬ 
lector for all sums collected above the 
average or above the maximum collec¬ 
tion of the last three or four years. 
Under other advice you vainly at¬ 
tempted to assume an exclusive au¬ 
thority over the subject that had not 
been given to you by law. You at¬ 
tempted to usurp the powers of my 
office and after the first abortive at¬ 
tempt in July of 1911 you made a sec¬ 
ond attempt in January, 1912, by re¬ 
organizing the department and pro¬ 
viding a salary not designed to com¬ 
pensate the officer for his services and 
his responsibilities but to humiliate 
him and to destroy the efficiency of his 
office. In the interest of the city, I 
again refused to approve of this ordi¬ 
nance and again it was passed over 
the veto. Counsel was employed by 
your Honorable Body and notwith¬ 
standing the lower court confirmed my 
position an appeal was taken and the 
Supreme Court in due course sustained 
the lower court. The fees of the col¬ 
lector r believe now amount to about 
$20,000.00 per year. I do not hesitate 
to admit that the sum is too large. I 
have not only vsaid that to you hereto¬ 
fore but took the initiative of calling 
your attention to it and proposing the 
remedy in the early days of June, 1911, 
exactly twenty months ago. The re¬ 
sponsibility for the failure to reduce 
these fees and to have saved them to 
the city during all of this period is 
not upon me. In order that I shall be 
in no sense even the most remote, re¬ 
sponsible for the continuance of the 
same I beg to suggest again that it is 
a subject in which the Council and the 
Executive share the duty and the re¬ 
sponsibility and I am prepared to dis¬ 
cuss the matter again with your Hon¬ 
orable Body or a committee thereof.

Mr. Ranh arose and said 


I have always been, and still am of 
the opinion that the City Treasurer 
should collect all the Delinquent Taxes 
—feeling certain that by proceeding 
along these lines, many thousand dol¬ 
lars annually could be saved the peo¬ 
ple. 
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For this reason only, a few weeks 
ago Council, had the Law Department 
prepare a proper bill to be presented 
to the Leslslature now in session— 
namely an Act amending article 2 of 
an Act entitled “An Act for the gov¬ 
ernment of cities of the second class, 
approved the seventh day of March, 
Anno Domino, One thousand nine hun¬ 
dred and one, as amended by the Act 
approved May lUh, one thousand nine 
hundred and eleven, by eliminating the 
Department of the Collector of Delin¬ 
quent Taxes, and by providing for the 
duties of the Department of the Col¬ 
lector of Delinquent Taxes, to be trans- 
ferred to the Department of City Treas¬ 
urer." 

This act will likely be passed by the 
legislature at this session, at least I 
am informed such will be the case. 

Immediately after the courts had 
finally determined that the City Coun¬ 
cil had no right to reduce the compen¬ 
sation of the City Delinquent Tax Col¬ 
lector during his term of office, I pre¬ 
sented the following resolution in 
Council, which was unanimously adopt¬ 
ed. 

“Now this Council being of the opin¬ 
ion that the compensation paid said 
collector is excessive and is a great 
injustice to the taxpayers and that all 
the taxes Including delinquent taxes 
should be collected by the City Treas¬ 
urer: 

Now therefore be it resolved, that 
the City Solicitor be requested to draw 
a bill for presentation to the State Leg¬ 
islature providing for the collection of 
delinquent taxes by the City Treasurer 
and the repeal of all legislation incon¬ 
sistent therewith and further, that said 
Bill be presented to Council for Its con¬ 
sideration.” 

There was much delay by the Law 
Department in preparing this bill. On 
January 25, 1913, I was compelled to 
write the following letter to Mr. Chas. 
A, O’Brien, City Solicitor: 

“It Is now within a few days of three 
weeks that we kindly asked you to 
prepare the Delinquent Tax ordinance 
for the Legislature. If you do not care 
to do this, let me hear from you and 
I will get my personal attorney to get 
it up." 

I should not have mentioned this in¬ 
cident were it not for the fact of His 
Honor the Mayor's habitual reprimand 
of Council, 

Nevertheless I do not propose to re¬ 
ply in an undignified manner to his 
communication. I leave the people to 
judge whether this Council or whether 
the Mayor has tried to do away with 
this unnecessary and expensive politi¬ 
cal department. 

It may take several months how¬ 
ever, before this bill la passed by ouT’ 
Legislature and In the meantime, our 
taxpayers would be under this dally 
unnecessary drain and for this reason. 

I am in favor of again discussing this 
matter with His Honor the Mayor, and 
so propose to vote. 


Mr. Babcuck arose, and said 

The communication from the Mayor 
relative to the Delinquent Tax Office 
does not set out the facts as they ap¬ 
pear to me. The Mayor tries to lead 
one to believe that he and he alone 
is the only one interested In reducing 
the cost of the Delinquent Tax Office 
to the City of Pittsburgh. 

He states that Council has never 
given the subject sensible considera¬ 
tion. He evidently thinks that the 
only thing sensible Is for Council to 
agree with him and that any view 
Council might have is not sensible and 
not worthy of consideration. 

This Delinquent Tax Office was con¬ 
ceived In sin, born in iniquity, suckled 
and nursed and reared by political par¬ 
ents. It has grown to maturity under 
circumstances wholly unfavorable to 
the best interests of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. This Council never looked 
kindly upon it and was always desirous 
of changing it and putting it on a rea¬ 
sonable basis and as 1 understand it, 
the Mayor never lent us any help what¬ 
ever. His statement that he is not to 
blame for the condition I cannot agree 
with. When we passed an ordinance 
creating the power to retain the pres¬ 
ent employes of the office and putting 
In a Head of the Department at a $3,- 
500.00 salary per year, he could have 
made that ordinance effective If he had 
so desired, but he did not. The ordi¬ 
nance is In existence to-day and will 
become effective January 1st, next. 

I for one would not be willing to p^y 
a salary of J5.000.00 or J6,000.00 and a 
commission for running the Depart¬ 
ment of Delinquent Taxes and pay the 
Head of the Department of Public 
Works, J5.000.00 and no commission for 
running his Department. The compari¬ 
son of the two positions and the salary 
recommended is odious. 

The position of the Head of the De¬ 
partment of Delln(|uent 'Taxes was cre¬ 
ated by Council for any good man com¬ 
petent to collect taxes and not for any 
individual. If the salary suggested 
was an Insult to the present Incumbent, 
let it he offered to his Chief Assistant, 
a man I am told is competent to collect 
the taxes, and see if he will be in¬ 
sulted and resign. 

The way I look at It, the Adminis¬ 
trative Officer of this City haa ten 
times the opportunity to correct the 
evils of this office that the Council has 
and he has done absolutely nothing to 
correct them, while the Council haa 
done everything In their power to do 
so. T cannot sit idly by and have the 
Mayor or anybody else put this Coun¬ 
cil in such an unfavorable light with¬ 
out offering an explanation. 

The cost of collecting delinquent 
taxes to the City during the present 
administration is as follows:

I return herewith without my ap¬ 
proval Bill No. 2745, a resolution di¬ 
recting the Delinquent Tax Collector 
to accept the sum of $2,362.97 In full 
payment of the taxes of Peter Gettman 
for the year 1912 and to charge the 
costs thereon to the City. My reason 
Is that the error recited in said resolu¬ 
tion was not due to the default of the 
City or the negligence of any of its 
officers. I again feel it incumbent upon 
me to respectfully protest against the 
passage of this continuous stream of 
private bills and again call your atten¬ 
tion to Section 5 of the act of 23rd May, 
1874, P. L. 232. 

This act, requiring both a two-third 
vote of the City Council and the ap¬ 
proval of the Mayor was not enacted 
by the Legislature without cause. Rec¬ 
ognizing the possibilities of fraud, of 
carelessness and mistakes on the part 
of persons having buslne.ss w’lth the 
City and experience having also shown 
the inefficiency of many of the council- 
men due to the apparent absence of a 
high sense of moral responsibility 
towards their trust nad to the care¬ 
less good nature and indifference to 
their duties, this statute was enacted 
so that the City might still be pro¬ 
tected by a vigilant minority or by the 
head of the other branch of the gov¬ 
ernment. I am not one of those who 
believe in the free and easy use of the 
veto power. The responsibility for leg¬ 
islation is upon the department of the 
Government created by law for that 
purpose. 

With reference to the great mass of 
bills the executive does not and cannot 
know the facts Involved, does not hear 
the argument, has no opportunity in 
the course of his official day to deliber¬ 
ate with others. He must necessarily 
allow some presumptions of good faith, 
of diligence and of Intelligence towards 
his brethren In the co-ordinate branch 
of the government charged by law w’ith 
the determination of public policy. Un¬ 
til now upon this theory, I have al¬ 
lowed some doubtful cases to pass me by 
without comment, but this case, so pal¬ 
pably wrong upon Its face like the 
Richardson case, requires one to utter 
his sentiments and exercise the re¬ 
served powers the law has committed 
to him for the public protection. 

In view of the statement made by the 
Chairman of the Committee on Finance 
on January 28lh, 1913, on the floor of 
Council when the veto of the Richard¬ 
son resolution was under consideration 
that the Council has passed that meas¬ 
ure providing for the payment of $2.- 
000.00 to the Richardson Contracting 
Company "after investigation by the 
i’ouncil and upon the recommendation by 
the City ftolioitor and the Director of 


the Department of Public Works,” I 
am compelled to mention it again. I 
learn upon Inquiry that the "Investi¬ 
gation” of the justness of this claim 
consisted of referring the same to the 
Law Department for an opinion as to 
the powers of the Council in the prem¬ 
ises and a request upon the Department 
of Public Works to prepare the resolu¬ 
tion. I quote their replies as appar¬ 
ently the sole basis of your act, for 
your further judgment as to the advis¬ 
ability of that veto.

You may recall a recent 
resolution of the Council direct¬ 
ing the Mayor to draw a war¬ 
rant, the Controller to sign and the 
Treasurer to pay the sum of eighteen 
cents! The advertisement of this bill, 
if it were advertised, would cost about 
eighteen dollars. If it was not adver¬ 
tised like other bills then this expense 
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Ih avoided only because the Controller 
nnd I some time ago assumed the au¬ 
thority of directing the attention of 
your clerk to the absurdity of dignify¬ 
ing bills of this class a legislation. But 
there is still the cost of printing and 
*'ur executive officers have too many 
substantial matters to engage their at¬ 
tention. If we have not always suffl- 
<‘ient moral courage to resist the Im¬ 
portunities of the petitioners for these 
illegal and ridiculous private bills let 
us apply the rule of charging a fee to 
(•over the expenses as we now do in the 
cases of certain other private bills.

“Mr. Chairman, I wish to say some¬ 
thing on this, but it is in relation to 
ihe resolution Issuing a warrant to the 
Uichardson Contracting Company. As 
\ou will remember we approved that 
<'lalm on the statement made before 
the Committee by the Director of the 
Department of Public Works, and in 
that communication Mis Honor the 
.Mayor goes out of his way to state 
that the Richardson Contracting Com- 
T>any’s claim was not looked Into by 
Council. It is true that this Is dead, 
I'Ut it was passed unanimously over 
the veto and this is a reflection on 
the Council. I want the Council to look 
at page 35 of the Controller’s minutes, 
which shows a memorandum of letter 
from the IMrector of the Department 
of Public Works recommending pay¬ 
ment to this company. I went to the 
Controller's Office to get this letter, but 
the young lady advises me that she 
cannot find the letter. The Controller 
stated that it was not necessary to 
lumber up the minutes by putting this 
communication in full. The Mayor’s 
letter wps to the effect that the Coun¬ 
cil did rot have any recommendation 
from the Department of Public Works, 
hut Mr. Armstrong made a verbal state¬ 
ment to us and on that statement the 
resolutlor was passed for payment of 
?2,000. 1 want to make this clear to 

show that the Mayor did not under¬ 
stand the conditions. This is a little 
out the ordinary and no Couhcilmen 

ill dispute that fact.” 

Mr. Wilkins arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman. I want to state that 
Director Joseph G. Armstrong person¬ 
ally appeared before the Committee on 
Finance on this bill. I asked him my¬ 
self if Mr. RichardsoTi did not tear the 
buildings would the City have to tear 
them down. Mr. Armstrong answered, 
“Yes, sir.” “Is the hill reasonable?” 
Would it cost the City 000 or more?” 
and his reply was “That it would cost 
the City S2.500, and the hill %vas reason¬ 
able.” Other members will recollect 
that statement. 

Mr. I?nhrock arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, T rather lean to the 
Mayor’s side of this matter. T believe 
that this Council is passing too many 


claims where the moral aspect pre¬ 
dominates and where the legal claim 
U almost void. I think we would be 
nearer councllmen if we refused to pass 
bills when we are instructed that there 
Is no legal liability, and we should 
make it a policy to carry that out. 
This idea of the Mayor vetoing these 
bills is becoming obnoxious to me. It 
is not a policy I would use in my own 
business. If I had a claim against 
me and there was a moral liability on 
my part, I would gladly pay the same 
to avoid a law suit. But the City is 
slightly different. They got their Law 
Department, and when they say a bill 
does not carry a legal liability cut out 
this side of the moral question. I 
voted occasionally on bills that were 
carried on that ground, and I feel 
justified in supporting the Mayor’s 
veto.” 

Mr. Wilkins arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, the Mayor In his 
statement is technically correct. There 
was no negligence on that part of the 
clerk In sending it back, but I claim 
that if the clerk had exercised a little 
Judgment he would have retained the 
check and sent a courteous letter In¬ 
forming the gentleman that he was 17 
cents short, and I think if this was 
done we would not be compelled to 
take any action of this kind today and 
we would rot have had a veto. I do 
not think Mr. Babcock looks at it in 
the right spirit. T believe the clerk is 
rot legally obliged to do this, but any 
clerk with any business sense or cour¬ 
tesy would simply have sent a note 
to the gentleman, and I think notwith¬ 
standing Mr. Babcock's objection that 
there is no legal claim still there Is 
a moral claim which this Council 
should uphold.” 

Mr. MoArdle arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, ordinarily Mr. Wil¬ 
kins’ view of the subject Is correct, 
but the fact remains that the business 
sagacity rests on the other side and 
rot on the City Treasurer’s Office. 
When any individual can put away a 
check of upwards of $2,000 uncancelled 
in a strong box, and not note, even 
with the assistance of his nephew, the 
error in his hank accoun| it seems to 
me there is a pretty lax business 
method on his part or else that he has 
so much, that he does not miss it.” 

Mr. Woo«lhiirn arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, I am responsible for 
the presentation of that resolution, and 
it was upon the Information to the 
effect that an old residenter of the 
North Ride owning considerable prop¬ 
erty, as evidenced by the amount of 
the bill, over $2,000, almost blind, de¬ 
ducted or had his nephew deduct from 
the two statements which I believe 
accompanied the bill, the two per cent, 
allowed for March payment on the en¬ 
tire amount, and had that nephew 
write a check, and in writing that 
check he Inadvertently reversed the 
figures in the column of cents, When 
the check came to the Treasurer’s 
office the clerk, whoever he may have 
been, found that the check accompanied 












by the tax statement, was IS cents ! 
short. He merely turned over the 
statement and on the back of it noted 
in pencil 18 cents, and returned it to { 
the almost blind citizen. When he re- i 
ceived it in the mall with the check 
attached he thought those were the re¬ 
ceipts. He did not recognize his own 
check on account of his blindness. He 
hied those papers away and was not 
aware that he was owing to the city 
until he received a notice from the 
Delinquent Tax Collector to the effect 
that he was delinquent about |2,500.00. 

He then looked up his papers and sent 
them over here to see if any remedy 
at all could be made. The clerk of 
this Council took the matter up, con¬ 
sulted the City Treasurer and went to 
the Delinquent Tax Collector as well. 

I must say for the Delinquent Tax 
Collector that he offered to subtract his 
own commission, saving the gentleman 
that much, but nevertheless adding to 
that citizen’s taxes several hundred 
dollars—I do not know just how much 
—including 2 per cent, discount on that 
amount. Now this Collector was 
pleased to perform this courtesy to an 
old citizen. We had an opinion from 
the City Solicitor that there was no 
legal claim, but we thought the moral 
claim was sufficient, and I do stand 
for the moral claim now as I did when 

II was before us in a different posi¬ 
tion."

such action should be taken advisedly 
In order that the people's money should 
not be frittered away In abortive at¬ 
tempts to bring about a remedy In a 
manner which will have no legal effect 
and leave the problem no nearer solu¬ 
tion than heretofore; and 

Whereas, While Council believes that 
a Public Utilities BUI could be passed 
which will supervise and regulate all < 
public service corporations and remedy 
the conditions complained of, It Is de¬ 
sirous of knowing whether other legis¬ 
lation than that provided for In said 
Public Utilities Bill la necessary to the 
investigation and ascertaining of facts 
relating to organization and activities 
of said corporation and in the event 
-of being advised that such legislation 
Is necessary, the nature and character 
of same, and 

Whereas, It is the desire of Council 
to ascertain just how far the City can , 
go in this matter and what is neces¬ 
sary in the way of legislation or other¬ 
wise, in order that this Council may 
act Intelligently and In a manner that 
will be productive of the most vital 
results but at the least possible cost 
to the people. 

Now In Order, That Council may be ■ 
properly advised In these matters, ; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That a 
Committee of Council, with the Preai- I 
dent of Council as Chairman of said ; 
Committee, the Committee to consist I 

of all members of Council, visit Harris- I 
burg at their own expense for the fol- ! 
lowing purposes, to wit: j 

First. To urge upon members of the ! 
.Senate and House the passage of a 
Public Utilities Bill. 1 
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Second. To confer with the Attorney 
General as to the necessity of legisla¬ 
tion in connection with the investiga¬ 
tion of public service corporations 
other than that contained in the pro¬ 
posed Public Utilities Bill, and in the 
event of additional legislation being 
required the nature of same, and to 
confer with the Attorney-General with 
relation tto facilitating the passage of 
proper legislation for the inauguration 
of a Public Utilities Commission, with 
power to investigate and^ decide upon 
such questions as now confront our 
community, as well as to confer with 
said Attorney-General as to what ad¬ 
ditional steps if any, can be taken to 
facilitate such prompt redress as the 
people of this community are entitled 
to, and to request the Attorney-General 
to submit in writing, an opinion as to 
what steps Council can legally take at 
the present time. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Rauh arose and said 

I offer this resolution as the first 
step in an endeavor to untangle the 
maze into which we are drifting as to 
what this council can and cannot do to 
regulate the public service corporation 
that are operating In this community 
and bring to the people the redress they 
are continually demanding. If there Is 
anything we have the power to do, It 
seems to me that we should get busy 
and do that thing. But before obligat¬ 
ing ourselves to spend large amounts of 
the people’s money, let us be certain 
that we are on the right road. If, on 
account of the present condition of 
the law, we are unable to take any 
steps that will bring about a prompt 
remedy, that fact should be made 
known to the public and efforts should 
be started at once to originate the 
legislation that will give us the power 
desired or to assist the proper legisla¬ 
tion, along this line, if It Is already 
under way. 

We are beset on all sides with sug¬ 
gestions as to what we should do on 
this matter. Most of these suggestions 
carry with them an obligation to ex¬ 
pend a large part of the people’s money. 
So far as I am concernd I am willing 
to vote to spend money for this pur¬ 
pose Just as soon as I am convinced 
that we are going to accomplish some¬ 
thing. But I am opposed to following 
any plan of action that we are not 
sure we have the power to follow, and 
that we are not certain will lead us 
anywhere, and at the same time, will 
be costly to the people. 

All of the advice we have received 
seems to agree on one point namely 
that no successful campaign against 
these public service corporations can 
be carried on until additional legisla¬ 
tion is secured from the General As¬ 
sembly of the state. The remedy to be 
effective and not abortive must. It 
seems, originate In Harrisburg. 

That being the case let us proceed 
to ascertain Just what the necessary 
legislation Is. We are told that the 
public utilities commission will be the 

r »otent force needed. If this is the case 
et us ascertain from recognized au- 














thority that such Is the case and con¬ 
serve the money of the taxpayers for 
a hffht before that body and not In a 
system ot guerilla warfare that will 
accomplish nothing. If the bill creat¬ 
ing the public utilities commission Is 
not all the legislation we need to carry 
on that compaign successfully let us 
ascertain that fact and proceed to have 
enacted any additional legislation that 
is required. If there is anything we 
can do between now and the time a 
public utilities commission Is created 
to anticipate ^ts coming and be ready 
to act the moment it Is an entity, let 
us find that out also. If the public 
utilities commission Is the remedy we 
seek and if there is nothing that we 
can do until such time as It Is created, 
I think that fact should be made known 
to the people. 

In the preparation of the public 
utilities bill, now before the legislature, 
It has been necessary for Attorney- 
Genral John S. Bell to have an ex¬ 
haustive study made of all existing 
legislation effecting public service 
corporations in this state. It has been 
necessary for him to make an ex¬ 
haustive study of all franchises. In¬ 
stead of appropriating large sums of 
the people's money to pay experts to 
make the studies he has made and to 
obtain the Informattion It has been 
necessary for him to obtain, practical¬ 
ly the identical Informattion we desire, 
let us consult him first. It Is possible 
that he will give us that Information. 
At least we do not know that he will 
not do this until we ask him. 

I believe this Council is willing to 
act on any proposition that it knows 
will bring about relief and I am so con¬ 
fident of this that I have asked that we 
make this trip at oor own expense. 

Inasmuch as all Bills this session 
must be Introduced no later than 
March 15th, and If additional i“'»isla- 
tion is necessary, It Is our duty to act 
at once 'nd without delay.

MAYOR’S OFFICE. 

Pittsburgh, February 21, 1913. 

To the Honorable the Council of the 

City of Pittsburgh, 

Pennsylvania. 

I return herewith without approval 
Bill No. 2872, a resolution authorizing 
“the president of Council to appoint 
a special committee of three for the 
purpose of making a comprehensive 


inquiry into the expenditures of the 
City." This bill was passed apparently 
In satisfaction of the wldesnread de¬ 
mand for ‘efficiency" or “scientific 
management" In the conduct of the 
business of the city but in actual 
practice the operation of this bill will 
not answer the need. This bill provides 
for an inquiry or investigation of ex¬ 
penditures, a task in the nature of 
detective work. It wiii no doubt result 
in some economies in operation here 
and there but it will not bring about 
what 1 have been ceaselessly urging 
for nearly two years. There Is no 
objection to the sort of inquiry pro¬ 
vided here per se. The objection is to 
its limited scope and the manner In 
which it will be made. What the city 
needs as I have often recommended to 
your Honorable Body is constructive 
work of the kind performed by Mr. 
Emerson and Mr. Taylor in the opera¬ 
tions of private business, industrial, 
commercial and In transportation and 
of the kind being pursued in the man¬ 
agement of the municipal business of 
Chicago by the Civil Service Commis¬ 
sion who appeared before your Honor¬ 
able Body at my request several months 
ago. The scope of the work outlined 
in this bill is merely critical, not con¬ 
structive. Its tendency will be to more 
and more separate the legislative and 
administrative departments of the gov¬ 
ernment. They should unite their 
energies towards the accomplishment 
of the common purpose, namely, the 
public welfare. The intrusion of agents 
of one of these departments Into the 
operations of the other will not only 
divide the energies of the two forces 
but will inevitable create serious 
antagonisms. Instead of aiding each 
other there will be constant conflict. 
The subordinate officials and employees 
regardless of executive order will not 
be able to relieve themselves of the 
opinion that the officials employed by 
Council are seeking for evidence of 
delinquencies and Inefficiency with a 
vleu* to criticism Instead of giving aid and 
education. I have been pleading for 
efficiency to be brought about by 
harmony: I regretfully anticipate 

further inefficiency produced by dis¬ 
cord. Being convinced that In Its 
present form the bill will work harm 
rather than good to the interests of the 
city and therefore as being contrary to 
good public policy I return the same 
without approval.

Mr. Hoeveler arose and said 
Mr. President: 

I want to explain my position on 
the Mayor's veto In the case of the 
efficiency ordinance. 

Under present conditions of strife 
between the legislative and executive 
departments we have little to hope for 
in the matter of efficiency. The first 
requisite in an effort to secure ef¬ 
ficiency or economy is to create and 
promote harmony between the executive 
and legislative bodies having charge of 
the affairs of the City of Pittsburgh. 
How to bring this about Is not clear 
to my mind at this time. It is, however, 
clear to me that the best Interest of 
the City is not served by the appoint¬ 
ment of a sub-committee on efficiency. 
All the members of this Council were 
elected by the people to secure the most 
efficient government that they could 
collectively provide. It seems to me 
that the question of efficiency is a most 
important one; In fact, one of the most 
important that Councils have yet con¬ 
sidered. On such an important subject 
I feel that the people are entitled to 
the best efforts of all the members of 
the body and not merely the efforts of 
two or three members of the same no 
matter how much I feel that the sev¬ 
eral abilities of the members of the 
proposed sub-commtttee are beyond 
question. The Council as a whole is 
not too large to consider this question, 
and as a whole I feel they would be 
able to get better results. 

Efficiency can only he reached 
through the co-operation of the Mayor 
and the department heads working with 
the Council. Until harmony shall be 
restored I will refuse to vote either 
one way or another on this veto mes¬ 
sage. I take this attitude because I 
feel on the one hand that the money 
expended before the breach is healed 
will be thrown away. On the other 
hand I do not wish to approve the posi¬ 
tion taken by the Mayor as set forth in 
the veto message. 

It seems to me that two big sticks 
are being wielded, and as long as they 
are held and used an adjustment will 
be Impossible. Why not set aside self, 
party and clioue, and all do the best 
we can for Pittsburgh’s progress? 

It is our plain duty. 

Mr. Wilkins arose and said 

I have read with Interest, the veto 
of His Honor the Mayor, of the resolu¬ 
tion adopted by Council, authorizing 
the President of Council to appoint a 
special committee of three for the pur¬ 


pose of making a comprehensive inquiry 
into the expenditures of the City, and 
appropriating fifteen thousand dollars 
for the expense of said investigation. 
As a mernb^- of Council, who has al¬ 
ways believed that the business of a 
Municipal Corporation should be car¬ 
ried on with the same efficiency and 
economy as the business of any private 
corporation, so far as the laws will 
permit, 1 desire to make a few remarks 
as to why I shall vote in favor of the 
resolution, notwithstanding the veto of 
the Mayor. 

The objections of the Mayor, as given 
in his message, are practically two: 
First, because he believes the investiga¬ 
tion proposed is in the nature of 
detective work and not the kind of 
constructive work performed by Mr. 
Emerson and Mr. Taylor, and of the 
kind being pursued in the City of 
Chicago by the Civil Service Commis¬ 
sion; Second, because the subordinate 
officials and employees, regardless of 
executive order, will not be able to re¬ 
lieve themselves of the opinion that 
the officials employed by Council are 
seeking for evidence of delinquency and 
inefficiency with a view to criticism 
Instead of giving aid and education. The 
inference is that he does not believe 
that Council’s intention in making the 
investigation, Is for the purpose of 
making the employees more efficient 
and of more value to their employer, the 
City of Pittsburgh. It would seem as 
If these two objections are Inconsistent 
with each other, for the reason that no 
matter by whom an investigation is 
made, whether by the assistants of 
such Investigators as Messrs. Emerson 
and Taylor, or under the methods pur¬ 
sued in Chicago, the subordinate of¬ 
ficials or employees could or might 
raise the same objections as suggested 
above by the Mayor. There is even 
now the same apportunity for objec¬ 
tions by the subordinate officials and 
employees, to the suggestions and 
criticisms of the Bureau of Accounting 
now in existence and part of the pres¬ 
ent organization of the City Govern¬ 
ment; and also to the supervision of 
the Controller. 

As to the employment of such ef¬ 
ficiency experts as Mr. Emerson or 
Mr. Taylor, I have always been, and 
I believe consistently, opposed to, as 
I understand, the work of these two 
experts has been almost exclusively 
concerned with the investigation of the 
cost of production of manufactured 
products, where the amount of the pro¬ 
duct depended more on the arrange¬ 
ment of the plant and the character of 
the machines turning out the product, 
than upon the men tending or operat¬ 
ing the machines. I do not deny that 
the men are a factor, but In the 
examnles given by Mr. Emerson him¬ 
self to the Council, the arrangement 
of the plant and the character of the 
machines were the two major factors. 
With a municipal corporation, the con¬ 
ditions are just the reverse, the men 
are the greater factor in the problem 
and the machines the lesser. The City 
has about six thousand men on the pay 
rolls, while the only machines are the 
pumping engines in the water works, 
























the fire engines and a few steam rollers 
for rolling asphalt. It would seem, 
therefore, that th^' great problem to be 
solved in efficiency for any municipal 
corporation, is almost entirely that of 
the efficiency of the employee himself, 
and the proper organization of the 
employes in the various departments 
and their bureaus. This seemed to be 
the underlying principles of the methods 
and systems in Chicago, as explained 
to Council by Major Myles and Mr. 
Lower, the two representatives of the 
commission of that City, a short time 
ago. While I understand Mr. Emerson 
and Mr. Taylor were last year re¬ 
tained by the City of New York, I have 
as yet seen no report published as to 
what they have discovered or ac¬ 
complished, but we do know what has 
been accomplished in Chicago by Major 
Myles and his assistsants. 

It was my understanding when I 
voted for the resolution, that the In- 
vest^'^ation would be carried out on 
similar Ines to the Chicago investiga¬ 
tion, and I believe the other members 
of Council who voted for It. did so with 
the same understanding and with this 
understanding, I shall vote that the 
resolution shall become a law notwith¬ 
standing the veto of the Mayor. 

Mr. Kerr arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman, I do not think there 
is any disposition of the part of the 
Committee or any member of the Com¬ 
mittee in making this investigation to 
criticize any employee or any one else 
in the City administration unless that 
criticism is warranted. I think that 
the Committee appointed by the Chair¬ 
man is big enough to cover up any feel¬ 
ing that might exist between the legis¬ 
lative and executive branches of the 
government, which I take does not 
exist, and render services for the City, 
and I think the administration, thb 
Mayor, is willing to work out a plan 
by which tiii" investigation will bring 
results, and I am quite sure that the 
Members of the Committee would 
Inaugurate a system of investigation 
which would be acceptable not only to 
the Mayor, the Directors, but the super- 
lnienden..s '>nd employees as well. And 
I am also positive in my mind that 
there isn't uny thought in the minds 
of the members of this Committee to 
go into the departments and break up 
the organization. The thought, I am 
sure, is to help them to establish a 
better organization, and I think there 
will be harmonious action between the 
members of the Committee and the 
executive heads. 

Mr. MeArdle arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman, when this resolution 
was before the Committee and the 
Council both, I voted against it. be¬ 
cause 1 did not believe at that time that 
It was the proper method to pursue 
but it seems to me that this question of 
efficiency we probably heard more 
than anything else with the possible 
exception of the subway. It has been 
before us during all the life of this 
Council and T am so anxious to have 
something done along this line—some 
attempt made; and this seems to be the 
conviction of the overwhelming major- 


Ity of the Council. I am going to sup¬ 
port the passage of the resolution 
notwithstanding the veto of the Mayor. 

Mr. Garlaud arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman, I wish to re-echo the 
remarks made by Dr. Kerr. This 
committee stands for co-operation 
absolutely. We will co-operate with 
every Department. If we find In any 
department or bureau that there are 
not enough men to properly do the 
work, we will recommend to Council 
that sufficient nien be placed in that 
department or bureau. On the other 
hand, and the Director will agree with 
us, that the men employed are not the 
right men, we will place them on 
probation. We will go about this 
work in the spirit of co-operation. 

This Commltttee will make its re¬ 
ports to Council, and the man or men 
employed by this committee will report 
to this Committee and the committee 
to Council, and the Director in whose 
department any changes are to be made 
will be called In to consult with us. 
We will talk it over. We wUl not 
issue any arbitrary orders and Mr. 
Ifoeveler will have as much to say as 
this Council. A committee of three 
was appointed because you cannot get 
all the Council, nine men, to work; and 
I am not doing it for the love of the 
work, but for efficiency in the City 
Government. 

Mr. Hoeveler arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman, my breath is simply 
taken away. That the spirit of right¬ 
eousness has flown from this body it 
is hard for a human being to compre¬ 
hend. If the spirit expressed by the 
last speaker Is the real true spirit as 
to the work of this efficiency commis¬ 
sion I am very much In favor of the 
jiassage of this resolution, and thanks 
be to God' 

Mr. Knbeork arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman, I wish to corroborate 
what Dr. Kerr has said. I believe that 
co-operation should be one of the 
foundation stones on which this Com¬ 
mittee will go to work, and I know 
that the other two members of this 
Committee feel the same way as I 
do. Our duty is to build and not to 
tear down anything that is here; our 
duty is to support and push when it Is 
good; and I want to go on record that 
we will help rather than hurt any de¬ 
partment, and the Mayor Is mistaken 
in his attitude that we are going to do 
detective work and tear his good work 
asaunder. T hope that the word will 
pass around to every department that 
we will at least help to build up and 
not to tear down the organization, and 
that they have nothing to fear. Like 
Mr. McArdle I am glad that something 
will be started. Here Is a start. I 
regret that the work, part of It falls 
on me. I see an enormous amount of 
work. I feel the responsibility, and I 
am going to shoulder it. 

Mr. Rniih arose and said: 

Mr. Chairman, I feel that this will be 
unanimous, so T ask that my remarks 
be inserted in the minutes: 
















The object of this efficiency com¬ 
mission which this resolution has 
created. Is to bring about a system that 
will insure that the city's business will 
be transacted on a business basis. It 
follows that in order to do this some 
investigation will necessarily have to 
be made. But as 1 understand it all of 
the work of this commission In the 
end will be constructive. It is my 
opinion that we have on the city pay 
roil men who are not receiving a high 
enough salary in proportion to their 
ability and efficiency. I feel also, that 
there are men on the pay roll who 
are being paid too much in proportion 
to the work they do and the service 
they perform. It will be the duty of 
this commission to make such in 
vestlgations as will bring both the 
efficient and the inefficient employe to 
light. I take it that any employe who 
is doing his duty and is rendering the 
city one hundred cents on the dollar 
value for the salary he is being paid, 
should welcome an Investigation of this 
nature. It seems to me that the only 
employe who will fail to co-operate, 
and by such failure seek to block the 
investigattion, Is the Inefficient man 
and I do not believe that we can afford 
to protect such an employe. We must 
remember that we are spending not 
our own money, but that of the people 
of this city. We are their trustees. 
The individuality of this man or that, 
cannot be allowed to enter if we are 
to fulfill the obligations of our trust. 

I feel that it is tiie intention of this 
commission to approach this matter 
in the spirit of fairness. If there are 
deficiencies and delinquencies in any 
department through which the people’s 
money Is slipping each year it is our 
duty under our oath to correct those 
evils no matter who may be effected. 
If the people’s affairs are being 
administered in the most economical 
manner this commission will be able to 
bring this fact to light and every de- 
])artment head and every person there¬ 
in employed is entitled to have such 
Information given to the public, and 
the people themselves are entitled to 
know just what their status is. I 
believe that this commission should 
praise where credit Is deserved and 
bring in recommendations for remedy 
for any evils that are found to exist. 

I th‘nk that it is the most important 
step this council can take in the inter¬ 
est of our constituents.

1 return without my approval Bill 
No. 2733, An Ordinance fixing a license 
tax or fee for all public amusements." 
Section 1 of the bill provides that the 
proprietor of all places of amusement 
shall obtain a license from the city 
treasurer upon the payment of the 
appropriate fee. Section 5 provides a 
different course of »^rocedure as fol¬ 
lows: That the proprietor or promoter 
of any exhibition entertainment, show 
or amusement shall first obtain the 
written approval of the Director of 
the Department of Public Safety; that 
he then shall pay to the city treasurer 
the proper fee or tax; that the 
treasurer thereupon shall issue a re¬ 
ceipt for the same and the applicant 
shall upon the filing of such receipt 
with the Department ot Public Safety 
receive from tne Director thereof a 
license or permit. These two provisions 
are in conflict with each other as to 
the authority or duty of the city 
treasurer. If it is the intention that 
Section 1 shall apply to permanent 
amusements and Section 5 to single ex¬ 
hibitions entertainments or shows, then 
the ordinance should so state. 

I object to Section 4 exempting 
lectures, exhibitions, etc., for bene¬ 
volent and chartable purposes for the 
reason that the section does not define 
such "benevolent or charitable pur¬ 
poses," and there is no provision per¬ 
mitting the authority charged with the 
issuance of permts and licenses to re¬ 
quire proof that the exhibition or en¬ 
tertainment is of that nature. This 
section I believe also should permit of 
the exercise of some discretion in the 
Director of the Department as to 
whether or not a fee should be charged. 
Cases will no doubt arise where large 
numbers of persons will be congregated 
together in halls and where the Bureau 
of Police will feel it necessary to sup¬ 
ply a squad of police. The city should 
be reimbursed in such cases. 

This bill has been passed as a revenue 
measure. An analysis of its provisions 
together with the actual facts does not 
indicate it to be such. I am informed 
that there are 118 theatre and picture 
shows which at the present time yield 
$240.00 per year each, a total of 
$28,320.00. Of these, 47 picture shows 
seat 200 or less, 45 seat between 200 and 
300 and 16 seat more than 300. Six 
theatres and picture shows come with¬ 
in the class charging an admission ex¬ 
ceeding 10 cents and less than $1.00 
and four theatres have a maximum 
chp^ge exceeding $1.00. The total 
revenue under the new bill for these 
five classes of amusements would be 
$22,460.00, a reduction in revenue of 
$5,860.00. Two ball parks now yield 
$240.00 per year each, a total of $480.00. 
One of these ball parks under the new 
ordinance will yield $1,200.00 per year 
and the other $600.00, a total of 
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■n,800.00 and this class will therefore 
yield an increase of $1,300.00 per'year. 
Three skating: rinka how yield $540.00 
per year. Under the new ordinance 
the income will be reduced to one-half 
that amount. The reduction therefore 
would be $270.00. Ten dance hails 
wJiere a iixed admission is charged now 
yield nothing. Under the new bill there 
will be a'gain of $1,000.00 from this 
source. An average of two circuses 
j)er pear for two days each which now 
yield $30.00 per day will hereafter yield 
:^1,600.00, an increase of $1,480.00. Two 
roof gardens which now pay nothing 
will hereafter yield 'about ♦ 200.00 per 
.mnum. Six penny arcades will here¬ 
after yield $.560.00 per annum. Nine 
luindred and fourteen pool and billiard 
lables which now yield nothing will 
yield $2,742.00 and ten shooting gal¬ 
leries now yielding nothing will here¬ 
after pay $60.00. The increases amount 
io $7,162.00, the decreases $6,130.00, a 
net increase of $1,032.00. This increase, 
small as it is, is more apparent than 
real. If a license fee is exacted from 
those who are now exempt, the license 
will perhaps contend that It is one of 
the imjdications of the ordinance that 
the police protection which they from 
time to time demand and which they 
now i)ay for at the regular rate of 
jioUceman’s w’nges is hereafter to be 
rendered without the payment of these 
wages. 1 understand that the Pitts¬ 
burgh Baseball Club pays the wages of 
thirty officers for the 72 days and that 
the two circuses pay the wages of 20 
officers. The ordinance should make 
this point clear, not only in these two 
particular cases, but in all other cases 
as well. These wages amount to about 
$2,500.00 per year and if they are not 
to be paid under the provisions of this 
bill the net effect of the bill is to re¬ 
duce the city revenues from amuse¬ 
ments and not increase it which as I 
understand is the purpose of the ordi¬ 
nance. As to the baseball clubs it 
seems to me a mistake in public policy 
to exact such a large fee and I parti¬ 
cularly disapprove of this item as I 
do al.so in the increase of the fee at¬ 
tached to theatres. The large theatrical 
productions exhibiting legitimate drama 
I am informed make much less profit 
than many of the mechanical or cheap 
vaudeville exhibitions. It seems to me 
wrong public policy to discourage high 
class drama when such strong economic 
forces are working against it. 1 think, 
too, the grading of the nickelodeon 
shows is wrong. 

One fertile field of revenue from 
amusements has been overlooked. I 
am informed that some 2,000 licenses 
were issued last year for balls at which 
an admission fee was charged and from 
which the city derived no revenue ex¬ 
cept that in certain cases the super¬ 
intendent of police assumed authority 
to require the presence of a policeman 
at the expense of the promoters of the 
dances. A provision requiring a fee of 
say $10.00 on each would be a real 
revenue raiser. 

You will observe that 1 am discussing 
this subject from the view¬ 

point of revenue. I am aware also 
that this ordinance is an exercise of 


the police power and that the persons 
I affected by ft will attack it on the 

I ground of its unreasonableness. 1 fear 

I that some of the "ovlslons here will 

I be held unrea^sonable and that the 

I ordinance will not stand the test in 

the courts. In view of the fact that 
there is no increase of revenue I would 
prefer that the bill should not pass, at 
least in its present form. On the other 
hand the bill is meritorious in finding 
new subjects of taxation under this 
power and I respectfully suggest that 
the measure be given more considera¬ 
tion leaving existing taxes or license 
fees without very material change,' as 
being fixed, as having been paid for 
many years, and therefore probably safe 
from attack and legislating only upon 
the new subjects, particularly that of 
the public ball or dance which Is en¬ 
tirely omitted as I said before.

I return herewith Bill No. 2873, con¬ 
taining the "appropriations for the 
maintenance and operation of the gov¬ 
ernment and the payment of the lia¬ 
bilities of the City of Pittsburgh for 
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the flecal year beginning February let. 
1(^13,” without approval as to certain 
items and parts of Items as follows, 
to-wlt: 

1080 A 1, salaries, regular employes 
In the department of Public Safety, 
General Office, ^36,280.00. This Item 
is disapproved in order to call the at¬ 
tention of your Honorable Body to the 
fact that the appropriation contained 
herein for an electrical and mechanical 
engineer and three assistant engin¬ 
eers is not in accordance with the cur¬ 
rent union rate of wages for such serv¬ 
ice. All of the skilled mechanics in the 
employ of the City are now being paid 
and it bas been the policy of the City in 
recent years to pay the current union 
rate of wages. If this principle is to 
be continued the appropriation in this 
case should be increased $300.00 per 
annum for the electrical and mechani¬ 
cal engineer and $180.00 per annum for 
each of the three assistant engineers, 
a total of $840.00 for these four em¬ 
ployes, thereby increasing this item 
from $36,280.00 to $36,120.00. 

1096 A 1, Salaries, regular employes 
In the Bureau of Fire $1,006,660.00. This 
item is disapproved for the reason that 
it is insufficient, your Honorable Body, 
having reduced the estimated salaries* 
of the employes in' this Bureau to $25,- 
000.00. This sum of $25,000.00 repre¬ 
sents the service of twenty-one regular 
employes and would mean either a re¬ 
duction in the number of hosemen from 
436 to 413 or would prevent the em¬ 
ployment of substitutes to that extent. 
In either event I am certain that a mis¬ 
take is being made. It cannot be as¬ 
sumed that there will be sufficient 
leaves of absences to avoid the pay¬ 
ment of this large amount and In any 
event the Director of the Department 
can hardly be expected to assume the 
responsibility of leaving the fire houses 
unmanned. An additional sum of $19.- 
200.00 should be added to this item for 
the payment of the wages of substi¬ 
tutes during the vacation period, a va¬ 
cation being allowed all firemen by or¬ 
dinance. The failure to make a suffi¬ 
cient appropriaton for tljo salaries and 
wages of firemen and the operation of 
the ordinance which permits six leaves 
of absence per month and three hours 
per day will together operate to re¬ 
duce the number of men on duty to 
about 40 per cent, below the full com¬ 
plement provided by ordinance. I 
therefore respectfully recommend that 
this Hem be increased to $1,050,860.00. 

1108 A 1, Salaries, regular employes 
Bureau of Police, $1,014,107.00. This 
item is disapproved for the reason that 
it Is not sufficient. Fourteen thousand 
dollars was stricken out of the esti¬ 
mates for the salaries of the inspectors 
of police and $12,900.00 from the salar¬ 
ies of the division of detectives and the 
further sum of $26,000 in the total 
amount estimated for the salaries of 
all the other employ'ees of said bureau. 
Twenty-five thousand dollars Is the 
salary of 21 patrolmen. I do not agree 
with you in your assumption that the 
preservation of the Peace and good 
order of the City will permit of this 
reduction. The ordinance also allows 
an annual vacation of two weeks to 


each officer between May Ist and No¬ 
vember 1st. It has been the custom 
during this period to distrioute two 
men over three regular beats. So far 
tnis plan has been operated safely, but 
i object to the lack of provision to man 
the beats fully if emergency should be 
required. Crimes are largely epidemic 
in their recurrence and fires might also 
be said to some extent to be the same. 
This appropriation should be increased 
to the sum of $1,066,007.00 plus what¬ 
ever sum is necessary to pay the sal¬ 
aries of substitutes during the vaca¬ 
tion period. The Department In recent 
year has exercised a wise discretion as 
to the actual employmnt of such sub¬ 
stitutes. The same discretion should 
be vested In it during the ensuing year 
with reference both to the Bureau of 
Police and the Bureau of Fire. I strong¬ 
ly oppose the elimination of the in¬ 
spectors. It means the reorganization 
of the superior officers on the basis 
of a plan abandoned twenty-five years 
ago. The statement was made a year 
ago and repeated in the Council dur- 
ihg the consideration of the appro¬ 
priation bill this year that other large 
cities dispense wth the service of in¬ 
spectors. Wherever this is the case, the 
distinction is a nominal one. Captains 
in those cities perform the services of 
inspectors here, lieutenants rank witii 
our captains and street sergeants with 
our lieutenants. As these other cities 
have no inspectors so we have no street 
sergeants. I am informed that St. 
Louis has 136 sergeants in addition to 
36 ranking officers. Boston has 95 
sergeants and 64 ranking officers. Bal¬ 
timore 149 sergeants In addition to its 
ranking officers, and Buffalo has 90 
sergeants In addition to its ranking 
officers. Pittsburgh has 28 lieutenants 
performing the same service as street 
sergeants In other cities, plus J-8 com¬ 
missioned officers superior in rank to 
them. Pittsburgh has 44 station ser¬ 
geants whose duties are those of cus¬ 
todian and also of a clerical nature. 
This interference with the present po¬ 
lice organization will undoubtedly work 
great harm. A day and night captain 
will be necessary in each police dis¬ 
trict, seven in number. This appro¬ 
priation allows for the employment of 
but twelve captains and even upon the 
theory upon which your Honorable 
Body is acting the organization will 
be incomplete as there are seven police 
districts and each district will require 
a day and night captain. 

Pittsburgh is a very large city, much 
larger than the population within its 
legal boundaries indicate. With ref¬ 
erence to the adm}ni.«!tration of its 
police it must be considered a metro¬ 
politan district as a population equal 
in numbers to that within the city 
dwells immediately outside. All of 
this additional population spends much 
of its time within the city. The rec¬ 
ords of our police courts show a sur¬ 
prisingly large number of prisoners 
whose residence is outside the city. 
They are a very material additional 
tax upon our police force. The City 
of Pittsburgh, too, It should be remem¬ 
bered, located midway between New 
York and Chicago, and being one of 
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the grreat gateways between the Bast 
and the West, is a natural temptation 
to the migratory criminals. The ap* 
propriation should be increased also to 
permit of the employment of the full 
number of 32 detectives, eight more 
than now provided for, including the 
captain of the divison, a total of $12,- 
900.00. i understand that the Coun- j 
cil does not disagree with the depart- I 
ment as to the necessity for 32 men, ! 
but rather as to the qualifications of 
the captain and seven of the detectives 
to perform the services for which they 
were employed. Your Honorable Body 
has not chosen the proper manner in 
which to relieve the City of the in¬ 
dividuals objected to. As the powers 
of the Council are derived from the 
law so must the Council obey the law. 

If it desires the elimination of these 
men it must Indicate some legal man¬ 
ner of procedure tending towards that 
end.

is the amount recommended by the De¬ 
partment of Charities after most care¬ 
ful estimate. The arbitrary reduction 
of $14,000 was made by you I am in¬ 
formed without consideration and con¬ 
trary to the facts presented to you by 
that department. 

1440 A 1. Salaries, Regular Employ¬ 
ees, Division Officers. Bureau of High¬ 
ways and Sewers. $70,500.00. This ap¬ 
propriation should be increased to $82.*

walk openings, for the erection of new 
and the renewal of old electric signs 
and for other miscellaneous purposes 
such as the erection of barricades, over¬ 
head bridges on sidewalks, building 
material on highways, hauling steam 
rollers over the streets, etc. An In¬ 
spection was necessary of each of these 
operations. During th past year 9,168 
notices were served by these inspectors 
as follows: To lay sidewalks, 1441, 
to abate nuisances and remove obstruc¬ 
tions. 5,592, to make sewer connections, 
709, and to repair ditches, 1,416. The 
inspectors took the Initiative In serv¬ 
ing these notices when they found such 
conditions as demanded the same. In 
the service of these notices for instance, 
one for the laying of a sidewalk, it is 
the duty of the inspector to ascertain 
the name of the owner of the prop¬ 
erty and to serve the notice upon him 
according to law. Much difficulty Is 
found frequently in learning the name 
of the owner and in other cases In 
locating him. If this matter of begin¬ 
ning the proceeding were left to a 
policeman or to the street cleaning 
foreman he could neither take the time 
to discover the name of the owner or 
to go in search of him In order to 
serve the notice and later would not 
be able to leave his regular duties to 
inspect the repair work during con¬ 
struction. It is due to the employment 
of these Inspectors that the ordinance 
requiring application for a permit to 
open the streets Is enforced. When 
persons desiring to Interfere with the 
paving of a sldwalk, or a street learn 
that there Is no special force to ap¬ 
prehend them In case of their failure 
to apply for a permit or to inspect 
the work during its construction there 
will no doubt be many violations of 
the laws and ordinances. A list of 
some of the further acts of these In¬ 
spectors will more clearly indicate their 
necessity. They Inspect all openings 
in streets or sidewalks and the con- 
e^ruct<o»’ or repsJr of whatever nature 
for which the opening was made; ob- 
sATve that sewer connections are prop- 
<‘r]v mode and inspect and supervise 
the temporpry paving of all ditches 
whpre street and sidewalks have been

and serve the notice upon him, no one 
to inspect the repair or the removal 
of the objectionable thing complained 
of—In other words the function of these 
inspectors is a specialty which must 
be assigned to detinite persons, trained 
for the work, becoming expert at it, 
and giving their whole time to it.

The magni¬ 
tude of the operations and construction 
of the Bureau of Water are but little 
known. It is high testimony to the 
efficiency of Mr. Finley and his assist¬ 
ants that so little is said of their work. 
The merit of all of them from the chief 
down should be given recognition. The 
city should not wait until they might 
be tempted to leave their present posi¬ 
tion to make the proper acknowledg¬ 
ment of their services. 

1618 to 1625 Inclusive, Bureau of 
liight $502,132.27. I disapprove of the 
entire appropriation for the Bureau of 
Light for the reason that no provision 
Is made for the superintendent thereof 
and for the reason that certain em¬ 
ployees now in the general office of 
that bureau are provided for in the 
Hppropriallon of the North Side plant. 
In passing it might be said that these 
employees cannot legally be transferred 
from the positions they now occupy 
to other positions on the North Side 
and the reflection alpo occurs that 
there does not seem to have been of¬ 
fered any reason why additional em¬ 
ployees should be assigned to that 
plant. They as well as the Superin¬ 
tendent should he retained in the Gen¬ 
eral Office. There is a real need for 
a Superintendent and assistants. Some 
kind of Inspection service Is not only 
desirable but absolutely necea.««ary to 
my mind In the performance of con¬ 
tracts cflrryl»'g an appropriation of 
nearlv $400.000 00. The stream of com- 
plnints of service and renuests for ad¬ 
ditional service received from the peo¬ 
ple and the necessity for changes and 


relocations is important enough to jus¬ 
tify the employment of an officer whose 
duty it is to supervise the quality and 
quantity of service rendered by the 
contractors as well as to make recom¬ 
mendations regarding changes and ad¬ 
ditions. The Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works calls your at¬ 
tention to eight suits against the city 
for damages based upon insufficient 
or inferior street lighting in which the 
burden of the City’s case rested upon 
the Superintendent of the Bureau. The 
Director expressed his opinion that the 
City saved far more than this officer's 
annual salary. If his position is to 
be abolished some other means must 
be provided for supervision unless the 
City is to be left entirely at the mercy 
of its lighting contractors. 

There is an additional objection to 
this appropriation that it does not pro¬ 
vide for the Installation of devices for 
the prevention of smoke at the North 
Side Plant. The plant is located in an 
industrial district producing as much 
smoke as any part of the City. .As 
long as the City will maintain this 
nuisance it dare not bring any action 
under the ordinance nor can the smoke 
inspector be expected to persuade other 
violators of the law to reform their 
practices voluntarily. Comment upon 
your calculation of the miscellaneous 
revenues is perhaps improper in t'hls 
message, but I wish to enter upon the 
record my dissent as to the adequacy 
of your estimate as a whole and also 
as to the consumption of the proceeds 
of the sale of real estate for current 
expenses.

Mr. Chairman, there is no question 
about the right of the Council to makf 
these transfers as 1 have said in m.v 
opinion to the Appropriation Comrnii- 
tee. The Council had the right to abol¬ 
ish the Bureau of Light; it also had the 
right to transfer the positions attached 
to that Bureau to some other bureau 
in the Department, and it looks to m-' 
a.s though that was the purpose of thi.s 
ordinance. 

“The Bureau of Light is hereby abol¬ 
ished and the Street Sign Inspector at 
$75 per month and the two laborers at 
a salary not to exceed $2.00 per da\ 
in said Bureau of Light are hereby 
transferred to the Bureau of Survey.-^. 
The North Side Light Plant shall be 
administered as heretofore, except a.s 
to the changes made by this ordinance ’ 

It seems to me that the understanding 
conveyed by that language is the trans¬ 
fer of the positions and not for pev- 
.sons Identified with those positions, ft 
seems to be, a reasonable interpretation. 

I think that very early after this 
Council came into office I advised them 
that they could not effect the transfer 
of a force to another, the personel of 
the force to another. That it was a 
matter under the jurisdiction of the 
Civil Service Commission and no trans¬ 
fers could be made excei)t through that 
source. If the Intention here was to 
transfer persons it could not be done. 
That would be in conflict with the Civil 
Service Act, if the purpose was to trans¬ 
fer the positions; it is plainly within 
the power of Council to do so. 

Now as to there being any doubt 
about the language being ambiguous, 
I confess that it Is aird)l,B:uf>UK because 
of the use of the word “the” before 
the words “street sign insportor:”

The Bill fails to provide 
for the i)ositions of one captain of de¬ 
tectives, of seven detectives, of seven 
Inspectors, of one lieutenant of the mo¬ 
tor cycle squad and provides for the 
addition of three captains. This bill in 
my opinion is bad i?i policy. It requires 
a c(>mi)lete reorganization of the su¬ 
perior officers in the police force and 
may compel the retirement of some of 
the ablest and most experienced men 
in the service. It is perhaps also bad 
in law as being in violation of Sec¬ 
tion 1 of Article 3, of the Act of March 
7, 1901, P. L. 24, which provides that 
no policeman or fireman shall be dis¬ 
missed without his written consent ex¬ 
cept by a decision of a court belonging to* 
the police or fire force and the decision 
of such court shall only be determined 
by a trial of charges with plain speci¬ 
fications relating to disability for serv¬ 
ice or neglect or violation of the law 
or duty inefficiency, incompetence, dis¬ 
obedience of orders or unbecoming of¬ 
ficial or personal conduct. T fail to 
understand how the Director of the De¬ 
partment can compl.v with this statute 
in reducing the number of Inspectors.

3088, a roHolutlon "That the Director 
of the Department of Public Works be 
lequested to Incorporate in his refund 
for the installation of water meters 
the sum of $11.65 for cost of meter in¬ 
stalled by Mrs. A. C. Lare." The sum 
involved in this case Is small but the 
(lUOBtlon involved is important. This is 
one of two thousand cases. If a refund 
is allowetl at this time and in this man¬ 
ner a precedent wdll have been created 
that will govern the disiiosltion of all 
the other cases. If each case is con¬ 
sidered separately there will probably 
t)e a disagreement as to the value of 
the meter and the cost of "installation. 
In this ca.se the cost of the meter with¬ 
out any charge for installation is said 
to be $11.55—the meter is a five-eighth 
inch diameter. The list price of a five- 
eighth Inch meter is $8.40 and not $11.- 
55. Now the city expects to pay ap¬ 
proximately $6.70 for five-eighth inch 
meters, wholesale. If this consumer had 
waited until the City w'as able to pur¬ 
chase meters wholesale .she would not 
save laid out $11.55. As she installed the 
meter voluntarily In her own interest 
and has had the benefit of Its use at a 
time when the policy of the city was 
against the universal use of meters she 
ran w’ell afford to pay the little differ¬ 
ence. In each case the price paid for 
the meter and the cost of installation 
will differ from every other case and in 
all cases will probably amount to a 
greater sum than if the City Bureau 
of Wafer had performed the work. All 


of the consumers who voluntarily in¬ 
stalled meters are entitled to reim¬ 
bursement but I think you should first 
lay down a general rule to apply to 
everyone. Otherwise a separate inquiry 
must be made in each one of the thou¬ 
sands of cases, something not justified 
by the circumstances. 

I beg to call the attention of your 
honorable body another time to Section 
5 of the act of 23rd of Aiay, 1874, P. L. 
232, reciulring a two-third vote of the 
Council and the approval of the Mayor 
"for the payment of any claim against 
the city without previous authority of 
the law."

Mr. Chairman, 1 ask the privilege of 
the floor for the purpose of making 
some references to certain remarks 
credited to Representative Daniel A. 
Malie before the Municipal Corpora¬ 
tions Committee of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives at Harrisburg on Tuesday 


March 18, 1913. In discussing the per¬ 
sonnel of this Council, Mr. Malie sal<l, 
according to the press dispatches: 

“Mr. Stevenson forgot to tell you that 
one of the Councilman who inanufaft- 
tures shirts, uses his influence to com¬ 
pel firemen to purchase from him.” 

I am the only shirt manufacturer lu 
this Council and for that reason It is 
not difficult to identfy me as the ob¬ 
ject of Mr. Malie’s thrust, though U 
should be noticed that in all his attacks 
on members of this Council, Mr. Malio 
plainly demonstrated the cowardb' 
character of the attack by giving no 
names. 

The nature of the attack and the 
source thereof, might be cited as suffi¬ 
cient answer. However, I wish there 
to be no doubt In the mind of any citi¬ 
zen that the charge is absolutely and 
unqualifiedly false and I so designele 
it at this time, if a denial by me is con¬ 
sidered necessary and I here and now 
Invite the man who made It to take 
such action, as will insure an investiga¬ 
tion of the allegation and promise lo 
assist him in every way to bring out 
all the light. 

I had first thought of at once moving 
for an investigation by this Council, 
but in view of the fact that hq haa 
made Insinuations against other mem¬ 
bers of this Council without specifying 
names, I think that Council is entitled 
to have full, definite and complete 
charges filed before determining the 
scope of the investigation to be had. I 
desire further to give Mr. Malie, not 
the slightest chance to say that he did 
not have the fullest opportunity to 
prove his case (either before this body 
or) In such other manner as the law 
provides. I want the doors thrown 
wide open, I want no investigation that 
Mr. Malle or my enemies could have 
the slightest grounds for calling a 
“whitewash,” and therefore demand of 
him the filing of charges and institu¬ 
tion of such proceedings as will afford 
him full scope to prove the same. 

I therefore point out to Mr. Malie 
that the body of which he is a member 
saw fit, in Its wisdom, to provide the 
legal machinery to investigate matters 
of this nature and I now invite him to 
take the necessary steps to put that 
machinery into motion against me. 

Mr. Garland arose and said: 

Also requested that the following be made 
part of the record. 

Mr. Chairman, This resolution will 
not have my support for the reason that 
if Mr. Malle or any other citizen desires 
to have an investigation of Mr. Raiiti 
or any other member of this Council, he 
should proceed In a proper manner. 

An assault has been made on certain 
unnamed members of this Council, 
which in my opinion may be likened 
to a stab in the dark, in that no plain 
or specific charges have been made. 

If the gentleman at Harrisburg be¬ 
lieves than any member of this Coun¬ 
cil has been guilty of misconduct in 
office, the legislature of which he is a 
member, has clearly prescribed the 
manner in which he should proceed, 
and he will be derelict In his duty as 
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a member ol the State Legislature body 
If he falls to set the machinery of the 
law in motion; and so long as he re¬ 
mands inactive, it Is he and not this 
Council that must answer to the citi¬ 
zens of this community. 

Article XII. of “An Act Governing 
Cities of the Second Class, passed by 
the General Assembly of Pennsylvania, 
has left the door open to him if he 
thinks any member of this Council has 
been guilty of any act that is a breach 
of his oath of office. 

It is up to the gentleman, therefore, 
to proceed along the lines there laid 
down or answer to the public for his 
dereliction of duty. 

Article XII is as follows: 

“Section 1—Municipal officers shall 
be liable lo impeachment, suspension 
and removal from office for any corrupt 
act or practice, malfeasance, misman¬ 
agement, mental incapacity or incom- 
pelency for the proper performance of 
official duties, extortion, receiving any 
^iit or present from any contractor, or I 
from any person seeking or engaged 
In any work for or furnishing material 
to the City, or from any incumbent or 
occupant of, or candidate or applicant 
for, any municipal office, and for will¬ 
fully concealing any fraud committed 
against the City. 

Complaint in writing may be made 
to the court of common pleas of the 
proper county, by not less than twenty 
freeholders of the City, each of whom 
shall write hia or her occupation and 
residence oi»posito his signature, charg¬ 
ing any municipal officer with any of¬ 
fense, setting forth the facts on which 
the said charge is founded, supported 
by the oaths or affirmations of at least 
five of the complainants, according to 
the best of their knowledge, informa¬ 
tion and belief. If, in the judgment of 
the court, there appears to be reason¬ 
able ground for such proceeding, the 
court shall direct the complaint to be 
filed of record, and grant a rule upon 
the accused, returnable on a day cer¬ 
tain to appear and answer the same. 

If, on the return day of the rule, the 
court shall find a sufficient cause for 
further proceedings, is shall appoint 
a committee of five competent and rep¬ 
utable citizens to investigate the charg¬ 
es contained in said complaint, who, 
having flr.st been severally sworn or 
affirmed to perform the duties of their 
appointment with fidelity, shall have 
full authority, for that purpose, to ex¬ 
amine the books of the office held by 
the accused, and any papers filed there- i 
in, and examine witnesses under oath 
or affirmation, whose attendance the 
court shall enforce, if necessary, by 
subpoena and attachment. I 

It shall be the duty of the committee | 
to make a written report to the court i 
of the facts found by them, which shall 
he filed of record, accompanied by the 
testimony taken, within three weeks 
next after their appointment, unless the 
time shall be extended by the court 
upon their api)lication. In any stage 
of the proceedings, If the public inter¬ 
ests so require, the court may, by an 


i order to be filed of record in the case, 
\ suspend the accused from office until 
he shall be tried and acquitted.

A 
copy of the specification shall be served 
on the accused or left at his last place 
of residence, at least five days before 
the commencemnt of the trial, and he 
shall be entitled to he heard therein, 
in person or by counsel, and to produce 
evidence In his defence, and the prose¬ 
cution before the Select Council shall 
be conducted on the part of the City 
by the City Solicitor. 

The president judge of the said court 
of common pleas, or in his absence an 
associate judge thereof, shall preside 
during the trial, and shall decide fin¬ 
ally all question.^ of law and evidence 
that may arise In the case. lie shall 
have the power to issue subpoenas for 
witnesses and compel their attendance 
by attachment, and the jiroductlon of 
books, papers and documentary evi¬ 
dence re<iulred or called for by the said 
court of Impeachment, and to punish 
witnesses and others lor contempt, as 
fully as any court of the commonwealth 
may lawfully do In any case.

ject to the supervision of the Court of 
('ommon Pleas of the County in case of 
Ot.sagreement. 

The Chamber of Commerce, through 
its Railroad and Transportation Com¬ 
mittee, took up this (luestlon in all its 
j)hases, and your Committee has met 
with that Committee, as well as with 
Farmers, Gardeners, Producers, repre¬ 
sentatives of freight-carrying river in¬ 
terests and Street Railway Interests. 

Your Committee also finds that the 
City of Cleveland on December 9th last, 
passed an ordinance, same having been 
approved by the Mayor December 14, 
1912, the title of which Ordinance is as 
follows: 

Ordinance No. 26788. "An Or¬ 
dinance, Granting to the Cleveland 
Railway Company the right to trans¬ 
port upon and over certain of its lines 
and tracks freight cars, freight, mer¬ 
chandise and other commodoties to and 
from certain fixed points at and within 
the City limits." 

Said Cleveland ordinance fixes the 
hours of operation between three 
o’clock and six o'clock A. M. and be¬ 
tween the hours of eight o'clock and 
ten o’clock P. M. 

Your Committee also finds that the 
Pittsburgh and Butler Short Line and 
the IMttsburgh. Harmony, Butler and 
New Castle Railway have been conduct¬ 


ing quite a good business in this ct'ii- 
nection, and that same is not only grow¬ 
ing, but could be extended considerably 
if proper terminal facilities were (.b- 
tained. The Pittsburgh Street Rail¬ 
ways Company also have been conduct¬ 
ing quite a little amount of buslnr.-:s 
of this character but all the companies 
testify that a very considerable bu.d- 
ness could be handled providing facili¬ 
ties were obtained. 

The concensus of opinion of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the vario.is 
interests attending these meetings of 
Investigation on the subject, seems to 
concentrate on the fact that some kind 
of a terminal should be provided for 
the various Street Railway lines as 
well as for the river packets engaged 
in bringing in farm products, and it 
was thought that a shed or station 
should be provided in some manner 
upon the wharf, at some conveni- nt 
point where river and trolley would 
meet, and where not only could farm 
products be handled at one common 
point, reaching the City either by river 
or trolley, but City merchants could 
also use the same common station as 
a depot for delivering their light 
freight or express matter for trans¬ 
portation to the various points located 
in our district 

Your Committee further reports that 
the Chamber of Commerce and others 
interested took some part in tlie legis¬ 
lation now before the House, being Bill 
1067, which as now amended, will allow 
this City through its Council, to pro¬ 
vide terminal facilities, for the use.of 
trolley lines only, in order to carry out 
the purpose as above expressed. A copy 
of the bill as now amended, being H. H. 
Bill 1067, is hereto attached, and should 
be read as a part of this report. 

With j)articular reference to H. R. 
Bill 106f as now amended, your Com¬ 
mittee reports that the Chamber of 
Commerce, not only approved same 
unanimously by its Board of Directors 
at the regular monthly meeting of the 
Board, but it also approved same, al¬ 
most unanimously, at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce, held Thursday, April 10th. 

Your Committee after thorough in¬ 
vestigation, believes, first, that trolley 
service at night, will not only be a 
great benefit to Pittsburgh merchants 
in the delivery of their light freight 
matter in surrounding territory in our 
district, but will be of immeasurable 
benefit to consumers in the City in re¬ 
ducing the cost of living, inasmuch as 
l)roper facilities for cheap delivery will 
be rendered for farm, garden and dairy 
products; second, that in order to have 
efficient service, it is necessary to have 
a common terminal for the handling of 
both the incoming and outgoing 
freight; third, that the first step to be 
taken by this Council in order to bring 
about these conditions should be the 
approval by Council of H. R. Bill 1067 
as now amended, and which, as has 
iKKin stated, has been made a copy of thi.s 
report. 

Your Committee, therefore. In report¬ 
ing progress on the general proposi¬ 
tion, would ask that Council approve 
H. R. Rill 1067 as now amended, and 

















that Mr. Scott, Chairman of the Munici¬ 
pal Corporation Committee of the 
House, and the members of the Com¬ 
mittee, be advised as to same.

LEGISLATCRE OF PENNSYLVANIA. 

Kile of the House of Representatives 
No. 1067. 

AN ACT 

Conferrin^^ certain powers upon mu¬ 
nicipalities of this Commonwealth in 
and on the public wharves within the 
limits of such municipalities. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Sen¬ 
ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in 
General Assembly met, and it is hereby 
enacted by the authority of the same, 
That in addition to their existing 
powers in respect thereto, the munici¬ 
palities of this Commonwealth shall 
have power to make a lease or leases 
for terms not exceeding ten years, of 
.•^uch portions of the public wharves as, 
in the discretion of said municipalities, 
may not be required for general pub¬ 
lic use. to any person, Arm or corpora¬ 
tion, for the purpose of erecting ter¬ 
minal sheds or stations for the receipt 
and distribution of freight, express 
and other matter hauled by boats or 
streets cars. Said municipalities shall 
have the power to prescribe the tolls or 
charges to be paid for the use of such 
terminals, and shall have free and full 
control over the leased premises, for 
the purpose of making such rules and 
regulations as may be deemed neces¬ 
sary to preserve the rights of the pub¬ 
lic In the use thereof. 

Section 2. Said municipalities shall 
have the right to erect and maintain 
market houses and terminal sheds or 
stations for the aforesaid purposes, on 
the said portions of the public wharves. 

Section 3. Said municipalities may 
permit street railway tracks or other 
facilities to be constructed on said 
wharves, to provide for the convenient 
handling of such freight or express 
matter. No permits granted for the 
construction of such tracks or other 
facilities shall be for a longer term 
than ten years; and no exclusive per¬ 
mit for the use of such tracks or fa¬ 
cilities shall be granted. 

* Section 4. No structure erected pur¬ 
suant to the provisions of this Act, and 
no right granted under the powers 
herein conferred, shall Interfere with 
the general public use of wharves for 
river commerce. 

Section 6. All Acts or parts of Acts 
Inconsistent herewith be, and the same 
lire hereby repealed.

Mr. Iloeveler arose and said: 

"Mr. President: The question 
of devising ways and means for the 
saving of public waste in the handling 
of food products in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, is one that has to do with all 
the residents of the City. The consid¬ 
eration of it is of such importance and 
value as to call for the sinking by all 
parties interested of small ideas and 
thought of selfish gain. 

The interurban lines which seem to 
be interested in pushing the legislation 
at Harrisburg, should do it on broader 
thought and offer more security to the 
people. 

The re-routing of street cars and the 
establishing of a principal City market 
house under a convention hall, where 
all goods requiring ideal market condi¬ 
tions and refrigeration can be cared 
for at a profit to the City is also a ques¬ 
tion of great importance. Next to such 
a plant the three hundred day farmer 
is to be considered. The man who pro¬ 
duces garden product in season and out 
of season by hot house and hot bed. 
This is the man whose business requires 
special attention, for he becomes a rev¬ 
enue producer to the City directly and 
Indirectly. 

A suitable building if located In the 
center of Liberty avenue will cost less 
than $16,000.00 and be very neat. The 
revenue at $5.00 per stall per month 
will be in the neighborhood of $1,400.00 
a month. The interest charge, the labor 
necessary to keep it clean and the nec¬ 
essary police to enforce the law will 
cost In the neighborhood of $300.00 per 
month; leaving at least $1,000.00 a 
month clear gain to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

After talking to many people who 
are engaged In the garden business and 
have sighed petitions and postal cards, 
giving their acreage and ability to pro¬ 
duce. I conclude now is the time to en¬ 
courage this public economy. The 
Mayor can show you this data. They 
agree with me that $5.00 per month 
for a gardener would be a reasonable 
charge if he had a permanent stand. I 
want to bring to your attention that 
the mere question of trade and a fixed 
location in which to do business is 
worth the price the City will get for 
the .space provided. 

At the end of this eight foot passage¬ 
way (which is the gardeners market) 
you come to Water street, and across 
Water street you will find the only 
suitable location that wagons, steam¬ 
boats and street cars can utilize to ad¬ 
vantage. The acreage between the 
•Wabash bridge and the Point bridge, 
and between the Harbor line and Water 
street figures five and one-half acres. 

My idea is to build a concrete plat¬ 
form above high water covering this 
space, providing for the convenient un¬ 
loading and loading of steamers and 
the standing of automobiles and wag- 
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ons from which to sell produce brought 
in over the good roads now being pro¬ 
vided by the State. 

Proper shelter will likely follow, but 
the great idea is to get ample ground 
area to allow for present wants and 
future developments. Such an outfit 
as I have In mind will not interfere 
with the grocer and district market; 
it simply creates a larger wholesale 
facility from which the retailer as well 
as the consumer can derive their sup¬ 
plies at a jjrlce consistent with the law 
of supply and demand. The whole idea 
is to prevent waste and prolong the 
standing up qualities of these great 
necessary supplies. It is easily under¬ 
stood that ten per cent, of these values 
can be conserved; it will practically 
equal the total tax levy. The public 
can in no better way Invest Its money 
than reduce the cost of living and make 
Pittsburgh more attractive to the 
worker.

Gentlemen: 

Replying to your request to be ad¬ 
vised as to what payments are being 
made by the Baltimore & Ohio Rail¬ 
road Company to the City of Pittsburgh, 
for the use of the Monongahela Wharf, 
I beg to report; 

That under ordinance of June 20, 1870, 
Ordinance Book 2, page 558, granting 
the right to the Pittsburgh & Connells- 
vllle Railway Company, to erect a pas¬ 
senger house or depot upon that por¬ 
tion of the Monongahela wharf which 
lies between the Eastern side of Smith- 
field street and the eastern side of 
Grant street, in Section 3 thereof, it Is 
provided as follows: 

“That for and in consideration of 
the rights and privileges herein grant¬ 
ed, the said railroad company shall be 
held and bound to pay annually to the 
City Treasurer, for the use of the City, 
the sum of three thousand dollars, in 
semi-annual payments, the first of said 
payments to be made at the end of nine 
months from the time the said com¬ 
pany shall begin work on the ground. 
That this ordinance shall be held to 
grant such rights as the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh may legally confer, and no 
more."

Walker, Wilkins and Eggers It tjav 
me great pleasure to inform them I 
would remit $150,000 as work progres¬ 
ses, for the proposed extension of the 
Allegheny Library Bilding The Alle¬ 
gheny library was the first erected by 
me in the United States. She may be 
considered the mother of between 
twenty-four and twenty-five hundred 
libraries thruout the English speaking 
world, which number is constantly in¬ 
creasing. 

I came to library bilding thru the ex¬ 
ample of my father, who was one of 
seven Weavers in Dunfermline who 
combined their books, a few volumes 
each, and lent them to their poorer 
nabors. No part of my work has given 
me more Intense satisfaction than the 
bringing of books to the masses 
of the people. As Carlyle has said, a 
collection of books 'is the poor man’s 
University." 





















The pioneer stands commemorated by 
the statue in front of your library. He 
it was who opened his collection of 
books every Saturday to working boys, 
of whom fortunately I was one. Pitts¬ 
burgh and Allegheny were then sepa- I 
rate communities somewhat jealous of I 
each other, to-day I rejoice they are 
united and each has its library bilding. 
Nobly hav they both maintained them. 
From every point of view I derive in¬ 
tense satisfaction—the seed planted has 
produced a fruitful harvest. 

Thanking you and the othe» mem- 1 
bers of the Board and the staff of the , 
library and rejoicing in your success,

Whereas, The voters of the City of 
Pittsburgh have authorized a bond issue | 
of $300,000 for building a new market ' 
house, and It is desirable that this mon¬ 
ey be expended so as to produce an 
efficient method of supplying and dis- I 
tributing food stuffs; Now, therefore, I 
be it * 


Resolved, That an Invitation be ex¬ 
tended to the Mayor, the Directors of 
Departments, and to the farmers, gard¬ 
eners and other producers and dealers, 
and to the managers of the railroads, 
the steamboat lines and the trolley 
lines, to meet with Council on Tuesday, 
May 27Ch, 191^ at 10 o’clock, A. M., for 
the purpose of considering and formu¬ 
lating an adequate plan for the eco¬ 
nomical supply and distribution of food 
products for the City of Pittsburgh.

Gentlemen: 

The question of supplying food 
stuffs at a low price for the feeding 
of the people to supply energy to make 
the people of this lavored district com¬ 
pete to our local advantage with the 
nations of the world, Is the paramount 
question of today. 

Nature has given us all we need in 
the way of land, and nourishment for 
that land, the lowest priced fuel to 
supply heat to produce fresh food stuffs 
twelve months in the year, and it is 
the fault of our inability to understand 
and use these great elements to bring 
to the people conTmerclally these values 
at a low cost. 

The market house question Is one 
step In the line to encourage produc¬ 
tion and enable distribution at the low¬ 
est possible price. There are three di¬ 
visions in the market house structure, 
and it is divided about as follows: 

First, the care of goods grown at a 
distance and which cannot be eco¬ 
nomically raised within hauling range, 
viz: Meats, cheese, butter, fish and the 
one hundred and one other food stuffs 
that requires storage, refrigeration and 
care to prolong their market life. 

Next, the local question of providing 
for the gardener who will invest his 
money and produce, produce in season 
and outof season by hot b<'d and hot house. 

Following this la the season farmer 
who should be very much encouraged 
as he Is of special advantage to the 
skilled and frugal housekeeper. This 
man is known as the farmer or gard¬ 
ener that brings during the growing 
season products by wagon or automo¬ 
bile and sells direct from these vehicles 
to the person who can use and preserve 
these products for future use. 

These three divisions are distinct and 
require special treatment and thought. 
The question of handling is important 
in all these undertakings to bring to 
the people low priced goods, and it ts 
the duty of our City If it wants to 
maintain its supremacy, to manufac¬ 
ture for the world utilities, necessities 
and conveniences that can be used at a 
profit by the people at large, to supply 
this fuel for energy at a cost that will 
be attractive to the stranger.

>Mr. W'm. A. Ifoeveler stated that the 
meeting wag called for the purpose of 
hearirg the gardeners and farmers 
who come to the City to dispose of 
their prodticts relative to rstabli.siiiiur 
a shelter shed or market wherein they 
ran sell their produce at a reasonable 
cost. 

Mr. George W. Rrawner. Jr., atto»*- 
ney representing the farmers and 
gardeners of Allegheny county, stated 
that thevhad petitions circulated ask¬ 
ing the farmers an<l fruit growers who 
bring their products to the City to give 
the rcupcll the numi>or of acres they 
lultlvate in order that the Council 
mlirht know how large a market they 
woubl need for (heir requirements. Ho 


stated that the farmers and gardeners 
did not have any demands to make 
on the people of I’ittsburgh: that any¬ 
thing the City did they woul<l be will¬ 
ing to pay for. 

Mr. W. G. Baun. a gardener, asked 
that the City construct, e<iuip and 
maintain a market in the City, cen¬ 
trally located, where the farmers and 
gardeners could come and sell their 
products either wholesale or retail. 

Mr. George Heaps, Fruit Grower, 
stated that he was In favor of locat¬ 
ing a farmer’s market on the Monon- 
gahola Wiiarf if it was level and the 
market was made sanitary; but that 
he was always in favor of erecting a 
market on Liberty avenue; that Lib¬ 
erty avenue is vacant and Is a clean 
street, and after market hours a few 
men could clean It without any ex¬ 
pense to the City. 

Mr. Alfred J. Verner, Gardener, stated 
that he would like to see a market 
erected at some central point in the 
City where the producer could come 
and sell his produce at either retail 
or wholesale. 

Mr. John Haudenshleld, Gardener, 
spoke in relation to the City erecting 
a centrally located market. 

Mr. J. B. Meintire, General Freight 
Agent TMttsburgh. Harmony, Butler * 
New Castle Railway Co., spoke on the 
production of fruit stuffs along the 
route of the Railway he represents 
and the growth of the express busi¬ 
ness on same since Its erection, and 
stated that if the growers had a ter¬ 
minal station In the City where they 
could have their protlucts shlppe<l. that 
it. would he a means of helping to re¬ 
duce the cost of foodstuffs in the City. 

Mr. Ili^eveler arose and said: 

It is urged that all property neces¬ 
sary for market uses be condemne/1 or 
purchased. This could not be done 
without destroying tax-bearing values 
I tn the great injury of the City, and 

j it stands to reason that such a methorl 

I would be unsound municipal cconom- 
I ics. The two hundre<l and forty acres 
' which comprise the “Downtown” dls- 
I trict of TMttsburgh Is by virtue of Us 
I T•hvslcal situation a llmted territory, 
and every foot of it should be con- 
1 served for a groat commercial center. 

' To provide adequate market facili¬ 
ties at le.Tst 326.800 sejuare feet nr<> 
needed. Tills space requirement would 
























Include terminals for street cars and 
Interurban lines, steamboat service and 
vehicle space in connection with pro¬ 
duce platforms at the minimum five 
acres; for the garden market 30,000 
S(iuare feet should be provided; for 
the general market it would be well 
to provide 130,000 square feet, but ad¬ 
jacent to the present market extend¬ 
ing it to Iviberty street, it is possible 
to get 84,000 square feet after air space 
is sufficiently provided. All this area 
should be on street level and pro¬ 
tected from floods. 

Mr. R. E. Johnston asked that the 
hour for starting to sell farm products 
on the Monongahela Wharf be changed 
from 5 o'clock, A. M., to some earlier 
hour. 

Mr. W. N. Jacoby, Superintendent of 
the Bureau of City Property, stated 
that he had fixed the hour of 6 o'clock 
A. M. as an experiment, and if it was 
the desire of the farmers he would 
change it to whatever hour was satis¬ 
factory. 

Mr. Martin Erb, Gardener, spoke on 
the conditions existing today at the 
Pittsburgh Diamond Market. 

Mr. Wm. Wise spoke on the matter 
of allowing farmers to commence sell¬ 
ing their products at an earlier hour 
than 5 o’clock A. M. 

The Chair stated 

That before the meeting is 
closed I want to explain Council’s po¬ 
sition in regard to this farmers’ and 
gardeners’ market. The suggestion 
was made a year ago that the farmers’ 
and gardeners’ market be located on 
the Duquesne Wharf juts above Sixth 
street, where we have started to do 
some work. The contract was let, I 
believe at a cost of $10,000 or $12,000. 
The foundation work was started and 
the high rivers came along and some 
delay was occasioned on that account. 
It was also found that it would be 
necessary to get the proper necessary 
funds to drive pilings and that neces¬ 
sitated a reconsideration of the whole 
subject, as that was a pretty expen¬ 
sive matter. 

In the meantime there was an agi¬ 
tation that this market should be lo¬ 
cated on the Monongahela W'harf. and 
a number of councilmen, as individuals 


at least, came to the conclusion that 
that was perhaps the better place, as 
affording more room and possibly being 
more central. About that time the 
river Interests, who had not shown any 
leeiing against the erection of the mar¬ 
ket shed on the Allegheny wharf ob¬ 
jected to our use of the Monongahela 
wharf; and it was thought wise that 
a hill should be introduced in the legis¬ 
lature that would give the City the 
right to erect a market house of a 
temporary character on the Mononga¬ 
hela pharf. 

This bill was introduced and met 
strenuous objection on^the part of cer¬ 
tain river interests at Harrisburg. At 
all events, that bill while introduced 
in the. Lower House has gone to com¬ 
mittee and has not come out of com¬ 
mittee, and perhaps would not have 
much chance of getting It through the 
Legislature, The idea on the port of 
Council on the erection of thi.s mar¬ 
ket on the Monongahela wharf has 
been abandoned, , in a way at least, 
until we find out whether that legis¬ 
lation will pass. 

The idea of putting the market shed 
on Duquesen wharf revived itself and 
a contract was let for putting down 
* ”ings and to go ahead with the build¬ 
ing. 

I feel, and I think Council wiih the 
expressions of the gentlemen who have 
.«moken, feel that the Monongahela 
wharf is really the proper place as 
affording more room and being desir¬ 
able in many ways over the Allegheny 
wharf; but in view of the fact that 
we mav not be a.ble to get legislation 
to build a market on the Mononga¬ 
hela wharf the feeling is to go ahead 
with the Allegheny wharf market. 

If the influence of the merchants, 
grocers, farmers and gardeners of 
Pittsburgh is brought to bear on their 
representatives at Harrisburg to pass 
the necessary legislation and have it 
signed bv the Governor. I do not think 
there will be any trouble at this late 
date of reviving the matter of build¬ 
ing a market shed on the Mononga¬ 
hela wharf. 

And there being no further business. 
Council adjourned.

Pittsburgh, May 27, 1913. 
To Council of the City of Pittsburgh; 

Gentlemen: 

The Market Square is laid out in 
the original Woods Plan of Pittsburgh 
which bears the date May 31st, 1784. 
The square is shown upon the plan as 
an oi)en space such as exists in many 
parts of New England commonly called 
"Greens." There is nothing upon the 
plan to designate the intended pur¬ 
poses lor which the square was to be 
used. Lots in the' plan abut on the 
four sides of the square and were sold 
with reference to the plan. 

The Frist Court House was erected, 
upon the westerly portion of this 
square in 1791 and shortly thereafter 
a semi-circular Market House roofed 
but open below was built on the east 
portion. The court house continued 
there until 1836 when the second 
court house was erected on Grant’s 
Hill. In 1852, the present old City 
Hall and Market House Building was 
erected upon the eastern portion of 
the square and the City Hall was kept 
at this location until 1868 when it was 
removed to the present building on 
Smithfield Street. 

The courts of our State have held 
uniformly that where open spaces are 
shown upon the plan there is ample, 
an implied dedication of those spaces 
for public use, Birmingham vs. Ander¬ 
son, 48 Pa. St. 258; Mahon vs. Luzerne 
County, 197 Pa. St. 1. 

They may be so dedicated for 
streets, parks or public squares as the 
location, size and other such circum¬ 
stances may indicate. It la clear that 
the open space shown upon the Woods 
Plan is dedicated to use as a public 
square. The character of such use is 


defined by the Supreme Court in 
Bloomsburg, Improvement Co., vs. 
Bloomsburg, 215 Pa. St. 452 in the fol¬ 
lowing words; 

"In Commonwealth vs. Bowman, 3 
Pa. 202 Chief Justice Gibson says; 
The public square is as much a high¬ 
way as if it was a street, and neither 
the county nor the public can block 
1 up, to the prejudice of the public 
or any individual; nor can either as¬ 
sert a right to it by enclosing it be¬ 
yond the limits of a reasonable cur- 
tailage. It is dedicated to the use of 
all the citizens as a highway, and all 
have the right to pass over it without 
unreasonable let or hindrance; in 
which it differs from the public squares 
in Philadelphia, which are dedicated to 
health and recreation and which are 
necessarily subject to regulation by 
the local authorities.’ . 

The ancient Idea of public squares 
carried down through to these years 
was that the public square meant 
widening of a street, or the reserva¬ 
tion of a plot of ground at the con¬ 
nection of streets, for the purpose of 
beautifying the town or providing a 
breathing space in its center or where 
people were most likely to congregate 
and meet. 

Public squares wore always held to 
be for the benefit of the public, not 
only of the people of the community, 
but those of surrounding places, trav¬ 
elers and strangers," 

Under the reasoning of this opinion, 
it is at least a question of doubt as 
to whether a municipality or county 
can lawfully erect buildings upon a 
public square and certainly so in the 
absence of express legislative sanc¬ 
tion. 

This obstacle, however, is overcome 
in the case of the market square by 
reason of the fact that both the City 
and the County have for many years 
erected buildings upon the square, in 
fact for so long a time that the right 
to do so has become recognized by the 
law of the particular case. 

The only Instance that I have been 
able to discover where the rights of 
the City upon Market Square were 
passed upon was in the case of Holmes 
& Son vs. City of Pittsburgh, 35 Pgh. 
Leg. .lournal, O. S. 491. In his opinion 
In this case. Judge Stowe took the 
view above expressed. 

In 1888 the City itttempted to erect 
hucksters stands on Market street be¬ 
tween the present buildings on the 
square. The plaintiffs, lot owners in 
the plan, succeeded In enjoining the 
City from doing so. In his opinion 
Judge Stowe said: 

"The natural conclusion from Its 
situation and relation to the surround- 
Ind streets and lots is that it was, as 
was the custom In early times. In¬ 
tended for public square, to be used 
for the purposes to which squares 
were usually dedicated, such as mar¬ 
ket house, court house, o’" other pub¬ 
lic buildings. However, this may have 
been, it has as long as we have any 
evldenoe on the subject been used 
partially for other than rtvj t pur- 





















poses, town, market houses and this 
use being- in itself not in consistent 
with the dedication of said squares to 
public uses In this state, and having: 
been continued and permanent for a 
period approximating 100 years, the 
law will now conclusively presume a 
grant from the original proprietor for 
such uses.” 

The above cases, therefore, establish 
the right of the City to use this pub¬ 
lic square for market purposes and to 
erect the necessary buildings there¬ 
for. 

How much of the space, however, 
the City can use for the purpose of 
building is still another question, 
which must be determined with regard 
to the rights of the lot owners in the 
plan. 

Our courts have held that the sale 
of. lots according to a plan which 
shows them to be on a street Implies 
a grant or covenant to the purchaser 
that the street shall be forever open 
to the use of the public and operates 
a.s a dedication of it to public use. 
The proprietor cannot revoke the dedi¬ 
cation and the purchaser of a lot abut¬ 
ting on one of the streets, as well as 
all other persons owning lot.s in the 
general plan may assert the public 
character of the street and the right 
of the public to use it. ' 

The same rule has been held to ap¬ 
ply to parks, open squares or public 
grounds laid out in a plan of lots. 
Morrow vs. Traction Company, 219 Pa. 

St. 619. 

As respects the market square the j 
lot owners and particularly those 
whose lots abut upon the square have 
the right of access to and from their 
properties. This right must be pre¬ 
served and consequently the City 
would have no right to build upon the 
square in such a manner as will in- n 
jurlouBly affect this property right | 
of the lot holder. 

Judge Stowe In his opinion In the 
case of Holmes vs. City of Pittsburgh, 
after recognizing the right of the City 
to erect the buildings owing to the 
fact that it had exercised the right 
for so many years, said: 

"This view of the case, however, 
necessarily restricts the use of the 
ground for other than strictly public 
purposes, to so much as is shown to 
have been continually used for the more 
limited purposes of a merely local char¬ 
acter, such as for court house and i 
market buildings.This conclu¬ 

sion leaves the City full right to have 
and maintain their market houses as 
now located, subject to all proper con¬ 
trol and local regulations, but it makes 
it the duty of the City to refrain from 
using or attempting to use for any 
purposes inconsistent with the free 
use of that portion of the square (be¬ 
ing the continuance of Market street 
through the same) and not within the 
lines of the market houses and build¬ 
ings erected thereon, as a public street 
or highway.” 

In view of these decisions, the con¬ 
clusion. therefore, is that the City has 
the right to erect buildings upon the 
square, but must leave the spaces .sur¬ 


rounding the present buildings open 
and without further encroachments. 
In other words, in erecting the new 
structure, the City must not go be¬ 
yond the present building lines. 

There remains to be considered the 
further question of the right of the 
City to excavate underneath the pres¬ 
ent open spaces surrounding the 
market house buildings. If the public 
squares are merely "the widening of 
streets” as asserted by our courts, 
then it logically follows that the lules 
applicable to streets apply also to 
market squares. Justice Green in Wood 
vs. McCrath, 150 Pa. 456, says: 

"The streets and alleys of citlCis, 
towns and boroughs are under the con¬ 
trol and direction of these municipali¬ 
ties, and they have all the power over 
them that can lawfully exist. They 
are the universally recognized chan¬ 
nels of communication between the 
different parts of the municipal terri¬ 
tory and no private interest In, or 
ownership of, the sub soil is permitted 
to Interfere with the free use to both 
the surface and subsoil by the muni¬ 
cipal authorities or their delegated 
substitutes. Any other doctrine would 
entirely frustrate all beneficial u.ses of 
the public streets and alleys of the 
cities, towns and boroughs of the Com¬ 
monwealth. It is clear, therefore, 
that the adjoining owners have no in¬ 
terest in the sub soil of this street 
which will enable them to demand that 
their consent must be obtained before 
any uses of the sub soil of the streets 
can be made.” 

Upon the same subject, Judge Dil¬ 
lon in his work on Municipal Corpora¬ 
tions, Vol. 3, Section 1179 says: 

"In every case to recognize such a 
right except subject to municipal 
regulation would be inconsistent with 
the public rights which are paramount 
in the whole street to the extent of all 
legitimate street uses and servitudes 
or which may be acquired for the pub¬ 
lic benefit and convenience. The lot 
owners rights are subject to the para¬ 
mount rights of the public and the 
rights of the public are not merely 
limited to a right of way, but extend 
to all beneficial legitimate street uses 
as the public good and convenience 
may from time to time require. The 
use of the streets for sewers, tunnel¬ 
ing, public cisterns, gas pipes, water 
pipes and other improvements may be 
seriously affected by the recognition 
of the right in the abutter to make 
at pleasure openings in or undep the 
side walk or street, except subject to 
reasonable municipal regulation.” 

If, then, the above language of the 
Court is a correct statement of the 
law, the adjoining lot owner has no 
property right as such in the sub soli 
of the street and whatever use he may 
make of the street either above or 
below the surface, he does only by 
the consent of the municipality. Then 
it follows, that if the City has the 
right to use this square for market 
purposes, It may do so to such an 
extent as will not Interfere with the 
single right of the lot owner, namely, 
that of access to and from his prop- 
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erty. This gives the City the right 
to excavate under the open f^paces 
surrounding the present bulidings. 

I make answer, therefore, to your 
specific (luestions as follows; 

(1) In the building of the market 
house I think that the City has no 
right further encroach upon the public 
square beyond the present building 
lines. 

(2) I think the City has the right 
to leave an open passage for the pur¬ 
pose of continuing Diamond Street 
straight through the public square, 
the effect of this being to build a 
market building so as to have the ef¬ 
fect of an arcade. 

(3) I think that the City has no 
right to construct a market house ar- 
cadlng Market street. This, I think, 
would be an additional encroachment 
upon the public square not based upon 
prior usage and to some extent Inter¬ 
fering with the right of holders of 
property abutting upon the public 
square. I see, however, no objection 
to the construction of one or two 
causeways spanning the street and 
connecting the buildings erected on 
opposite sides of Market street, pro¬ 
vided the causeway or of sufficient 
heights to avoid Interfering with traf¬ 
fic. 

(4) I think the City has the right 
to extend the market under the ground 
beyond the present building lines. It 
can excavate at least to the outside 
of the present sidewalk surrounding 
the market houses. 

(5) In general, I think the City has 
no right to erect a market house which 
will Interfere with the right of owners 
of properties abutting on the public 
square to free Ingress and egress to 
their properties and air and light.

The entire expense of printing the 
ordinance and advertising same, and 
putting new signs on the street has 
f'een advanced to the City by the resi¬ 
dents of this street, eliminating the 
City's cost of making the change. 

I ascertained the length of this 
street Saturday, May 31st, and found 
it to be 4.55 miles in length and to 
contain 147 residences, not including 
stores, school houses or churches; 
thus, you will see that it is one of the 
great thorough-fares of the City. 

We have here a case where all the 
residents of this thoroughfare ask to 
have the name changed from William 
put Boulevard to Beechwood Boule¬ 
vard, it’s former name, and the His¬ 
torical society asking to have the name 
William Pitt boulevard perpetuated. 

I am of the opinion that a mistake 
was made when the name was chanjged 
from Beechwood Boulevard to William 
Pitt Boulevard and that due considera¬ 
tion of the residents was not given. 
This Council did not err when It de¬ 
cided that the desires of the residents 
of the street should control over the 
desire.s of the Historical Society. 

Please note, Mr. President, one very 
important factor, that not a single 
resident of this great thoroughfare 
has asked that the name William Pitt 
Boulevard be retained; on the contrary, 
a great majority of them petitioned 
for the change, and I must vote to 
over-ride the Mayor’s veto."

REPORTS OF SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 

Mr. WMikinsi presented 
No. 3843 
To The Council: 

The undersigned members of the Fi¬ 
nance Committee after a full hearing 
of all parties interested in the matter 
of the complaint of the Gutta I^ercha 
& Rubber Manufacturing Company 
against Howard B. Oursler, Director of 
the Department of Supplies, In connec¬ 
tion with the awarding of a contract 
for rubber hose to the Speck-Marshall 
Company, respectfully report that the 
causes of complaint may be stated as 
follows: 

First. That complainants were not 
properly notified; that the notice was 
sent to the home office in New York 
instead of the city office thereby mis¬ 
leading complainants as to the time 
set for the tests, with the result that 
they were not present. The Depart¬ 
ment having knowledge of, and the ad¬ 
dress of the home office. Is subject to 
criticism, but there was no allegation 
and there was no evidence given that 
the error in sending the notice was 
w’ilful. 

Second. It was alleged that the test 
was unfair because of its being made 
by an Interested party. This upon Its 
face was wrong, but the evidence dis¬ 
closes that thetest was made by an em¬ 
ployee of the successful bidder only af¬ 
ter two other persons who had assumed 
the task had failed in their undertak¬ 
ing, and the final test was made with 
the consent, at least without objection, 
on the part of the other bidders. We 
think that this excuses the Director’s 
action in this case. 

Third. It was further alleged that 
the test Itself was unfair. Th^re was 
some evidence offered tending to show 
a difference in the time taken In the 
testing of the various pieces of hose, 
but in the opinion of the undersigned, 
there was not sufficient evidence given 
to show an undue advantage, given to 
any one of the tests. 

The undersigned would call attention 
to the fact that the complainants In 
their charges in no place allege fraud, 
but confien their allegations to acta of 
unfairness. The complainants request 
that after a full hearing and Investiga¬ 
tion that the contract be declared null 










and void as to the Speck-Marshall Com¬ 
pany, and that they, the said Gutta 
Percha Manufacturing Company may 
be awarded the contract, or at least 
that another test be made by disinter¬ 
ested parties selected by Council, it 
Is submitted that Council while they 
have a right to investigate the manner 
of the letting of said contract, and 
render a finding thereon, would have 
no power to annul or make void the 
contract if made or prevent the award¬ 
ing of the same, or to require that an¬ 
other test *be made as requested, but 
that the only effect of a finding upon 
the part of the Council would be the 
bringing to the notice of the Control¬ 
ler such facta as might warrant his ac¬ 
tion in the matter. 

The undersigned would also say that 
in their opinion, the real underlying 
cause of the complaint is in the manner 
In which the specifications are drawn. 
If the specifications simply specified 
the test to which the hose would be 
subjected after delivery, there would 
probably have been no cause for com¬ 
plaint of the bidders. As the specifica¬ 
tions are actually drawn, they say ab¬ 
solutely nothing as to when or by whom 
the acceptance tests shall be made. The 
testimony presented by the complain¬ 
ant at the hearing, and which was not 
denied by the Director of Supplies, 
showed that the tests were made before 
the awarding of the contract and that 
those teats were made upon specially 
prepared samples submitted by the dif¬ 
ferent competitors for the contract. 
This is a most unusual method of 
awarding a contract, to allow bidders 
to prepare special samples for testing 
instead of testing the goods after de¬ 
livery and while th^ Director said that 
In one case he had tested hose at the 
factory before shipment was made, 
there is nothing in the specifications 
requiring test to be made of the hose, 
after Its delivery to the City. 

The Committee Would therefore rec¬ 
ommend that in all further specifica¬ 
tions for the purchase of either fire 
hose or street hose, the following clause 
should form a part of or be Included 
In the specifications: 

TBSTS TO BE MADE AFTER THE DE¬ 
LIVERY OF HOSE. 

After the hose has been delivered to 
the City, one length from every ten 
lengths delivered shall be tested by the 
Underwriters’ Laboratory of the Na¬ 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters, or 
Pittsburgh Testing Laboratory. If the 
test hose fails to meet the required test 
for strength, elongation, etc., as above 
specified, the lot from which the test 
hose Is taken shall be rejected without 
further examination. If the test hose 
is satisfactory the entire lot wll be ex¬ 
amined and those complying with the 
other requirements above specified will 
be accepted. All rejected hose will be 
rturr.ed to the manufacturers, they pay¬ 
ing freight charges both ways. 

While on the subject of the speciflea- 
tlon.s. It may not be out of the way to 
call attention to some of the other fea¬ 
tures of the specifications, and there Is 
attached hereto and made a part of this 
report, a copy of the “Specifications for 
Rubber Fire Hose” prepared by the Na¬ 


tional Board of Fire Underwriters ih 
one column and the corresponding .sec¬ 
tions of those in the Pittsburgh Speci¬ 
fications, If apy, placed opposite. 

It will be seen that the most import¬ 
ant sections of the Underwriters’ speci¬ 
fications are not incorporated in the 
City Specifications, for instance, on 
page 1, the specifications as to break¬ 
ing strength of the cotton are not re¬ 
quired by the City. On page 2, the 
test for breaking strength of the lining 
and cover are left out of the City Spec¬ 
ifications. On the second page the un¬ 
derwriters specifications are (juite 
specific as to the chemical re¬ 
quirements of the rubber compound, 
while the City Specifications contain 
nothing as to chemical analysis. On 
the bottom of page 3 and top of page 

4 it will be seen that there are no claus¬ 
es regarding Bursting Pressure, elon¬ 
gation, twist and Increase in diameter 
under pressure, such as are contained 
in the Underwriters’ specifications. On 
the bottom of page 4 and top of page 

5 a comparison will show how very in¬ 
definite City specifications on “Coup¬ 
lings” are as compared with the Under¬ 
writers’ specifications. 

In view of the foregoing, the under¬ 
signed members of the Committee, 
would recommend that In future, the 
specifications should include clau.ses as 
to (luality of all materials entering into 
the composition of the hose and the 
various tests as required by the Under¬ 
writers’ specifications, and that the 
tests both physical and chemical shall 
be made after the delivery of the hose 
by the Contractor to the City. We 
would also recommend that the accept¬ 
ance tests be made by some independ¬ 
ent laboratory such as the Pittsburgh 
Testing Laboratory or the Underwrit¬ 
ers’ Laboratory.

Whereas, Tlie Law Department of the 
City of Pill.sburgh has suggested cer¬ 
tain changes in said Bill, which are in¬ 
tended and iic’signed to afford such re¬ 
lief, among others, amendments as fol¬ 
lows: 

The rate clause; the provisions re¬ 
lating to the valuation of the property 
of public service companies prohibiting 
the capitalization of franchises and in¬ 
tangible valu<‘s: requiring corporations 
to exercise all their powers, whether 
optional or not when ordered so to»do 
hy the Commission: requiring the con¬ 
struction of extensions to street rail¬ 
way tracks, or their facilities, and deal¬ 
ing with the question of transfers, 
which amendments have been adopted; 
and 

Whereas, The Law Department has 
proposed certain other amendments 
which have not been adopted, among 
them the following: 

An amendment which will leave with 
municipalities the power they now have 
to enter into lines of public service. 

An amendment under which the or¬ 
ders of the Commission shall remain 
effective until changed by the Commis¬ 
sion and giving the Commission power 
to suspend rates. 

An amendment regulating the pro¬ 
cedure before the Commission so as to 
place the burden of proof upon public 
service companies In appropriate cases, 
and requiring such companies to fur¬ 
nish inventories of their property In 
proceedlng.s before the Commission; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh hereby endorses the said 
amendments and respectfully ask that 
those here referred to be adopted. 

Be It Further Resolved, That copies 
of this resolution be sent to his Excel¬ 
lency, John K. Tenner, Governor of the 
Commonwealth, to Hon. William E. 
Crow, Chairman of the Corporations 
Committee of the Senate, and to Hon.

To the Honorable the Council: 

I return without aproval Bill No. 3673 
providing for the registration of cer¬ 
tain institutions and prohibiting ‘tag 
days.” The objections to the bill are 
many. In some respects it Is too nar¬ 
row in its scope and In others too 
broad; In certain particulars it is too 
vague and uncertain and In others con¬ 
tradictory; serious omisions will per¬ 
mit of evading its operation; its unrea¬ 
sonable and in contravention of sound 
public policy; is defective in form and 
would probably be heui void when con¬ 
tested. The intentions of the bill are 
good. Tag days have become a nui¬ 
sance as loreseen by the police upon 
their inception about two years ago and 
unworthy fraudulent and deceptive 
claimants upon the public generosity 
are constantly carrying on their opera¬ 
tions in many wavs. The public Is en¬ 
titled to ’protection from both the legi¬ 
timate institutions who solicit wholesale 
by “tagging” on the streets and the un¬ 
worthy institutions or individuals w'ho 
obtain money by coercion or false pre¬ 
tence regardless of the form the solici¬ 
tation takes. My objections to Section 
six, which would substitute what might 
be called passive solicitation for the tag 
day are only formal. I beg to call 
your attention to the fact that no no¬ 
tice is contained In the title of the per¬ 
mission “to station collectors on the 
streets at fixed points or In booths for 
the purpose of receiving voluntary con¬ 
tributions” and the the Issuance of per¬ 
mits therefor. But to the other purpose 
of bill, I beg to surest for your con¬ 
sideration: First. That the enumera- 
atlon of the objects effected by the leg¬ 
islation is confined only to “institu¬ 
tions” and solicitors therefor and does 
not include persons soliciting for them¬ 
selves or others who are not organized 
or who do not constitute an “instltu- 
t4on.” The former, that is to say, the 
organized Institution, is the one renuir* 
Irg the. less supervision and attention. 
It is the latter class who are the more 
likely to practice cheats, to make false 
representation, to misapply and abuse 
the bounty of the public. If the public 
needs protection against either class at 
all it is against that one not ’’^^^ntloned 
in this bill. Again the bill strikes me 
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as btliiK too narrow ind Incomplete In 
Us definition of the p\ rjioses for which 
money ia solicited, win ther by institu¬ 
tions or Individuals. T'here is much 
solicitation in favor of li stitutions ob¬ 
jects and entertainments i'^r the real or 
alleKed promotion of art . f entertain¬ 
ment. of education and of pleasure, and 
in favor of other more or less com¬ 
mendable public or personal objects 
that should require at least ts much 
if not more scrutiny that th. efforts 
made in aid of charity and lellglon. 
The words “beneficial," and “*enevo- 
lent” are not specific enoug'h to i.tclude 
every kind of promiscuous solicitilion. 
In the course of a year there are per-^ 
haps scores of summer outinps, plinlcs, * 
theatrical entertainments, bails an».t re¬ 
ceptions held by org-anizalions of one 
kind or another, or individuals, not 
coming: within the class enumerated, in 
which merchants, manufacturers and 
others of the business community are 
solicited for aid which sometimes is 
^iven in the form of “advertisements" 
in a “profiram" in which the g’ood will 
of the organization or individuals in 
charKe of the event ia offered in consid¬ 
eration of the contribution. Various 
kinds of orKanlze<l employes, occasioh- 
ally public employes, but more fre(iuent 
employes of industrial and business 
concerns solicit contributions under the 
Kuise of selling: a book or other printed 
matter containing: information or data 
relative to the objects of the person or 
organization soliciting' the funds. The 
polite holdup takes many forms, Pur¬ 
ina the years of my incumbency of this 
office my attention has been officially 
brnugrht time and agraln to the opera¬ 
tions of individuals Ke^erally from 
without the City who have some cause 
or other not Included among* those 
named in the first section of this bill 
with which they apiieal to the people 
of the city. Time and again my writ¬ 
ten endorsement has been asked by 
such persons for the purpose of lending 
them credit with our citizens. Here is 
a class of organizations and ]iersons 
much more entitled to the adverse no¬ 
tice of your honorable body than those 
legislated against in this measure. 

Second. The words “general public" 
are too broad in their significance to 
permit of an effective enforcement of 
the bill if enacted. Many institutions 
have an extremely limited constituency 
to which they appeal, so few' as not 
to be included in the general term, 
“public.” The hill ia too broad again in 
that It may be construed as an attempt 
to prohibit solicitation in offices and 
dwellings. This kind of sollctaton is 
probably beyond the power of police 
regulation and w'ould therefore likely 
avoid the ordinance. 

Third. The words “solicit." “solicit 
funds,” “solicit collections.” etc., are 
too vague and uncertain to be oper¬ 
ative without definition, is the sale of an 
object of an Inferior valueat a high price 
in a booth at afalr or bazaar a solicita¬ 
tion or collection? Is a “raffle” or the 
sale of a “chance” upon an article of 
value a solicitation of funds or a col¬ 
lection? Many ingenious devices are 
in use and more will be invented tliat 
will make a pretence of a consideration 
in exchange for the gift. 


Fourth. The bill is in some respects 
contradictory. Section one uses the 
words “solicit funds," section three 
uses “solicit collections.” They do not 
express the same idea. Section three 
requires individual solicitors to regis¬ 
ter “not less than 24 hours before they 
begin to solicit." Section six re‘iuires 
the same individual to be registered 
“within sixty days after the passage of 
this ordinance." Not only is ti\is a 
contradiction but the latter is an im¬ 
possibility. 

Fifth. The ordinance if enacte<l can 
be easily and completely evaded by the 
voluntary organization of groups for 
solicitation acting without authority 
from and wholly Independent of the in¬ 
stitution and Its officers. This is not 

< 'loited either bv section one, "insti¬ 
tutions that solicit funds,” section 
three “persons authorized to solicit," or 

section six, “the officers of any. 

institution that shall solicit. 

through personal representative.^ and 

the persons (so) soliciting." 

This failure to include within the class 
affected by the bill those voluntary 
Iversons who would assume the self im¬ 
posed task of solicitation would entirely 
defeat the objects of the bill. 

Sixth. The bill is unreasonable in 
restricting the registration to one 
month in the year, the month of Janu¬ 
ary. The provision in Se.ctlon six re- 
(luirlng registration wltfiln sxty days 
after the passage of the ordinance It 
may be said would exclude instltut’ons 
not in existence at that time. The in¬ 
quisitional provisions of Section four 
are too unreasonable to be enforced. 

Seventh. The bill requires registra¬ 
tion In the Department of CharitieH. 
The Department of CharHles under the 
City charter is entrusted with the care 
“of all charities, almshouses, hospitals, 
houses of corrections and grounds of 
other similar institutions, the control or 
government of which is entrusted to 
the City,” The purpose of this bill is 
rot the promotion of charity. Us oper¬ 
ation will no doubt have the reverse 
effect but in either event it does not 
come within the purview of the powers 
of that department. The bill is in¬ 
tended to protect the public against the 
unauthorized or fraudulent institution 
or solicitor who under the guise of 
charity or religion, by means of false 
pretenses either expressed or Implied, 
persuades charitable and religious 
minded persons to part with their mon¬ 
ey or other gifts to unworthy objects 
or persons. This matter clearly comes 
within the duty of the police and not 
only logically but legally as well the 
registration provided if advisable at 
all should be made with the Bureau of 
Police or the Department of Public 
Safety. 

Eighth. The bill in its present form 
is contrary to good public policy. At 
its inception its intention was good, 
the insplraton sound, but the original 
idea In Its growth and expression has 
become so changed and distorted as to 
corr-nletely conceal and misrepresent its 
original purpose. As the bill now 
stands it is unwise, many of Its pro¬ 
visions unnecessary and some of them 
vicious. Its operation would likely re- 
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8uU not only in great harm to praise¬ 
worthy voluntary Institutions and so¬ 
cieties, cripple them in the exercise of 
the most benellcent of human qualities 
that of giving aid and succor to the 
weak, the distressed, dependent and 
defective but will at the same time bur¬ 
den the City budget with a greatly in¬ 
creased responsibility. But a small 
part of the charitable aid now dis¬ 
pensed falls upon the City because of 
the voluntary assumption of the duty of 
caring for those needing care by the 
institutions legislated against in this 
bill.. As against the hardships inflicted 
upon the genuine charities of our in¬ 
stitutions anil good people the bill does 
not contain a single redeeming trait by 
reason of its failure to include within 
its scope the many individuals and or¬ 
ganizations who do and can continue 
to solicit and receive funds for any and 
every imaginable selflsh purpose under 
the guise of charity, benevolence and 
public spirited philanthropy.

Mr. llopveler .arose and said 

I feel complimented by the Mayor’s 
reasoning, because It has always been 
a notion of mine that the American 
people are opposed to petty legislation. 
All good citizens; native, or those who 
have selected our particularly favored 
location at the head waters of the Ohio 
as their home, are as a rule able to 
protect themselves against the Impos¬ 
tor. We have sufficient laws to give 
the individual all the protection he re¬ 
quires; there may be a few of us who 
need help, but under the law' we can 
appeal to the duly constituted authority 
(The Police) and it would be with an 
extreme regret if I was compelled to 
feel and acknowledge that our police 
were Incompetent. If such be the case, 
a correction must be made In the head 
of this department. 

Should the Public Safety Department 
need advice to enable it to draw the 
line between modesty and vulgarity, or 
between the lines of charity and impo¬ 
sition. I feel certain that this Council 
ran appoint a committee of women, to 
whom no man can point a finger of dis¬ 
credit. they will volunteer in the inter¬ 
est of public good to aid and assist the 
head of the department, who has under 
the law the safety and well being of 
the people are Intrusted. I would like 
to name these ladles, but I have not 
their consent. I have also the knowl¬ 


edge to apprecate their ability and know 
that they have the experience along the 
lines of law, dfecency and morality to 
make it absolutely i>lain to the head of 
the Department of I’ublic Safety what 
the people need and what the citizens 
of I’ittsburgh deem modest and what 
constitutes true uplifting charity. This 
general thought is what prompted me 
to introduce what has become known 
as the Vulgar Dress Resolution; and 
the Tag Day Ordinance is very similar 
to the dominant idea which brought 
forth the resolution which was rude- 
lessly voted down. The Tag Day plan 
lor assisting charity and creating In 
the poorest of us the grand idea of 
helping the weak, can be conducted 
along lines that will be creditable to 
the community; it Is only a (juestion of 
regulation and management with the 
idea of promoting public decency and 
true charity. 

Mr. ItalK'ook arose and said 

‘T don’t understand the gen¬ 
tleman, is he for or against the i)assage 
of the bill? 

Mr. Hoeveler arose and said 

“The first two or three lines 
explain my position, as I feel compli¬ 
mented on tne Mayor’s reasoning, be¬ 
cause it has always been a notion of 
mine that American people are opi>osed 
to this petty legislation.” 

Mr. Ilnbeoek continued, 

“The Mayor says this bill has 
some good features in it, but he takes 
section by section and tears It to shreds. 
It reminds me of the story of a man 
who bought a horse. The horse was 
blind of both eyes, lame, spavined and 
ring boned and had the heaves, but 
could still eat. 

All the newspapers were for this bill 
and there was nobody to appear against 
it. There was only one paper against 
It and that was a Catholic publication; 
all the remonstrances against the bill 
came from people of that denomination. 
I am firmly of the opinion If there was 
no politics or religion in the affairs of 
the City, the ordinance would receive 
ten votes. We are not here to legislate 
either for or against Catholicism but 
for what is good for the greatest num¬ 
ber. I was for the bill before and have 
always been for it, and I will be for 
this ordinance to the finish.” 

Mr. (iiirlnnil arose and said 

I am for this ordinance. When 
we had the public hearings on the bill 
nearly all the charitable Institutions 
were represented, and there were no 
objections to it. The Association for 
the Improvement of the Poor. Associ¬ 
ated Charltie.s Chamber of Commerce, 
Kingsley Home. Salvation Army and 
many others I can’t recall now were 
represented, and all expressed their ap- 
pr4>val of the ordinance, and no one 
protested against the ordinance. The 
ordinance will speak for itself.” 

Mr. WitkiRM arose and said 

“This ordinance is absolutely 
fair, and not dralte<l in the interest.^ of 
any organization, race, sex or religion. 
It treats all the same. I cannot see 
how any organization would want an 
ordinance that was not treating all 






















































other orj^anlzations or institutions alike 
or ask lor privlleKea not accorded to 
others. No institution could want more 
than is Included in this ordinance . I 
will vote for the ordinance.” 

Mr. Katih arose and said 

“There are three reasons why 1 
will vote to override the Mayor’s vote. 
Firstly. This ordinance was passed on 
by the Law Department. Secondly. It 
is endorsed by the Charities Committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce, and 
thirdly, I submitted this ordinance to 
the foremost charitable workers of the 
City and they have apiiroved the con¬ 
tents of the bill.” 

Mr. MoArclIe arose and said 

“Whatever my opinion of this 
ordinance may have been, I would have 
liked very much to have allowed It to 
pass without saying anything', but I 
want to say a word of warning to those 
who seek to Inject that kind of thing 
into matters that come before this body. 
My objections to this bill are neither 
political or religious, and 1 Insist upon 
my right to reach my own conclusions 
without interference by any one. I 
was against the bill before U was ve¬ 
toed by the Mayor, and T am still 
against it. My views are well known 
on this ordinance and have been ex¬ 
pressed before to thi.s Council sitting 
as a committee to consider the bill, I 
was against the ordinance as a matter 
of principle. I want to say for the 
benefit of Mr. Ilnbcoek, or whoever else 
brings such subjects as he did into this 
discussion that they are sowing a har¬ 
vest that they will be sorry to reap 
when they inject such matters into the 
consideration of public questions. 1 
want the right to oppose the passage 
of this ordinance without any man 
questioning my motives. I want to 
say It emphatically that I am against 
this ordinance because I think that it is 
wrong in principle, and I took that po¬ 
sition before I knew whether any other 
councilman was going to oppose the 
passage of the ordinance, or whether 
the Mayor would veto it. I, as a coun¬ 
cilman, reserve the right to exercise 
my own opinion to vote on all public 
matters without being interfered with 
by any other member of Council, or 
any other public, political or religious 
organization, and want the right to op¬ 
pose the passage of this ordinance 
without anyone questioning my mo¬ 
tives or reasons. 

Mr. Ilnlipork is perfectly free,'so far 
as I am concerned, to arrive at his con¬ 
clusions on matters pending here by 
any process of reasoning that may seem 
satisfactory, and I will reserve the same 
right for myself. If Mr. iiiil>c<»ck al¬ 
lows people to interfere with him that 
is his business. I will not submit to hav¬ 
ing my opinions trammeled by any 
member of this Council and I will not 
attempt to trammel any other member’s 
opinions. I am In favor of supporting 
the veto of the Mayor.” 

Mr. iloeveler arose and said 

“It is with extreme regret and 
sorrow that I arise to speak. Uemarka 
have been made that were entirely un¬ 
called for, and I hope thev were made 
while Mr. Habcoek was laboring under 


a mistake, as he must be Ignorant of 
the history of the United States if he 
Is not acquainted with the part that 
the people he has refiected on have 
taken in making its history. if the 
I’ubllc Safety Department needs advice 
to draw the line between modesty and 
vulgarity, or between charity and im¬ 
position, 1 have in mind women who 
could be named as a committee tt) ren¬ 
der the necessary assistance to tlie de¬ 
partment.” 

Mr. Woodburn arose and said 

“In defense of Mr. Babpopk, I 
wish to say that the only opposition I 
heard of against this ordinance was 
from the Catholic charitabh^ institu¬ 
tions and Catholic publications. A 
number of marked copies have been 
sent me. 1 have received a number of 
communications from Catholic priests, 
which gave reasons for not passing the 
ordinance, but the reasons advanced 
would not hold against the argument 
of the large number of people for the 
ordinancce. 

I want to do my whole duty and will 
vote to pass the bill over the Mayor’s 
veto, notwithstanding the argument ad¬ 
vanced by him that the bill is faulty 
in grammatical construction. I have 
every confidence In the ability of the 
Law Department to produce an ordi¬ 
nance of as good grammatical construc¬ 
tion as I have in his Honor, the Mayor. 
The communication from the Mayor 
seems to contain nothing but words 
and gives no good reasons why the bill 
should not become a law. 

I will stand for the ordinance and 
vote to pass it over the Mayor’s veto.”

term, hence my resignation at this time. 

I have been a Councilman a little over 
two years and have done the best I 
could to perform the duties of that po¬ 
sition. 

I accepted the j>osition In the first 
place feeling that it was my duty to 
do so—at great sacrifice—not because 
1 desired it. 

My business Interests include manu¬ 
facturing plants in Georgia, Tennessee. 
West Virginia and Pennsylvania, with 
offices in Johnstown, Providence, New 
York, Philadelphia, Cincinnati. Chicago 
and Pittsburgh. My work takes me out 
of the City a great deal and my con¬ 
nection with the City greatly Interferes 
with It. 

It Is hardly necessary for me to say 
that I leave you with serious regret. 
I feel that the present Council has been 
of great good to Pittsburgh and sin¬ 
cerely hope that your good work will 
go on indefinitely. I can hardly hope 
that you and the other members of the

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

Mr. Ilnbock presented from Committee 
on Public Safety, No. 4098. 

To the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh: 

The Public Safety Committee, to 
whom was referred the petition of J. K, 
Pentz for an Investigation of alleged 
riot at Carnegie Hall, North Side, Pitts¬ 
burgh. on the evening of June 17th, re¬ 
spectfully report that It gave an ex¬ 
tended hearing in said matter, at which 
the petitioner, the Public Safety De¬ 
partment and officers were represented 
by counsel. The substantial allega¬ 
tions of the complaint were as follows; 

First. That at the place and date 
mentioned a riot occurred. 

Second. That at least one officer had 
notice that an effort was to be made to 
break up the proposed meeting, and 
that no effort was made to prevent 
such action. 

Third. That the rioters were aided 
and encouraged by the acts of certain 
officers. 

Fourth. That the- proper effort was 
not made to quell the dlstrubance and 
disperse the mob. 

All of said allegations were denied 
by the report of the Director of Public 
Safety submitted to this Committee, 
and thereby became the Issues to be 
determined. 

As to whether a riot existed a large 
number of witnesses were called who 
testified to acts of riot and disorder, 
and on the other hand a large number 
of witnesses declared that the crowd 
assembled were peaceable and that no 
acts of disorder occurred. 

To determine the question of the 
credibility of these two bodies of wit¬ 


nesses would be a difficult matter were 
it not for certain admitted facts which 
throw light upon the question. 

First. The Department considered it 
necessary that an unusual large body 
of police, thirty or more, should be in 
attendance from the opening until the 
close of the lecture, and that after the 
lecture a number of police should be 
detailed to attend the lecturer to his 
home, and one or more officers were 
placed to guard the home of the lec¬ 
turer during the night. 

Second. That citizens deemed it nec¬ 
essary to issue a call upon the Director 
of the Department and advised him 
that his presence was required. 

Third. The evidence of a large num¬ 
ber of witnesses that although they 
had no Interest in it, or intention to 
attend the lecture, they remained upon 
the scene from the time of the opening 
until a late hour in the night. 

Fourth. In addition to these admit¬ 
ted facts, it also appeared that to¬ 
gether with an opposition circular a 
large number of bogus tickets of ad¬ 
mission had been Issued. 

The above facts Indicate conclusively , 
to our minds that a I’iot did exist and * 
that the assemblage was of a riotous 
character. 

As to the allegation that L. II. Bart¬ 
ley, Assistant Superintendent of Po¬ 
lice, deposited $30.00 to procure the re¬ 
lease of one of the rioters,—while the 
testimony shows that the money was 
loaned by Bartley to a friend of the 
prisoner who put It up as a forfeit, 
your Committee in view of the fact that 
a riot was in progress, and that the 
prisoner was arrested upon an alleged 
attempted assault of a subordinate of¬ 
ficer, are of the opinion that under the 
circumstances it was improper to even 
indirectly aid in bringing about a re¬ 
lease of the prisoner. 

As to the allegation that proper ef¬ 
fort was not made to disperse the mob, 
your Committee find that while Di¬ 
rector Dailey was prompt In response 
to the call upon him and gave proper 
orders, that with the exception of Of¬ 
ficer Reg leman, who made the ar- 
Tost above referred to, inefficient and 
ineffective efforts were made by sub¬ 
ordinate officers to carry out the Di¬ 
rector’s orders, the result being that 
long after the doors of the hall had 
been closed, and until the end of the 
lecture, the building was surrounded 
by a disorderly assemblage. 

In our opinion the conditions exist¬ 
ing were Inexcusable.

I regret to Inform you that I am put 
to the necessity of removing Jos. G. 
Armstrong from the office of Director 
of the Department of Public 
Works for the reason that his con¬ 
tinuance in that jfositlon is detrimen¬ 
tal to the mrinagement of the business i 
of the Department owing to the strain- ! 
ed'State of our official and personal j 
relations. Since about a year ago I 
have been suspicious of his good faith , 
to his employer, the City, as well as 
his loyalty to the official policy of 
myself, his superior officer. I became 
estranged from him. because of what 
seemed to me a collusive exercise of i 
his official authority in favor of the ! 
Pittsburgh Railways Company with ' 

reference to the construction of cer¬ 
tain curves and connections on Fifth , 
avenue at Wood street and smlthfleld i 
street. More recently my attention was 
called to the matter of street repaving. 
Under the ordinance of Council In case 
of street repair or repaving the street i 
railways company is bound to repave 
the aera between Its tracks and one 
foot outside thereof, the city doing 
the two sides called the "shoulders.” 

1 learned about a month ago that he 
had permitted the reconstruction of 
street railway tracks on certain of the 
principal streets of the city, in some 
cases with second class, and in other 
cases with second-hand paving block 
while at the same time he had and 
was re-surfacing the city’s aera or the 
shoulders of the same street with new, 
flrst-class paving material. In some 
cases the city paving was new ‘'class 
A” block stone and in others new 
sheet asphaltum, while the street rail¬ 
way company’s paving was new "class 
D” block stone, In a number of cases, 
but mostly consisted of second-hand 
block stone which had been in use 
approximately twenty years. A few 
days ago Mr. Armstrong made an¬ 
nouncement of his candidacy for the 
office of Mayor of the c'ty upon a plat¬ 
form advocating a policy concession If 
not surrender to the IMttsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company. Other declarations of 
policy made by him as well as the 1 

character and identity of his political ^ 
and corporate associates place him and 
me so far apart In our views and in¬ 
tentions that we cannot act togethear 
harmoniously and efficiently in our 
official relations. For example, one of j 
the streets mentioned above Is Perrys- I 


vine avenue. The City Is resurfacing 
the shoulders of that street with flrst- 
class, new asphalt. The railways 
company with the permission and con¬ 
nivance of Mr. Armstrong is repaying 
Its aera of the same street with sec¬ 
ond hand block stone which has been 
in use on the same highway for sev¬ 
enteen years. On July 22nd, 1913 I 
directed him to revoke any consent he 
had given to the use of inferior block, 
to prevent any further work except 
with substantial new block In keeping 
with the material be*ng put in by the 
City on the shoulders. Both Mr. Arm¬ 
strong and the railways company have 
obeyed the order and the work has 
ceased but the company refuses to con¬ 
tinue under the conditions laid down. 
The residents upon the first named 
street, ignor'ng the interests of the 
city as a whole and Induced and re¬ 
lying upon the promise of the com¬ 
pany to improve its car service upon 
the completion of the street have been 
beguiled into favoring the attitude 
taken by the Director and the railways 
Company. His view ig in accord with 
that of the railways company as Is 
evidenced by h‘s original consent to 
the use of this old and Inferior block 
stone, but my vew is to the contrary 
for the reason that a street construc¬ 
ted with such Inferior material will 
wear out quickly and by causing an 
undue burden of traffic upon the 
shoulders will also cause the City's 
area to fall into bad condition whereby 
the whole street—that part repaved 
by the City as well as that part re¬ 
paved by the company—will soon decay 
and delapldate, thus requiring new pav¬ 
ing in the near future, we have an 
authoritative opinion and recommen¬ 
dation upon this subject from the Em¬ 
erson Company In its recent report to 
your honorable body concerning the 
Bureau of Construction. On page 38 
of that report, this efficiency organiza¬ 
tion says: "The general condition of 
the pavements for which the Pitts¬ 
burgh Railways Company is respon¬ 
sible is decidedly poor. The type of 
j construction adopted Is not in keeping 
with that used by the City. The ef- 
feet upon the City paved portion of 
I the street produced by Inferior pav- 
I Ing of the central portion is well illus¬ 
trated by Smithfield street In front of 
the City Hall. There are hundreds of 
similar Instances varying only In de¬ 
gree. The City incurs an unnecessary 
additional expense, cleaning, repairing, 
prematurely renewing streets which 
have become undermined as a result 
of the unsuitable paving methods fol¬ 
lowed by the street railways com¬ 
pany. ...” On Perrysvllle ave¬ 
nue the use of the old paving block 
well illustrates the position of the 
Emerson Company. 

Being charged with the administra¬ 
tive responsibility of the City’s affairs 
T believe I am- entitled to have subor¬ 
dinates in reasonable accord with my 
views upon questions of essential Im¬ 
portance. I have issued several orders 
in the premises whisoh have been 
obeyed by Mr. Armstrong, but only In 
a literal sense. An Intelligent and 
positive administration of this impor- 

























tant department requires the active co¬ 
operation of an officer who is aome- 
thingr more than a mere automaton. 
T beMeve th<» best interests of the nUv 
lequiie that 1 sijouid have iii this de¬ 
partment a vigorous lieutenant with 
views and aims similar to my own, one 
who will cordially co-operate with me 
and In whom T can Implicitly rely. 
Mr. Armstrong does not answer to this 
description. Standing as he does now 
between the railways company and me 
w'ith his sympathies in one direction 
and his official relationship in the 
other he cannot morally do justice to 
his obligations. An ordinary sense of 
propriety in the circumstances should 
have suggested a long time ago that 
he bring about a severance of our offi¬ 
cial connection. I have awaited a con¬ 
siderable period for some action on his 
part in this direction, and in the ab¬ 
sence of any sign indicating such in¬ 
tention I am compelled in decent re¬ 
gard to the best interest of the pub¬ 
lic service to say nothing of the in¬ 
tegrity of the existing administration 
to assume the initiative and take this 
step which is not an agreeable one, 
hut which has been forced Upon me.

Pittsburgh, Pa., September 9th, 1913. 
To the Council; 

The undersigned, being members of 
a special Committee of Council to wnicb 
Was referred a petition 6f a large niinl- 
ber of citizens of Eprrysville aVefiue 
requesting Council 

’'To make an investigation of the 
(acts concerning the stoppage of the 
relaying of the car tracks on Perrys- 
ville avenue, and take such steps as 
will secure the immediate resumption of 
the work”—would report that they 
have made an investigation of the facts 
hs requested by the petitioners. The 
fdcts ascertained are as follows; . , 

(1) The tracks which were being re¬ 
moved and relaid were originally laid 
In 1897 by the North Side 'rracUon 

g ompany, lessee of the Observatory 
111 Passanger Railway Company, 
which latter company was granted the 
right to lay tracks on Perrysvllle ave¬ 
nue by Ordinance of AlleghenyvCltY 
Council passed in August 1887. ^ 

(2) The tracks laid In 1897 oonaisted 
of live (5) Inch rails 66 lbs per .yard, 
laid on 2 inch wooden blocks under 
each rail, these blocks being spiked 
to the ties. The 2 inch blocks were 
nefeessary because without them the 
paving blocks would rest directly On 
the ties with no sand between the pav¬ 
ing blocks and ties. The ballast used 
under, and arOund the ties was ordi¬ 
nary river gravel. 

t3) This construction of track was 
laid not only In Perrysvllle avenue In 
1897, but also as the 1887 Ordinance 
referred to gave the right from North 
avenue along Federal street to Federal 
lane; thence along Federal lane to Per¬ 
rysvllle avenue and along Perrysvllle 
avenue to Junction with Butchers Run 
road. 

(4) At the time the tracks were 
laid In 1987, the City of Allegheny 
paved the shoulders, or space between 
track and curb, with block stone from 
NorUi avenue, northwardly as fa,r as 
the head of Buena Vista street and froip 
this point to East Street, (Butchars 
Run road), with asphalt. The Traction 
Company paving their tracks with the 
same character of block stone as that 
used by the City on the shoulders. 


(6) In 1909 the Traction Company 
relald their tracks from North avenue 
to Wilson avenue and in 1910 from 
Wilson avenue to Federal street Ex¬ 
tension, using the old block in the 
paving of their tracks. 


(6) While the Traction Company 
was relaying their tracks In 1909 on 
Federal and Perrysvllle avenue the 
City relald the old stone, (originally 
laid In 1897) on the shoulders as far 
as Buena Vista street, where the as¬ 
phalt paving started. 


(7) The City originally Intended to 
repave that portion of Perrysvllle ave¬ 
nue which had been paved with asphalt, 


























and an ordinance was passed author* 
izitiK a contract for such repaving. 
This ordinance was repealed by Coun¬ 
cil on July 16th, 1912. On October 8th, 
1912, an ordinance was passed trans¬ 
ferring $21,000.00 from the appropria¬ 
tion for repaving to the City Asphalt 
Appropriation for the resurfacing of 
J’errysvllle avenue. 

(8) In 1912 the Traction Company 
relald both their tracks from Federal 
Street Extension to Kennedy avenue 
and the out bound or eastern track 
from Kennedy avenue to Marshall ave¬ 
nue still using the old block stone for 
the paving of their tracks. 

(9) This year (1913) the Traction 
Company relaid the track of the out¬ 
bound or east track from Marshall ave¬ 
nue to a short distance beyond the 
North end of Watson boulevard, and 
were using (as they had done since 
1909) the old block stone for the pav¬ 
ing of their tracks, when they were 
notified on July 22nd, to stop using 
the old block stone and replace those 
already laid with new Class "A” block. 

(10) While the relaying of the 
tracks was going on, the Bureau of 
Construction, Department of Public 
Works, furnished the Traction Com¬ 
pany with the grades to which the 
tracks were to he laid, from the time 
the work started In 1909 until the work 
was stopped in July 1913. 

(11) The tracks are being relaid 
with nine (9) inch girder rails, 90 lbs. 
per yard, with six inches of broken 
stone ballast under the ties. Between 
the ties Is placed concrete level with 
the tops of the ties. On top of the 
ties and co'ncrete there Is a ctishion 
of sand In which are bedded the block 
stone. The spaces between stones to 
be filled with gravel and paving pitch. 
It will be seen by a comparison with 
Paragraph No. 1 that the track con¬ 
struction is of a greatly Improved char¬ 
acter over the original which it re¬ 
places. 

(12) The new track already laid by 
the Traction Company and the part 
being laid when stopped, by the (i)lty, 
were laid by the Company of Its own 
initiative. 

The above are the facts connected 
with and leading up to the stoppage 
of the work so far as we have been 
able to ascertain. 

After an examination of the work, 
and consultation with a large number 
of citizens of the Perrysville avenue 
district, and having received no com¬ 
plaints from any of the citizens as to 
the character of the work, which is 
shown above, Is of a class of construc¬ 
tion greatly superior to the old tracks, 
and realizing the necessity for improv¬ 
ed street railway facilities on Perrys¬ 
ville avenue, the undersigned are of the 
opinion that the Director of Public 
Works has exerci.sed good judgment 
and discretion in the matter, and we 
would therefore recommend the pas¬ 
sage of a resolution by Council re¬ 
questing the proper Department to al¬ 
low the work to be completed In the 
manner In which It has been carried 
on since its beginning in 1900 till stop¬ 
ped In July 1913.

Mr. Chairman, I want to explain the 
absence of my signature from the re¬ 
port and the absence of a minority re¬ 
port. 

When this committee was appointed, 
as I understood, it was api-ointed as 
the result of a petition bein^; hied with 
Council by residents of the I’errysville 
avenue district to investigate the stop¬ 
page of the work. It was presented 
with a view to bringing about a de¬ 
termination of the difference between 
the City and the Railways Company 
and for the completion of the work. 
I The committee was appointed and the 
! time for a meeting was set by the 
I Chairman and a notice sent me from 
' the City Clerk’s Office that a meeting 
I would be held on Saturday, August 
I 30th. at 3 o’clock, P. M., for the pur- 
j i)ose of going over these streets—Per- 
! rysville avenue and Spring Garden ave¬ 
nue. I had made an appointment to 
be at Homestead on that Saturday af¬ 
ternoon, and for that reason was not 
able to go along with the committee. 
But that I might be familiar with the 
work I went over on Saturday morn¬ 
ing and visited both of these streets. 
From that time until this I did not 
know of any discussion or preparation 
of report beyond that Involved in the 
conference with the Mayor the other 
day. It seems to me that the report 
does not deal with the question in¬ 
volved for which the Committee was 
appointed. The appointment of the 
committee was to find out what the 
dispute was betwe^ the Street Rail¬ 
way Company and the City. Now, 
Mr. Chairman, I want to state that 
there was no subsequent meeting 
called after that Saturday, and the 
Chairman of the committee advised me 
that there was no one present repre¬ 
senting the Department of Public 
Works, no one present representing 
the Mayor and no one present repre¬ 
senting the Pittsburgh Railways Com¬ 
pany at that meeting of the committee, 
and the only persons whom the com¬ 
mittee came in contact with were those 
residents of the district; there was no 
party to the dispute present. 

It seems to me that the facts develo¬ 
ped in this report are only historical, 
and are not the facts as presented to 
Council at the conference. It does not 
say whether the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company or the Mayor is responsible, 
or what the conditions In the matter 
are. I cannot see how we can pro¬ 
ceed Intelligently upon that report. If 
these facts nreserted were given to the 
committee; It is news to me, the facts 
as set down In this report. I refused 
to sign the report because T had abso¬ 
lutely no knowledge of the source of 
the Information. I am not questioning 
the wording of the report as far •as a 
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historical followine out of PerrysviUe 
avenue is concerned. I am quesUon'ng 
whether any facts have been develop¬ 
ed that have been the basis of dispute 
between the City and the Railways 
Company, ard that ougrht to be the bas¬ 
is of recommendation, whatever it 
should be. is the City right or the Rail¬ 
ways Company right? 

It was stated the other day by the 
Mayor immediately subsequent to the 
calling of this meeting that no author¬ 
ization on the part of the Department 
of Public Works was given for the 
work in dispute and this report sets out 
that the Director was within his dis¬ 
cretionary right to permit this work to 
go on. This the committee ought to 
verify and reach its own conclusion. I 
have not made a minority report be¬ 
cause the Committee did not have a 
subsequent meeting, especially follow¬ 
ing the discussion with the Mayor the 
other day. 

Mr. Wllklii« arose and said. 

Mr. Chairman, I simply want to say 
that there was a mistake made in 
.sending out the notice of the com¬ 
mittee’s meeting. I also want to state 
that the majority of the committee 
was at city hall and waited for an hour 
before we went out to Inspect these 
streets. The majority of the commit¬ 
tee discussed the matter Informally, 
and so far as the facts are concerned 
I have gotten them, with the consent of 
Dr. Woo<lhnrn and the other member 
of the committee, from the records of 
the City and such other source as I 
could get the Information.

or party in connection with any gen¬ 
eral or primary election," and 

Whereas, This section of the Act 
leaves city employes free to exercise 
their own will In the matter or fran¬ 
chise free from coercion; and

compelled to go to the polls and work 
on election day; therefore, be It

olution be sent to the heads of the 
different departments and bureau heads 
and by them communicated to all city 
employees In order that they may be 
informed of their rights and protect 
the same.

Whereas, No suggestion or charge 
of improper conduct is made of in- 
ablity or disinclination on the part of 
any of these Inspectors to do and 
perform his duty to the cit^ in every 
particular, faithfully and honestly and 
well; and 

Whereas, The Individual salaries of 
the present corps of Inspectors is only 
Twelve hundred ($1200) dollars per 
year, an annual salary much smaller 
in amount than the annual earnings 
of Inspectors of like ability and ex¬ 
perience employed by private employ¬ 
ers, even though such Inspectors work 
only part of the year; and 

Whereas, The interests of the city 
will be best served by the continued 
employment of these men even at a 
very slight loss to the city, thus en¬ 
couraging men of ability and experi¬ 
ence to take up work for the city 
when assured or permanency of em¬ 
ployment during good behavior; Now, 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the said action on the 
part of the Acting Director of Public 
works is not for the best Interests of 
the city and will eventually result in 
great loss; and be it further 

Resolved. That the Council disap¬ 
proves of the discharge of the seven 
Inspectors in the Bureau of Construc¬ 
tion, as made by the Acti^ig Director 
of Public Works on September 6, 1913, 
if the only reason for the said dis¬ 
charge is the one given In the notices 
of discharge.

Whereas, There have been several 
hearings before the Committee on

Council through said Committee re¬ 
quested the Department of Health to 
supply proper cards to citizens, setting 
forth the main features of the Rubbish 
Disposal Contra'ct, these being as fol¬ 
lows: 

"The Director of Public Health shall 
have nrlntad. at the evne’^ae of the Con¬ 
tractor. notices, to be left at each and 
every dwelling and apartment building, 
religious, educational and charitable 
Stating that 

the contractor will call for the rubbish 
at intervals, etc." 

and further, 

"The rubbish shall be removed at 
least once each week from all dwell¬ 
ings and apartment buildings, all pub¬ 


lic buildings, religious, educational and 
charitable institutions and hospitals." 
and further, 

"All rubbish shall be tied in bundles 
or placed In a separate receptacle 
whlcn is not to be taken away or 
othewise prevented from becoming 
scattered In hanailng. It may be put 
into barrels, boxes or cans which are 
not to be taken away except at the 
request of the owner. It shall also be 
kept either inside of the house or In 
some place out of the sight of the 
street, and protected from the rain or 
snow. The term "Rubbish" means all 
paper, pasteboard, rags, mattresses, 
worn-out furniture, old clothes, old 
shoes, old rubbers leather, carpets, 
broken glass, crockery, bottles, straw, 
excelsior, floor sweepings, old metal, 
packing boxes, and barrels or parts 
thereof, tin cans, Christmas trees, leaves 
and grass cuttings, and household re¬ 
fuse generally,' exclusive of garbage 
and ashes." 

and further, 

"An official or employee of the con¬ 
tractor for removing rubbish, using 
improper or vile language, being under 
the influence of liquor while on duty, 
or demanding or accenting pay from 
citizens for services rendered, or falsi¬ 
fying any report he may be called upon 
to make or refusing to collect and re¬ 
move rubbish, and refuse without be¬ 
ing paid for same, except as provided 
and allowed as com’*ensatIon by the 
City of Pittsburgh, shall immediately 
be discharged and debarred from 
further employment in said work." 
and further, 

"In case of any failure to collect 
rubbish on the day or day® specified 
In the notice, there shaall be deducted 
from the next monthly payroll or sum 
due said contractor, the sum of $2.00 
for each and every such failtire which 
sum shall be taken and deemed as 
llnuidnted damages and not as a 
penalty." 

and 

Whereas, proper cards have never 
been printed or distributed to said 
dwelling houses, apartment houses, etc., 
as aforesaid and as a consequence the 
citizens of our community have not 
been advised as to their privileges and 
rights under said contract: and 

Whereas, it is but proper that each 
and every householder as well as others 
pffpptori >»v this eo^troot shou'^d he 
advised of their rights in the premises; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved. That Council instruct the 
Director of the Department of Public 
nro'^'^sions of 

the ordinance and of the contract, hav¬ 
ing printed at the expense of the Con¬ 
tractor. and issuing forthwith suitable 
cards citing the main provisions of the 
ordinance a^d contract, as herein cited, 
and generally to carry otit the nro- 
visions thereof so that householders 
and other citizens of the community 
mav receive the service to which they 
are entitled, and for which the CItv is 
paying many thousaands of dollars 
monthly.

To the Council: 

The undersigned memers of a Com¬ 
mittee to which was referred the re¬ 
quests of citizens of Perrysvllle and 
Spring Garden avenues, to investigate 
the facts concerning the stoppage by 
the City of the relaying of the street 
car tracks on these streets and report 
the result of their investigations to 
Council, having at the last meeting of 
Council made a report so far as Perrys- 
ville avenue Is concerned, have made an 
Investigation of Spring Garden avenue, 
and would further report as follows: 

The old track which the Traction 
company was taking up was laid in 
1895, and the ties were laid on gravel 
ballast on part and partly on blast fur-, 
nace slag. The new track which was 
bein.g laid when the City ordered the 
work stopped was of the same charac¬ 
ter as the new tracks on Perrysville 
avenue, viz: Nine (9) Inch ninety (90). 
pounds to the yard, with broken stone 
ballast under the ties and concrete be¬ 
tween the ties. At the time the work 
was stopped there was about five hun¬ 
dred (500) feet of double track relaid, 
using the old paving blocks and about 
one hundred (100) feet of the west 
track completed. 

The present conditions on Spring 
Garden avenue are worse than on Per- 
rysville avenue, so far as safety of 
street car and vehicle traffic are con¬ 
cerned, as all traffic on Spring Garden 












































avenue Is confined to the car tracks, 
the shoulder or space between the 
tracks ai <l curb Is less than four (4) 
feet. In ii>e condition the tracks are 
left since '.he work was stopped, for 
a distance of several hundred feet, the 
traffic cnn only take the western, or 
south boui'd track, for the reason that 
the last (H’o hundred and fifty (250) 
feet of th( new north bound track al¬ 
ready laid, has not been paved, and for 
a further distance of about the same 
length. t!i< old track has been entirely 
removed oiid the ground excavated to 
sub-grade, which is about two (2) feet 
below the (op of rails from the west 
track to t.h east curb, on which neither 
ballast ti' S or rails have been placed. 
This excavation becomes filled with 
filth and st?<gnant water to such an 
extent thai the Bureau of Highways 
and Sewery has been compelled to place 
larger qu^intitles of lime In It, as a 
purely sanit.ary measure, to protect the 
health of the people living in this part 
of the street. 

Owing to the single track the traffic 
Is very much delayed, and both cars 
and vehicles going in either direction 
are held up until this part of the track 
Is clear of traffic coming in the oppo¬ 
site direction. 

As it would be a great hardship not 
only on account of the delay of the 
traffic on this street, hut also as a 
menace to the health of the residents 
on the street. To allow the street to 
remain os it now Is. and also as the 
new track is being laid in a manner 
MUherlor to the old track, we would re¬ 
spectfully request that the proper De- 
pprtment of the City allow the work 
to proceed In the manner In which It 


was being done before It was ordered 
discontinued by the City.

Replying to your inquiry as t** whe¬ 
ther the Mayor has power to appo nt 
Acting Directors of the several depart¬ 
ments of the city government an! whe¬ 
ther the persons so appointed by him 
as Acting Directors of the Department 
of Public Works and the Department of 
Public Health are now lawfully ^‘xerc’s- 
ing the powers, duties and functions 
of said officers respectively, T beg to 
say: 

That under our Act of 1901 known as 
"The Charter Act" with Us several 
amendments, up to the pre.sent date, 
there is no provisions whatever au¬ 
thorizing the appointment of Acting 
, Tdrectors. In fact no nrovlsion is m^dA 
1 for the case of temporary appointments 
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of any kind necessitated by disability, 
illness or like cause in these offices. 
In the case of an actual vacancy In the 
office such us was created by the re¬ 
moval of Director Armstrong’ ns head 
of the Public Works Department and 
by the resignation of Dr. Walters as 
head of the Public Health Denartment 
there is but one way to fill the same, 
which is by the Mayor exercising the 
power of appointment to be confirmed 
ny the Council immediately if in ses¬ 
sion, or if Council is in recess, then at 
Its next session. This is clearly pro¬ 
vided for and fully covered by Section 
2, Clause 6 of Article 1 of the Charter 
Act, as follows: 

“Section 2. The City Recorder may, 
by a written order to be transmitted to 
select council giving his reasons there¬ 
for, remove from office any head of de¬ 
partment, director or other officer a'^- 
pointed by him.” 

During the recess of select council, 
be shall have power to fill all vacancies 
that may happen in offices to which 
he may oppolnt, subject to the approv¬ 
al of the said select council at their 
next session, and if such appointment 
shall not be rejected within thirty days 
after said select council shall have con¬ 
vened, the same shall be considered 
confirmed. 

It follows that there is at present 
a legal vacancy in the office of Direc¬ 
tor of Public Works and of the Direc¬ 
tor of Public Health which vacancies 
can only be filled in the manner pro¬ 
vided by the Charter as above cited.

miles; and on account of this excessive 
haul the officials of the Railways Com¬ 
pany would not give your Committee 
any encouragement in the way of re¬ 
ducing the fare to five cents as former¬ 
ly.

Many of my friends have urged me to 
run for Mayor and In long and serious 
consideration thereof, I have not only 
arrived at the conclusion that I must 
forego the anticipated honor of serving 


this great City as Mayor and must de¬ 
cline to become a candidate, but that 
it would be Impossible for me to serve 
the City of Pittsburgh as un» of its 
Councilmen after my present term, 
hence my resignation at this tit\ie. 

I have been a Councilman a little over 
two years and have done the best I 
could to perform the duties of that 
position. 

1 accepted the position in ttic first 
place feeling that it was my diit' to do 
so—at great sacrifice—not because I 
desired It. 

My business intere.sts Include manu¬ 
facturing plants in Georgia. Tennessee, 
West Virginia and I’ennsylvaiiia, with 
ottlces in .lohnstown, Providemc, New 
Vork. l^hiladelphla, (Cincinnati. Chicago 
and Pittsburgh. My work takes me 
out of the City a great deal and my 
connection with the City greatly In¬ 
tel feres with it. 

It Is hardly necessary for me l*) say 
that i leave you with serious regret. I 
feel that the present (i^ouncil bus been 
of great gao<l to Pittsburgh an<l sin¬ 
cerely hope that your good work will 
go on indefinitely. I can hardly hope 
that you and the other members of 
the Council have received as much 
pleasure and satisfaction by associating 
with me as I have with you.

enjoy'ed. It has been a woi'k that cre- 
ate<i a great deal of pleasuie (or me as 
I feel that I have accomplished some¬ 
thing for the City, and one of the most 
plea.sant fealuies of all was the kind of 
men I have had to work with. I feel 
that it was a great honor when I was 
.selected to do this work, becau.se of the 
men who were selected to do it with 
me. 

As 1 look hack over our two and a 
half years work and realize what we 
have done I come to the conclusion that 
Plttstnirgh has had the best Council it 
ever ha<I and I also think it is the best 
one it will ever Jiave. I only hope 

that I am mistaken in the latter and 
that name Fortune may thrust upon 
the ('ity some time In the future a bet¬ 
ter Council, luit I don’t think she can. 

There has never been a suspicion or 
doubt as to its honesty^ an<l faithfulness. 
It has always done the work which it 
was elected to perform. It is very 

seldom that any city has a belter, 

•stronger or better balanced t>o<ly’ of 
men. I leave this work alter two and 
a half years with the feeling that we 
never overlooker! any of our duties; 
that when we considered the little bill

Why 
you weien’t 1 know not, but I do know 
that Pittsburgh loses the services of 
one of its most fearless and able mem¬ 
bers—a man who could say “No" as 
easily as he could say “Y’es." It was 
a pleasure to w’ork with you, and I 
regret to see you leave, for Council 
will lose a man w*ho was honest and 
conscientious in all things.

In accordance 
with their letter filed with the Council 
they now state that they will utilize 
the whole of the ground and build a 
structure three to four stories above 
the bridge level. It will require three 
to four stories to get to the street level, 
which will make an eight-story build¬ 
ing. I would like to call your atten¬ 
tion to Section 2 of the ordinance which 
provides that the structure shall be 
constructed to the street level before 
they are allowed to remove the rail¬ 
ing. So that the Council is sacrificing 
no right on the part of the City.”* 

Mr, Kniih arose and .said: 

"Mr. Chnirntiin, 1 w'ant to say 
that I am going to vote for this ordi¬ 
nance, as it will add another industrial 
plant and thereby help "Pittsburgh to 
Promote I'rogress.” J1 is also benefi¬ 
cial to workmen of this (Tity, as there 
will be a thousand men employed to 
man this nlant.” 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

"Mr. t'hnlrninn, discus.sing this 
matter, I think there is much more in 
it than the subject of how high and 
of what kind of material this structure 
will be built of. We all realize there 
is a question of policy that we should 
adopt looking toward the development 
of the City industrially, but the City 
has taken a step forward in the con¬ 
struction of bridges, and we should 
keep Pittsburgh in that position of 
develoiiment in bridge construction. It 
stand.s almost in a class by Itself for 
bridge construction. That the City has 
not in the past given attention to its 
public imr»rovements, here l.s one of 
the bridges that the Department take.s 
T»ride In pointing to. The other one 
discussed in the other ordinance Is of 
a similar character of construction. 
The ((uestion that confronts us is whe¬ 
ther we are going hack on that policy 
and permit of the destriictlon of things 
that are a pride to the City: that the 
City j)ermit of the destruction of City 
improvements of this class of bridges 
and cover them up with industrial 
plants, and take chances on the City 
growing industrially, or are you going 
to con.sider these bridges as worth the 
money ])aid for them? There la no 
need of putting up structures of ar- 
ti.stry if that arti.stry la going to be 
destroyed. I regard the action pro- 
I)osed as a had precedent to establish.” 

Mr. fikitiH aro.se and said; 

"Mr. Chnirninn, The Ford 
Motor Company have the right to build 
on this nroperty there fa no <tuest{on. 

I do not think the City could stop them 
from building this structure, and as 
far as the bridge Is concerned it would 
he a great <leal better to take away 
the railing and allow them to have 
access tn their building. 1 understand 
they are going to have show windows 
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Also 


in this building facing the bridge, and 
I cannot see any reason why the CUy 
should take any action to nrevent them 
building this structure. I believe the 
show windows will be a hitter orna¬ 
mentation than the railing/.

These 
provisions are solely for the purpose of 
protecting the public against fraud and 
extravagance, and In cases of great 
emergency, involving the safety and 
health of the public where compliance 
therewith is impossible without incur¬ 
ring great danger and irreparable dam¬ 
age to the public interests, they may 
be ignored or disp'ensed with. Char¬

Gentlemen: 

Replying to your request for ar. 
opinion us to whether ('ouncil as now 
organized is a continuing body in the 
sense that legislation, unfinished, on 
the fii’st Monday of .laiinary, next, the 
date fixed by law for the organization 
of Council can be c(>mi)leled by Council 
after its organization without action 
being taken thereon de novo, 1 beg to 
say that in my opinion (’ouncil is not 
such }i continuing bo<ly. From the 
.\cls of .Assembl.v coverin.g the matter 
it appears that Council must organize 
for a ]»erio(l of two years and this bien¬ 
nial organization must take place upon 
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Die first Monday of January followinj^ 
each niuiii<Di.>;il election. '^Pho i’resi<lciit 
of Council is elected at this or^^aniJia- 
tioii to serve for a period of two years. 
It seems clear therefore that these two 
year periods for which Council is or¬ 
ganized are separate periods as far as 
the passage of legislation is concerned 
and that legislation introduced in 
('ouncil during one peri()<l upon which 
no linal action has been taken at the 
end of the period must fall, and cannot 
be completed by the new Council after 
its organization. Legislation can be 
passed by the Council u]) to and in¬ 
cluding the final day of tne i>eriod and 
if the AVtayor approves these ordinances 
before the end of the period for which 
Council was organized the legislation 
is valid, hiu It he does not so approve 
lielore such time the legislation falls, 
lie would not have ten days or any 
portion of the ten rlays in which to ap¬ 
prove the legislation after the end of 
such period lor which Council was or¬ 
ganized. 5n other words, legislation 
of Council to be valid must be passed 
and acted uihui by the Mayor before the 
end of the period for which Council was 
organized. If the Mayor does not take 
affirmative action before the end of 
such period and there is not sufficient 
time for the legislation to become a 
law withoiu his approval, then it must 
Ull.

“I got some information this morn¬ 
ing and it is this: There are in the 
hands of the Chief Clerk in the office 
ot the Department of Public Safety 
bonds of the Police Pension Fund 
amounting to $278,000. Some of those 
bonds are registered and some are not. 
It is stated that the greater number 
of those bonds, amounting to 258,000 
are registered, but at the same time 
there are coupon bonds amounting to 
$86,000, which are lying in the office 
and which could be disposed of by any 
one, or money could be borrowed on 
them. I do not mean to say that any 
one in the office would do this. 

“While the Council, it might be said, 
has nothing to do with these funds, 
yet Council appropriates every year 
$30.00 for each fireman and for 
this reason 1 think the Council 
has got something to do with 
these funds and snould not allow 
one man to handle $278,000 of Po¬ 
lice bonds as he sees fit; and it is only 
tbit this Council should have some 
control over those funds. In going 
ovei isection 4, i want to ask, why is it 
if the Firemen’s Pension Fund Associa¬ 
tion has a treasurer, and It is stated 
tliat the Colonial Trust Company and 
the Washington Trust Company are 
treasurers of these funds, why are they 
not treasurers of these bonds? Mr. 
John has these bonds in his possession, 
and he is under personal bond of only 
$1,000 00. 1 should think that the 

treasurer of the Association should 
have charge of all the funds. 

We should therefore, insert an 
amendment in this ordinance making 
the treasurer of the funds the custodian 
of these bonds. For this reason the 
‘.aw Department should insert in this 
ordinance the proper amendment or 
correction to make ore of the trust 
compar.ies or both of them, the cus- 
t<idian of the bonds.”

"Gentlemen, if this ordinance 
is referred to the Law Department and 
amended it will have to be reprinted 
and as this Council has only a few

natural gas into the artificial pipes 
and that we are paying for it as arti¬ 
ficial gas. These conditions have been 
going on illegally for several years 
ard have been going on during the 
present administration. 1 want to say 
this, that as this is the close of this 
administration we do not want to un¬ 


load this onto the incoming adminis¬ 
tration without their understanding 
the proposition. This has been going 
on and the City illegally paying these 
bills. I do not think the City should 
have paid a single cent, and that the 
present City administration should 
have found out long ago that the City 
was paying this money illegally and 
should have got it straightened out. 
It is going to be a proposition, how¬ 
ever, that will require a great deal of 
litigation and 1 want it thoroughly 
understood by the incoming adminis¬ 
tration.” 

Dr, Kerr arose and said: 

“Mr, Chairman and gentlemen. 
I did not intend to say anything, be¬ 
cause as L)r. Dillinger say.s, it is go¬ 
ing to take some legal action to 
straighten it out. This matter has 
been going on since 1885 when the or- 
(linarce was passed; and this present 
Council appropriated money for this 
same purpose and 1 think it might have 
looked into it before they approj)ri- 
ated the money. However, that does 
not make any difference. The condi¬ 
tion exists as the doctor has stated 
and Mr, Jacoby in some way discov¬ 
ered that the City was paying for a 
lot of gas that it should htn e received 
for nothing according to their Iran- 
ch-se ordinance.

Mr. Kerr arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: 

1 wish to call your attention to a mat« 
ter which may not be in order, but 
which comes to my mind at this mo¬ 
ment, While walking up Diamond 
street I noticed that a lot of buildings 
on the south side of the street were be¬ 
ing built out to the property line. 1 
also noticed that there were a number 
of other buildings on which work had 
rot as yet been started to put the 
buildings out to the property line. I 
think tne Council ought to take advan¬ 
tage of the recent Act of Assembly per¬ 
mitting the City to fix the width of | 
Diamond street." i 

The Chair arose and said: j 

"Gentlemen: I think we all I 

agree with the desirability of that | 
stieet being widened, but I think this 
matter of wideiiing avenues under the 
new legislation is a matter which de- ' 
serves very serious consideration. In , 
this case if the Council desired to act 
there would be no legal obligation on 
the part of the City; nevertheless It Is 
a matter of great hardship and Injus¬ 
tice to the property owners in the 
event that the property owners would 
want to dispose of it or wanted to bor¬ 
row money on the property. As I un¬ 
derstand the law, the City can take 
action and perhaps not do anything 
for twenty years or perhaps never, so 
long as it is rot repealed, and per¬ 
haps to the injury of the property own¬ 
ers." 

Mr. Kerr arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: 

1 just wanted to call it to the atten¬ 
tion of Council. There arc still some 
places where the buildings have not \ 
as yet been extended over. It is merely j 
a make-shift on the part of the owners I 
to put these buildings over." | 

The Chair arose and said: ' 

“Gentlemen: I have thought it 
m'ght not be improper and have re¬ 
duced to writing some remarks on the 
'vc’V performed by Council during this 
term, With your permission, as we 
hove rot very much to do. I will read j 
what I have here. It is not very long. i 
“At the end of the first term of Coun- i 

cll under the new or amended Charter, 1 

It may not seem improper that some¬ 
thing should be said of our work. The 
revised charter was the result of a de- 
mard upon the part of the people, not 
only for a change in form of gove"!!- 
ment, but also for the adoption of a 
more efficient administration of the 
C’ty’s affairs. To change the legislat¬ 
ive branch from two cumbersome bod¬ 
ies to a small Council elected at largo 
was an easy matter and was effected 
by the passage of the Act of Assembly. 
But the changing of methods of long , 
standing is only to be accomplished in 
time by persistent effort. It has too 
often been the experience of this Coun- i 
cil that the mere suggestion of more 
efficient methods is looked upon by the 


officials interested as a personal reflec¬ 
tion, and that where co-operation was 
to be expected opposition is found. 
That this position should be taken by 
officials of unquestioned integx'lty and 
ability in defense of inherited methods 
for which they were in no way respon¬ 
sible, has been a matter of surprise to 
Council and is largely responsible for 
the calling of expert advice. 

“Pittsburgh in demanding efficiency 
is only in line with other progressive 
Cities which are her rivals for pres¬ 
tige and trade. The close connection 
between municipalities through tele¬ 
phone and rail has created a competi¬ 
tion which calls for the efficient busi- 
r.ess-ljke methods which have made the 
private corporation, so succesful. Upon 
the theory that a City has the kind of 
government she wants, the character 
ol her municipal administration is sup¬ 
posed 1.0 reflect the character of her 
people, it is therefore appareni that an 
horest and efficient governm'-nt is a 
metier to be considered in e mnection 
with a City's claims. 

“The period of two and one-half 
years during which this Council has 
served is sufficient in length to fairly 
pass upon the merits of the new legis- 

j i-etton ar.d doubtless there some 

who pre dissatisfied with ro.sults, but 
it will probably be found that such 
persons either expected too inuch or 
d'd not realize that the improved char- 
! ter was not an end. but a means to-, 
i ward better government. 

I “That Council has made mistakes no 
1 ore will deny; but its most .severe crit- 

1 ics do rot intimate that the errors 

mr de were other than those of judg- 
1 ment; its work has largely been of a 
I pr^parrlorv nature ar*d cannot well be 
measured by the ordinary yard stick 
0 ^* dollars and cents, and though the 
services rendered in laying the foun¬ 
dations for more efficient government 
may not be so apparent they are none 
the Jess valuable. 

“During the term of Council just end¬ 
ing. 4,834 papers were presented and 
iS“l ordinances and revSolutions passed. 
The number of pape-R considered and 
I'a^'sed upon only become significant 
when we consider the careful consid¬ 
ers tio’' giver to each measure regard- 
lOF’s of the amount of money that It in¬ 
volved ” 

Mr. Kerr arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: 
1 just want to say that the rapid In¬ 
crease in the population of all Cities, 
no*^^ o’^ly the Cities of the United States, 
but tlm Cities of the world, in the last 
decade or lost fifty years has made it 
'mperative upon municipal admlnistra- 
t'ons to sc'jk out more efficient and 
bettor methods of- the administration 
of the affairs of the City." 

“The transportation problem in all 
Cities has become a very serious mat¬ 
ter, not any more serious in the City 
of Pittsburgh, than In all other Cities— 
the carrying of people to and from 
work and to and from their business, 
is a problem of greet magnitude. Also 
the procuring of the necessary foods— 
the transporting of it to and from the 






























City and to and Iro.n the individuals 
ot ihe City, has oecoin^ a'serious mat¬ 
ter. i'hereioie, l have said, it has 
become iinpeiaiive tor the City lo adojit 
more ellicient methods. I think efti- 
ciency methods has begun in the City’s 
administration and should be contin¬ 
ued and prosecuted visiiyniy 

“The population of Cities has in¬ 
creased in the last twenty-five years 
about fifty per cent, and the tendency 
to City development is rapidiy growing. 
Therelore, I think the administrators 
of City affairs must inaugurate much 
better transportation taciiilics to get 
the necessaries of life to the citizens 
of the City," 

Air. Garifuiil arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: 
Speaking on the matter of etficie :cy. 
Alter having gone through the past 
couple of years I think .t proper to 
keep up the work ot efficiency i. vesti- 
giit’.on for Cie benefit of the City's bus.- 
ness. We should have someone with us 
right along who makes it his bus. ;ess 
to do this kina of work and to help out 
this Council in the many intricate p-ob- 
Jems which confront it and so that the 
Council can govern the City along 
practical and efficient lines. 1 do nor 
think this Council could do very much 
if it did not have the support of some 
one and we must get that support from 
those who ore acquainted with the sub¬ 
ject and who can do these things for 
us. 

“On the matter of transportation, as 
the Doctor has said, that is a very im¬ 
portant problem confronting us on ac¬ 
count of the topography of our City. 
.\s the members will remember there 
was an Act of Assembly passed at the 
Jocent session ol the Legislative giv¬ 
ing the Street Railways Company the 
right to use the public wharves for the 
purpose of erecting on it stations to 
receive freight in connection with an 
exi)ress business to be conducted bv 
the various Street Railways Comiiair'es. 
This was for the purpose of carrying 
freight by express to the suburbs and 
hack for the convenience of the public 
ard to reduce the cost of living. Ho v- 
ever, before this matter could be ])Ut 
into operation it will have to be 
worked out to the satisfaction of tlie 
City, rt has been worked out in other 
Isrge Cities, notably Indianapolis and 
Columbus, and I see no reason why the 
•Street cars under the proper provisions, 
could not be used as trains the .same as 
on the steam railroads to carry- out 
the merchants’ products a'"d to 
back the products of the farm. Th^s 
would be the means of making this 
City more up-to-date. It seems to me 
a proper matter for the new Council to 
consider. It ho.s been allowed to drift 
on account of other business.” 

Air. Rniih arose and said: 

“Air. Chairman and Gentlemen: 

I have listened to your report and I 
agree with you in everything you said, 
especially where you have said that we 
have passed upon thousands of propo- 
•sitions: that we have made mistakes. 

It is very natural, gentlemen, that such 
would be the case! has been the case 


and will be the case in the future Coun¬ 
cil. It is very good that we ])erhai)S 
differ on propositions. If we were of 
o ij mind aioiig all lines i)eople of our 
CJity would perhaps call us a ring, 
l.very human being has a mind of hi.s 
own and to express it Honestly and 
jearlessly there should be no objec¬ 
tion. 

“Along the lines of efficiency, might 
I say. let us hope that this has just 
started. From the rei)orts we have re¬ 
ceived from the Bruere people and from 
the Lmerson people, they have given 
us many good and excellent ideas. 
Th^re are some, of course, that we may 
not adopt in the new Council or in this 
budget. Again there are many others 
that are of excellent value. It seems 
to me that the expense that we iiave 
gone to in getting these efficiency peo¬ 
ple will much more than repay for the 
dollars and cents it cost the City. 

“While I am on my feet, 1 want to 
say that it is with very sincere regret 
that two of our able workers, Messrs. 
W'ilkiiiH ard AloArdJei will leave this 
Council with work today. It is not 
necessary to say that these men. both 
of them, have not been valuable and 
able men in their respective line.s of 
professions. Air. AIcAnlle as a man 
fairly versed in labor affairs and aloog 
municipal affairs has been of sincere 
service to this Council. Air. Wllkius 
as a splendid engineer has been one of 
invaluable aid to the members of this 
Council and to the peo])le of Pittsburgh. 
It is with very sincere regrets that 
these two people will leave our Council. 
'I’his is my expression, and I feel cer¬ 
tain that [ give the expression of every 
member here. I voted for Mr. MoArdle 
to fill the vacancy at the time that 
there was a vacancy: and whilst Mr. 
AlfArilJe and Mr. WlIkliiH and I have 
differed at time.s it was an honest dif¬ 
ference of opinion. These men have 
had the same rights of their opinions 
as did I. I have never heard of any 
suspicion cast against any member of 
this Council—this in itself should be 
the most valuable piece of work that 
we can hand down to future Councils 
and future generations.” 

Mr. \A'ilk|iiN arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen; 
This is the last occasion on which T 
can call you Fellow Councilmen, but I 
hope that my relations with you during 
the time we have sat together in the 
Council Chamber have been such that I 
can always call you my friends. While 
I have not always agreed with you on 
official matters, or possibly I might 
be justified in saying, you have not 
always agreed with me, I hope that vou 
will agree with me in considering these 
differences of opinion as official and 
not personal. 

“During the two years and a half 
that I have been a member of Council. 

I have tried to do my share in what 
the public expected us to do when the 
Governor appointed us; that is, to try 
and carry on the business of the City 
on bu.siness not political, lines. 

“When Air. Htibeoek sang his swan 
song a few weeks ago. in addre.ssing 
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me, he paid me the compliment of say¬ 
ing that i could say “No ’ as easily as 
1 could say “ies.” Thoie were times 
when this was true, but there were 
other times when it was hard to sa>’ 
“Xu.” I have in mind a very import¬ 
ant measure that was before us, and 
some iniiueiitial citizens wer e very anx¬ 
ious 1 should vote as they wished me 
to, but as L considered the interests of 
the citizens at large greater than the 
personal interest of tnese individuals, 
I was compelled to vote cortxaiy to 
their wishes. One of these citizens 
said to me after the meeting, I will re¬ 
member this on election day, and alte' 
the eiectioi!, he told me that my vote 
on this measure had cost me enough 
votes in that particular part of the 
City to have ensured my election. 

e have had during tlie iiast six 
months-a great many reports on “Effi¬ 
ciency,” which I hope as a citizen and 
taxpayer will bear fruit. 1 hone i may 
be pardoned jf i refer to two instances 
when 1 personally tried to introduce a 
little efticiency in two of the depart¬ 
ments of the City. The first was when 
1 and the special committee of which 
I was the Chairman, tried to get the 
Department having the matter in 
charge to enforce the contract lor the 
collection of rubbish. , 

“The second was as a member of an¬ 
other committee I tried to have the 
manner of purchasing hose, and the 
s])ecillcatlons covering their i»urchaso. 
changed so that we could get the rigiu 
kind of hose at the right price. It is 
needless to say that these two efforts 
did not gain me the support of the Di¬ 
rectors of these departments at the last 
election. 

“it has been said by a great many 
people, some of whom are presert, that 
W'ilkkuo is no politician. I will not 
only admit the charge, hut the three in¬ 
stances I have given will prove the as- 
sei'tion if proof of the fact were neces¬ 
sary. 11 1 have been more of a poli¬ 
tician, knowing that election dny was 
only a few months off, I would have 
waited for the efficiency exi>etts to do 
the work instead of trying to do a lit¬ 
tle of it myself. 

“i am making no complaint, how¬ 
ever, and if I had it to do over again, 
1 should do just as 1 have always tried 
to do, what was best for the residents 
of the (Tty and not lor my own per¬ 
sonal political advantage. I hope that 
you will all give me credit lor not in¬ 
troducing any ordinances for the pur- 
T'ose of gaining votes at the past elec¬ 
tion. 

“Now in bidding you “Good-bye,” T 
can only say that 1 am reudy at any 
time you may select that my profes¬ 
sional knowledge may be of service, to 
give it to you freely and gladly.” 

Mr. Woodliurn arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: 
1 hardly expected that the members of 
Council would branch off from the topic 
of discussion along the lines of effi¬ 
ciency, but 1 want to add a little to the 
thought suggested by Mr. Garland that 
unless we carry out the suggestions 
made by the efficiency experts we are 


going to lose all the money wr paid 
lor their seTvices. We must have 
someone on tne jou wno wiii ;• ‘C (.nai 
the recommendations adopted oy us 
will be carried out. i would also like 
to emphasize a point brought out by 
Mr. liauh, and that is to the effect that 
it is human to err. 1 noticea jiarticu* 
lariy in tnis Council tnat some lemoers 
were disposed to err and 1 m>self. I 
have sat alongside my iriena .tjui col¬ 
league Mr. WilkniM and have noticed 
him make a-good many errors and felt 
responsible at times that 1 did not get 
him to see the right side ot the ques¬ 
tion, but he insisted on voting con¬ 
trary to my thought and mind. l know 
that the North yide, like in tiie days 
of the Old Koman Empire, the,, elected 
two Senators so mat ii one was bad the 
other might restrain him, and i as a 
representative, not only of the whole 
City ot I'ittsbuign, but of f"* Nortli 
Side, was to restrain my fello'C mem¬ 
ber, Ml’. \\ iiktuM, 

“No person regrets his retir* moiit as 
much as i do; no person will ui.ss niin 
more than 1 shall. I was sb '"lae: to 
shoulder with him. We went borne to¬ 
gether in the evening and vied wita each 
other as to who shall pay the oai- i-.e, 
I will miss him’ the City of Plttshu.g.i 
will miss him: the North Side w..* i.cd- 
itively be bereaved. They will miss 
him more than 1, and I will not be able 
to fill his shoes! because it Keeps me 
busy filling my own.” 

Mr. Hoevelor arose and said: 

“Mr, President and Gentlemo i; 
It is with regret that this Council > 
lose the services of Mr. WllkInM and 
Mr. iMcArUle. 

“Mr. M'iikiuM as a practical engincn. 
has certainly lent muen by his advn.. 
and direction for the good ot this body, 
and Mr. McArdie by his clear mind i,..< 
broad thought and energetic talk, has 
put ginger into it; but I think the 
greatest tribute to be paid is a little 
prayer I learned as a h(M : :.t .iV.. p,..

First: The said City agrees that it 
will open Corliss street, from Carson 
street west to Chartiers avenue along 
the following lines: 

The easterly four (4) foot running 
line of Corliss street, from Carson 
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street west to Chartiers avenue, shall 
begin at a point on the southerly flve 
(5) foot running line of Carson street 
west, as defined in An Ordinance, en¬ 
titled, “An Ordinance opening Carson 
street west, from the line dividing the 
former Thirty-sixth and Fortieth wards 
of the City of Pittsburgh, to Chartiers 
creek, in the Twentieth ward of the 
City of Pittsburgh, and providing that 
the cost, damages and expenses occas¬ 
ioned thereby be assessed against and 
collected from properties benefited 
thereby,” approved February 16th, 1911, 
at station 22 plus 96.44, said point being 
at station 0 plus 00; thence deflecting 
to the left 82 degrees 46 minutes 40 
seconds from a line tangent to the said 
southerly five (5) foot running line at 
the said point, and extending in a 
southwesterly direction for the distance 
of 513.94 feet to a point of curve, said 
point of curve being at station 5 plus 
13.94; thence deflecting to the right by

line; thence extending In a southwest¬ 
erly direction, by a line parallel to, and 
at the perpendicular distance of 36 feet 
westwardly from the above described 
easterly four (4) foot running line for 
the distance of 1669.77 feet to a point of 
curve, said point of curve being opposite 
station 17+11.46 on the above described 
easterly four (4) foot running line; 
thence deflecting to the right by the 
arc of a circle with a radius of 100 
feet and a central angle of 44 degrees 
36 minutes 20 seconds for the distance 
of 77.85 feet to a point of tangent;

J'etailed plans of the tunnel 
and mascmry, together with its method 
of construction insofar as the strength 
of the structure and its clearance under 
the tracks of the Railroad Companies 
are concerned, shall be furnished to 
and be subject to the approval of the 
Engineer of Bridges of the Railroad 
Companip.=5. The maintenance and re¬ 
newal of t.he tunnel provided for herein 
shall be at the sole expense of the City, 
and the City shall promptly make any 
repairs or renewals upon demand of 
the Railroad Companies, or either of 
them as shall be necessary to insure 
the safety of traffic over the tracks 
of the Railroad Companies; and it is 
understood and agreed that should 
such repairs or renewals not be made 
promptly upon proper notice being 
given the Railroad Companies, or either 
of them may make the necessary re¬ 
pairs of renewals at the expense of 
the City. 

Fourth: It is agreted and under¬ 
stood that Corliss street as hereinbe¬ 
fore described, shall constitute the un¬ 
obstructed portion of the street and 
that the s.aid City shall have the right 
and privilege to erect and maintain 
per])etually any structures, walls or 
facades along the lines of the said 
street that said City may deem neces¬ 
sary for the construction or mainte¬ 
nance of the street, free from let or 
hindrance and without liability to any 
claim to damages to the said Railroad 
Companies. 

Fifth: The said City shall have the 
right to use for highway purposes, 
free ffom any interference or claims 
whatsoever by and without any lia¬ 
bility to any claim for damages to 
the said Itailroad Companies, such por¬ 
tions of any property belonging to 
the said Railroad Companies as shall 
lie within the lines of Corliss street, 
between Carson street West and Char- 
tiers. avenue, as above described, and 
the said City and the said Railroad 
Companies mutually release to each 
other, all claims for damages or ben¬ 
efits arising out of the changes in the 
location, opening and grade of Corliss 
street, as provided for in this agree¬ 
ment. 

Sixth: The said Railroad Companies 
agree to maintain all tracks that may 
be affected by the construction of the 
said Corliss street during the term of 
construction of said street, at no cost 
or expense to' the said City. It is 
understood and' agreed that the Rail¬ 
road Companies shall be at no expense 
whatsoever by reason of any matter 
arising out of matters provided for in 


this present agreement, other than as 
expressly provided for herein, the said 
City to assume the cost of all excava¬ 
tion, masonry construction, restoring 
of such portions of the retaining wall 
of the railroad companies crossing the 
tunnel, as may be removed, back fill 
on and around the tunnel arch, and 
thoroughly compact the material so 
filled, to the subgrade of the railroads 
or such point below the subgrade as 
.shall be directed by the said railroad 
companies. 

Seventh: The said Railroad Com¬ 
panies shall be granted perpetual free¬ 
dom and release from maintaining the 
present approach, overgrade and under¬ 
grade crossings of the present highway 
leading from Carson street west to 
Corliss street, and shall have the right 
to remove the said structures at their 
own cost and expense upon the comple¬ 
tion of the opening, grading, paving 
and curbing of Corliss street, between 
Carson street west and Chartlers ave¬ 
nue, or such pervious time as may be 
directed by the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works of the said 
City. 

Eighth: The said City agrees to va¬ 
cate each and all the following streets 
laid out in the aforesaid Edward Mc¬ 
Ginnis Plan of Lots and as shown on a 
plan attached and marked Exhibit 
“B”. 

Neville street, between Chartiers ave¬ 
nue and Ravine street. 

Railroad street, between Division 
street and westerly line of Plan of 
Lots. 

Ravine ..street, between Railroad 
street and Centre street. 

Short street, between Railroad street 
and Rq^vine street. 

Tunnel street, between Railroad 
street and Centre street, as opened by 
decree of Court No. 2, December Ses¬ 
sion 1888. 

Unnamed 30 foot street, marked “A” 
on attached plan, between the easterly 
and westerly lines of the plan of lots. 

Unnamed 30 foot street marked “B” 
on attached plan, between Castalia 
street and unnamed street marked “A.” 

The said City furthermore agrees to 
vacate these portions of the Public 
Board opened by the decree of Court No. 
2, December Session 1888, lying with¬ 
out the lines of Corliss street as here- 
inbefor,e despribed. between Chartiers 
avenue and the City line, as shown on 
a plan hereto attached and marked Ex¬ 
hibit “B”. 

The said City agrees to repeal all the 
following named ordinances, of the 
former Borough of Sheraden, to-wit: 

Ordinance No. 8, Ordaining, laying 
out and locating Carlin street, from Di¬ 
vision street to Centre street. 

Ordinance No. 9, Authorizing the 
opening of and establishing the grade 
of Carlin street, from Division street to 
Centre street. 

Ordinance No. 141, Laying out Centre 
.street, from Chartiers street to Carlin 
street. 















Ordinance No. 142, Extending Char- 
tiers street, from an angle in said 
street through the property of The 
Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. 
Louis Railway Company to the centre 
of Centre street. 

Ordinance No. 220, Re-establishing 
the grade of Centre street, from Char- 
tiers* avenue to Carlin street, in the 
Borough of Sheraden. 

Ninth: The said City agrees that the 
construction of that portion of Corliss 
street underneath the tracks of the said 
Railroad Companies shall be completed 
between the first day of April and the 
first day of December, A. D. 1913, in 
so far as the construction of the said 
portion of the street requires the said 
Railroad Companies to maintain their 
tracks by means of temporary supports 
of any kind; provided the said Rail¬ 
road Companies does not cause delay 
by reason of not having their tracks 
properly supported at any time during 
the aforesaid term of construction. 

Tenth; The said City agrees to pass 
an ordinance granting a franchise to 
the Pittsburgh, Grafton and Mansfield 
Street Railway Company on Corliss 
street, from Carson street west to 
Chartiers avenue, as follows:

Section 2. Jit it ordained and enacted 
hy the City of Pittsburgh^ in Council 
usfitruhled^ and it it hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same^ That 
the Pittsburgh, Crafton and Mansfield 
Street Railway Company, its succes¬ 
sors, lessees and assigns, shall have the 
right and is hereby authorized to en¬ 
ter upon, use and occupy Corliss street, 
from Carson street west to Chartiers 
avenue, with the right to connect its 
tracks on Corliss street at its inter¬ 
section with Carson street west to the 
tracks of the Pittsbur°-h and West End 
Passenger Railway Cotnpany, and with 
the right to connect its tracks on Cor¬ 
liss street at Its Intersection with 
Chartiers avenue with its present 
tracks on Chartiers avenue, with the 
necessary curves, switches and turn¬ 
outs, and to construct, maintain, oper¬ 
ate and use, during the term named in 
Its charter, its said Railway with 
double tracks and to use electricity as 
a motive power, and to erect, maintain, 
operate and use an overhead elec¬ 
tric system for the supply of motive 
power, and erect, maintain and use 
such wires, cables, fixtures, posts, poles 
and other supports as said Railway 
Company deems necessary for the sup¬ 
port and maintenance of its overhead

The Pitts¬ 
burgh, Crafton and Mansfield Street 
Railway Company, its successors, les¬ 
sees and assigns, agrees that the City 
of Pittsburgh may grant such fran¬ 
chise for the purpose now authorized 
by law, or ror any other purpose 
that may at any time in the future be 
authorized, and further agrees that it 
will, when requested by the City of 
Pittsburgh, take such corporate action 
as may be necessary to enable any 
other street passenger railway com¬ 
pany or companies to enjoy any fran¬ 
chise granted under the right herein 
reserved. 

Section 4. That any ordinance or 
part of ordinance, conflicting with the 
provisions of this ordinance, be and 
the same is hereby repealed so far as 
the same affects this ordinance. 

Eleventh: Said Railways Company 

agrees to waive any and all rights to 
that portion of its franchise, “Begin¬ 
ning at the Intersection of the Robin¬ 
son Township Turnpike and the Cork’s 
Run Public Road; thence along the via¬ 
duct on said road to and through an 
undergrade crossing beneath the tracks 
of The Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and St. Louis Railway Company; thence 
along said public road to the intersec¬ 
tion of said public road with the public 
road known as the Sheraden Road,” 
now called Chartiers avenue) which is 
to be vacated in accordance with the 
terms of this agreement; and which 
said portion of its franchise was grant¬ 
ed to the said Pittsburgh, Crafton and 
Mansfield Street Railway Company by 
an ordinance of the Borough of Shera¬ 
den. entitled, “An Ordinance granting 
to the Pittsburgh, Crafton and Mans¬ 
field Street Railway Company, its suc¬ 
cessors, lessees and assigns, the right 




























































to enter upon and occupy certain 
streets, avenues and highways and to 
lease its property and franchises and 
use electricity as a motive power,” ap¬ 
proved September 25th, 1895; and, by 
An Ordinance of the Borough of Shera- 
den, entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance to amend 
an Ordinance entitled, ‘An Ordinance 
granting to the Pittsburgh, Grafton and 
Mansfield Street Uailway Company, its

That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance conflicting with the provi¬ 
sions of this Ordinance be and the same 
la hereby repealed, so far as the same 
affects this Ordinance.

That 
the revenues of said City derived from 
taxes and other sources including the 
balances caried over from prioi’ years, 
not expended or specifically S(‘t aside 
to meet contracts or debts contracted 
prior to and remaining unpaid at the 
beginning of the fiscal year 1913-14, 
shall be and the same are hcrr'by ap¬ 
propriated in the amounts and for the 
purposes hereinafter set forth for the 
maintenance and operation of tfie gov¬ 
ernment of said City, and the payment 
of the liabilities of said City, incurred 
or to be incurred during the fi.scal year 
beginning February 1st, 1913, and end¬ 
ing January 31st, 1914.

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
bjf the City of lHttnbur{fhy in Or/uncil 
asaembledy and it i.9 hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the «ame, That 


there shall be levied, collected and paid 
within the City of Pittsburgh for gen¬ 
eral revenue purposes, a llcensx- tax 
upon all places of amusement, a-: here¬ 
inafter set forth. Said licenses sliall be 
regularly issued quarterly on first 
days of February, May, August and No¬ 
vember of each year: and every )jcrson, 
firm or corporation hereinafter men¬ 
tioned shall on or before the iiisl day ‘ 
of each month hereinbefore S]'(x;if1ed, 
apply to the City Treasurer for 
a license for the succeeding three 
months, and the City Trtstsurer 
shall issue such license upon the 
payment to him of the reS]»ective 
sums for the same as provided for in 
this ordinance: provided, that all per¬ 
sons, firms, or corporations co! nnenc-

All public dance halls shall close at 
an hour not later than 1 o'clock, A. M. 

Clause IV. Circuses, feats of horse¬ 
manship. menagerie or combined cir¬ 
cuses and menagerie, wild west shows, 
and other similar exhibitions, exhibited 
under canvas, where the seating ca¬ 
pacity is sufficient to accommodate 
more than 3 0,000 persons, shall pay at 
the rate of $400.00 per day. Where the 
seating capacity is more than 5,000 and 
less than 10,000, they shall pay at the 
rate of $200.00 per day. Where the 
seating capacity is more than 1,000 and 
less than 5,000, they shall pay at the 
rate of $100 per day. Where the seat¬ 
ing capacity Is less than 1,000 they 
shall pay at the rate of $10 per day. 
Said license fee shall cover all side¬ 
shows and incidental shows connected 
therewith. 

Clause V. All grounds, gardens, or 
other enclosures of the kind commonly 
known and described as "Summer Gar¬ 
dens" or Hoof Gardens, where public 
musical entertainments are furnished, 
and an admission fee Is charged, shall 
pay at the rate of $25 per month. 

Clause VI. Places of amusement 
having no seating capacity such as 
penny arcades, edisonions and similar 
places, shall pay at the rafe of $5 per 
month. 

Clause VII. The owners, lessees or 
occupants of all public billiard and 
pool tables and shooting galleries in 
the City of Pittsburgh, for w’hlch pay 
is demanded shall pay the following 
rates; 

For every, pool and billiard table or 
combination billiard and pool table at ■ 
the rate of 25c per month. 

For every shooting gallery at the 
rate of 50c per month, 

Clause VIII. Every other form of 
public amusement not heretofore spe¬ 
cifically mentioned, or not specifically 
covered, shall pay at the rate of $1.00 
for every 20 cents charged for admis¬ 
sion to the highest price seats or ad¬ 
mission charge for each day provided 
the capacity thereof does not exceed 
750 persons, and in case the capacity 
thereof exceeds 750 persons, and in 
case the capacity thereof exceeds 750 
persons, then they shall pay twice the 
foregoing rate; providing that, if such 
places of amusement are conducted for 
more than one day, a license may be 
obtained upon the basis provided under 
the provisions of Clause I of this sec¬ 
tion.

Section 4 . For lectures on scientific 
historical or literary subjects, expo¬ 
sitions, exhibitions 'or fairs, exhibi¬ 
tions or painting or statuary given or 
made by citizens of this City, musical 
parties or concerts for benevolent or 
charitable purposes, no license or per¬ 
mit shall be required.

For vacancies—Where the premises 
is vacant and the entire supr>Iy of wat¬ 
er .shall, at the owner's written notice, 
served on the Board of Water Asses¬ 
sors, be turned off by their direction by

EXPLANATION OF THE FOREGO¬ 
ING SCHEDULE. 

In the foregoing schedule of rates, 
in cases where both flat and metered 
rates are specified, such flat rates shall 
govern until a meter or meters, con¬ 
trolling the entire supply of water, 
shall have been furnished by the City 
of Pittsburgh and installed, when the 
metered water rates, rules and regula¬ 
tions shall govern.

and the Pittsburgn Junction Railroad 
Company, in the form following, to- 
w*t: 

Whereas, The City entered Into a 
contract with the Pennsylvania Rail¬ 
road Company on December 24th. 1872, 
In pursuance of an ordinance of the 
City of Pittsburgh, approved October 
31st, 1872, which provided, inter alia, 
for the construction and maintenance 
of a bridge at Thirty-third street, now 
known as the Forfar street bridge; and, 
Whereas, The City now desires to 
abolish the grade crossing of tha Pitts¬ 
burgh Junction Railroad, at Liberty 
avenue and Thirty-third street, which 
will require a slight modlficat-on of 
the bridge constructed under said con¬

pa.i. o. tiie rtist part; the Pittsburgh 
Junctioji iiailroad Company, a corpora¬ 
tion o the .-:tate of Pennsylvania, here¬ 
inafter called “The Railroad Company”, 
paity of the second part; and the Con- 
sol’dated ■l iacti<m Comi>any and Pitts¬ 
burgh Railways Company, corporations 
of me Stale of 1‘ennsvlvania, herein- 
irafter called "The Railways Compan¬ 
ies”, parties of the third part, Wit- 
nesbeth; 

Whereas. The tracks of the Railroad 
Company, in the City of Pittsburgh 
errss Liberty avenue at I’hirty-thlrd 
street. In said City, and the street rail¬ 
way tracks constructed Lliereoti, at 
gTcde; and 

Whereas. The City has. by Its prop¬ 
er authorities, deemed it necessary to 
abolish said grude crossing in the man¬ 
ner best adapted in the judgment of 
such authorities, to secure tne safety 
of lives and property, and to promote 
the intexests of the (Mty, and the other 
parties nereto, s s outlined in a plan, 
entitled "General Plan of Grade Se[i- 
Matioti”. attaclied hereto and marked 
‘■Kxhlbit A”, which shall hereafter be 
called the Agreement FMan; and 

W hereas, It is desired by the parties 
hereto to determine and agree upon 
the poition of such work to be done 
b}’ each of said parties respectively', 
and the proportions of cost and ex- 
perse thereof to lie paid by each of 
said parties respectively, and the modes 
and times of pHyments tliereof; 

Now, Therefore, In consideration of 
the piemises, and of the mutual conven- 
’ arts and conditions hereinafter con¬ 
tained, it is hereby agreed by and be¬ 
tween the parties hereto, as follows; 

First; The tracks of the Railroad 
Comi)any to the North and iSouth of 
Liberty avenue, shall be raised above 
the present grade, and located in ac¬ 
cordance with the Agreement Plan, arid 
as hereinafter i)rovided. The location 
of the stations hereinafter mentioned, 
are shown upon the said Plan, and the 
elevations given are based upon the 
Baltimore & Ohio precise level datum 
the relation of which to the City dat¬ 
um is as follows: 

FJevation O, City datum, is equal to 
elevation 696.94 of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad precise levels. 


The raising of the tracks of the Rail¬ 
road Company shall begin at or near 
station 140 plus 73, and shall extend 
to the South shore pier of the railroad 
bridge over the Allegheny river. Sta¬ 
tion 197 plus 93. 

Beginning at Station 140 j)lus 73, 
elevation of base of rail 782.2, the new 
grade shall be on a descending verti¬ 
cal curve to station 147 plus 29, at 
which point the elevation of base of 
rail shall be 777.33. 

Thence on a descending grade of 
nine- hundreths of one per cent (0.09 
per cent) to station 153 plus 73, at 
which point the elevation of base of 
rail shall be 776.8. 

Thence on a <le.scendlng grade of 
three-tenths of one per cent (0.3 per 
cent) to station 170 plus 39.0, at which 
point the elevation of the base of rail 
shall be 771.80. 

Thence level to station 180 plus 55.7, 
the elevation of the base of rail being 
771.80. 

At station 174 plus 65, the new 
grade of the railroad Intersects the 
center line of the existing Forfar street 
highway bridge, at which point the 
elevation of the top of rail shall be 
772.22. 

The tracks of the Railroad Com* 
par.v at the intersection of the Rail¬ 
road Company’s right-of-way on Lib¬ 
erty avenue at Thirty-third street, shall 
be carried over said Liberty avenue on 
a steel viaduct, In such manner that 
the elevation of the lowest part of 
the under-side of said structure shall 
not be less than elevation 768.3. 

From station 180 plus 55.7, the new 
grade of the railroad shall be descend¬ 
ing grade of one and one-tenth ol 
one per cent (1.10 per cent) to station 
197 plus 93, at which point the eleva- 
tlo!i of the base of rail shall be 752.69. 

The steel superstructure carrying 
the tracks shall be subject to the fol¬ 
lowing requlrernents; 

The tracks of the Railroad Company 
on Thirty-third street shall be carried 
over I’enn avenue on a new steel via¬ 
duct. in such manner that the eleva¬ 
tion of the lowest part of the under¬ 
side of said superstructure shall not 
be less than twenty-flve (25) feet above 
the nresent grade of Penn avenue as it 
now' exists on the ground. 

At the intersection of Smallman and 
Thirty-third streets, the elevation of 
the lowest part of the steel structure 
spanning Smallman street shall not be 
less than twenty-two (22) feet above 
the present grade of Smallman street 
as it new exists on the ground, and at 
no point on Thirty-third street, North 
of Smallman street, shall the clearance 
between the grades of said street, as the 
same now exist on the ground, and the 
lowest part of the under side of said 
steel structure carrying the railroad 
tracks, be less than it Is at the pres¬ 
ent time. 

Second: The new construction of 
the Itallroad Company *n elevating 
their tracks to the grades and eleva¬ 
tions hereinbefore agreed upon, shall 
conform to the following requirements:

(A.) From station 140 plus 73, at 
which point the new track elevation 
beg^ins, to station 178 plus 90, the tracks 
of the Railroad Company are to be lo¬ 
cated entirely upon the railroad right- 
of-way, and will be supported on en- 
bankment, retained by walls, where 
necessary. No part of said enbank- 
ment or walls shall project beyond the 
building line of Thirty-third street, as 
hereinafter re-established by this 
agreement. Said enbankment and re¬ 
taining walls shall terminate at sta¬ 
tion 178 plus 90. at which point the 
steel viaduct shall begin. No part 
of the abutment of said steel viaduct 
shall extend beyond the building line 
of Ewing street or of Thirty-third 
street, as re-established by this agree¬ 
ment. 

(B.) From station 178 plus 90 to the 
South building line of Liberty avenue, 
tile tracks of the Railroad Company 
shall be supported on a steel viaduct 
carried on steel colums, resting on con¬ 
crete piers, so located as to provide 
free and unobstructed access for traffic 
under said structure. The elevation of 
the lowest part of the underside of 
said structure shall be such as to give 
a clear headroom under the viaduct, 
of not less than fourteen (14) feel 
above the present level of the ground. 

(C.) The tracks of the Railroad 
(Mmpaiiy shall be carried over Liberty 
avenue on a new steel viaduct, sup- 
{lorted at each end by three (3) col¬ 
ums, located parallel to the cen¬ 
ter line of Liberty avenue, and 
thirty (30) feet distant there¬ 
from, on each side of saiil 
street. No part of said columns or 
other supports above the surface of the 
ground, shall project over said building 
lines. Tile Railroad Company may 
further place three (3) columns on each 
curl) line for the support of said bridge, 
leaving an unobstructed roadway of 
thirty-six (36) feet in width. The ele¬ 
vation of the lowest part of the un- 
»i€rstde of said structure shall be such 
as to give a clear headroom under the 
viaduct of not less than fifteen <15' 
feet above the re-established grade of 
Liiierty avenue, as shown on Rian Ex- 
iili»it “C” liereto attached. 

(I>.) The tracks of the Hailroad 
t’onipany at Thirty-third street. North 
of Liberty avenue, shall be can’ed on 
a new steel viaduct, supjiorted on three 
(3) lines of columns, one on each curb 
line and one in the center of the street. 
The columns located in the center of 
Thirty-third street shall be proviiled 
with special foundations, whlcti shall 
span the exi.sting eight foot by ten 
foot <8 feet by 10 feet) brick and 
stone sewer constructed on Thirty- 
third street, and shall be carried on 
footings, so constructed as to prevent 
any of the superimposed loa<l from 
coming on the sewer. The footings of 
these foundations shall be carried to 
a suitable depth, and shall be approved 
by the Director of the Department of 
I’ublic Works of the City, 

The Railroad Company shall be re¬ 
sponsible for any and all damage to 
the sewer, l>oth during and suh.sequent 


to the construction of the steel via¬ 
duct. resulting by reason of the con¬ 
struction of said viaduct. 

(E.) The floor of the said viaduct 
over and acros Liberty avenue, Renn 
avenue and Smallman st'oet shall be 
of water tight construction and well 
drained, so as to effectually prevent 
water, drainage or filth from (hipping 
to the streets below. All supporting 
C(dumns of the viaduct shall not ex¬ 
ceed eighteen (18) inches s<iuare in 
cross section, above the ground sur- 
liu’e. 'J’he laces of the columns shall 
be set at a distance of six (6) inches 
back from the curb line. .\t all inter¬ 
secting streets, alleys- or drive¬ 
ways between Liberty nvoiue and the 
Allegheny river, the columns support 
irg the viaduct shall be )daced in such 
locations as not to obstruct or inter¬ 
fere with the use of said streets, alleys 
or driveways. 

The width of the steel viaduct be¬ 
tween the abutment ai. stati m 178 
"lus 90 and the South sh- re })ier (sta¬ 
tion 197 plus 93) shall n;-t exceed 34.r» 
feet. The alignment the viaducl 
from the abutment (station 178 plus 
90) to station 1S2 ])lus Ot shall con¬ 
form to the location .sj)own on the 
agieement nian, aid the « enter line of 
said viaduct between stcMons 182 plus 
04 and 197 j)Jus 93 shall coincide with 
the center line of Thlri.y-thinl street 
between said stations. 

Third. The Railroail Company will 
remove the present track sidings, 
shown by dotted line.s on said .Agree- 
n)enl Rian, within the )»ountl.'n1ea of 
'rhirly-thlrd street between I..iberty 
avenue and the I’ennsyIvania Railroad, 
and re’iiore the portloti of Thirty-third 
street now occupied by said tracl^t sid¬ 
ings, to a first class condition, under 
the direction and subject to the apim)- 
val of the idrector of the Department 
of Public Works. In lieu of said sid¬ 
ings the Railroad Com])any shall have 
the right to maintain the other sidhm 
now on 1’hirty-third street, cotmecting 
into Sassafras alley, an<l to construct 
three (3) additional track sidings across 
Thirty-third street, conrecling its main 
line tracks with its freight yaids on 
Liberty avenue and Thirty-third street, 
ir the location .shown upon the Agree¬ 
ment Plan. The City also grants the 
Railroad Company the right to relo¬ 
cate the existing sidijtg on Sassafras 
alley, between Thirty-third street and 
the West side of Thirty-second street, 
as shown upon the Agreement Rian. 
The track sidings on 'I’hirty-third street 
and Sassafras alley shall be l<ii<l to 
conform to the re-established grades 
of said street and alley. 

The Railroad Company shall and 
hereby agree to "ave the portion of

Beginning at a point on the easterly 
building line of Tliiity-thlul street, at 
the distance of twenty-eight and eight- 
tenths cjx.S) feet southeastwardly 
licm the southerly V)uilding line of 
I/iberly avenue, eighty (80) feet wide 
thence extending in a southeasterly 
dliection along tne said easterly build¬

In consideration of the C ity’s agree¬ 
ment to vacate said portion oi said 
'1 nirty-thlrd street, the Hailroa i Com¬ 
pany hereby agrees upon said vacation 
by tlie C’ity. to dedicate to the City of 
I'ittsbuigh, for public use as a higli- 
way, certain land now owned by the 
Itallroad Company, situated at .the 
southwest <'orner of the intersection 
of Liberty avenue and Thirty-third 
street, and to remove the building 
thereon, as shown on attached plan 
marked “Kxhib’t B” and bounded and 
described as Lillows, to-wit: 

Beginning at the intersection of the 
srutheily building line of Liberty ave- 
rue, sixty (60) feet wide, with the 
westerly building line of Thirty-third 
street: thence extending In a south¬ 
easterly direction along the said west¬ 
erly building line of Thirty-third street, 
for the distance of ninety-five (95) feet 
to a t)oint; thence deflecting to the 
right one hundred and sixty nine de- 
^L’-jers (169 degrees), 00 mi lutes, and ex¬ 
tending in a northwesterly direction 
for the distance of ninety-six and sev¬ 
enty-eight hundredths (96.78) feet to a 
])oint on the said southerly building 
line of I..iberty avenue; thence deflect¬ 
ing to the right one hundred and one 
degrees (101 degrees), and extending 
along the said southerly building line 
of Liberty avenue, in a northeasterly 
direction, for the distance of eighteen 
and forty-six hundredths (18.46) feet 
to the place of beginning; containing 
eight hundred and seventy-six and 
eighty-five hundredths (876.85) square 
feet, as showm in red, on plan hereto 
attached, marked “Exhibit B“. 


The City of Pittsburgh hereby agrees 
forthwith, to accept said dedication 
for the use and puri>ose8 herein men¬ 
tioned. 

Fifth: The City agrees to change 

and re-establish tne grade of Liberty 
avenue, as shown on attached plan 
marked “Exhibit C”, so that the ele¬ 
vation thereof, under the proposed 
steel viaduct of the Railroad Company 
at the intersection of said Liberty ave¬ 
nue and Thirty-third street, shall not be. 
higher than 753.24 feet, Baltimore & 
Ohio precise levels, or 56.30 City of 
Pittsburgh’s ))recise levels, affording 
a clear head room of not less than fif¬ 
teen (15) feet, at every judnl between 
the surface of the street and the un¬ 
der side of said viaduct. Hald change 
in grade of Liberty avenue shall ex¬ 
tend from a point about 121.8 feet west 
of the present west curb line of Thir¬ 
ty-third street, to a point about 304.04 
feet east of said west curb line of Thir¬ 
ty-third street. 

The grade of Thirty-third street 
south of Liberty avenue shall be chang¬ 
ed to conform to said changed and re¬ 
established grade of Liberty avenue. 

Sixth. The City grants the right to 
the Railroad Company to erect, main¬ 
tain and use the steel viaduct to he 
constructed on Thirty-third street, by 
virtue of this agreement, and subject 
to the restrictions herein provided. 

Seventh. The Forfar street highway 
bridge of the City shall be raised and 
n.Mnodeled, as hereinbefore provided, 
so as to conform with the changes in 
the location and elevation of the rail¬ 
road tracks. The main span of said 
bridge shall be rebuilt over the tracks 
of the Itallroad Com}>any as re-located, 
and no part of the said span over the 
railroad tracks shall project below ele¬ 
vation 793.22, Baltimore /t' Oh’o pre¬ 
cise levels. The Railroad Comi)any In 
so far as It has power to do so, con¬ 
sents to the location and construction 
of the south pier of said span, on the 
I'loperty shown on the Agreement Plan 
hereto attached. The span of said For¬ 
far street bridge between ilie end of 
said bridge near Liberty avenue and 
the main span over the railroad 
tracks shall be raised so that the 
floor level of same shall conform to 
the floor level of the main span, and 
afford a uniform gradient on roadway 
of about six and thirty-five hii.ndreths 
(6.35%) per cent. Such other changes 
and alterations of said bridge shall 
be made as mav be required in order 
to carry out the provisions of this 
agreement. 

Eighth. Liberty avenue shall be re¬ 
graded and repaved from a point about 
one hundred and twenty-one and eight 
tenths feet (121.8 feet) west of the pres¬ 
ent west curb line of Thirty-third street, 
to a point about three hundred and 
four hundredths feet (304.04 feet) east 
of the said west curb line of Thirty- 
third street. Said avenue shall be re¬ 
paved with new block stone pavement, 
on a concrete foundation, in accord¬ 
ance with the specifications of the City 
of Pltt.sbiirgh for Class “A” blockstone 
pavement. The tracks of the Railway 
Comjmnles shall be relald on Liberty 
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avenue, to conform with the re-estab¬ 
lished grade between points specified 
above. 

Ninth; In carrying on the work pro¬ 
vided for by this agreement, the Hail- 
road Company shall, subject to the ap¬ 
proval of the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of I’ubllc Vvorks of the city, have 
the right, temporarily, to obstruct por¬ 
tions of Liberty avenue. Thirty-third 
street, Penn avenue, tSmallman street, 
Railroad avenue, and Spring, Mulberry 
and Spruce alleys. But only so far as 
the necessity of the work shall demand 
to permit the Railroad Company to 
maintain its service on one track dur¬ 
ing the period of reconstruction; Pro¬ 
vided, however, that both of the pres¬ 
ent tracks of the Railway Companies 
on Penn avenue shall always be kept 
(»pen for traffic, and unobstructed, and 
their trolley wtfes left in condition 
suitable for continuously operating 
their cars on said tracks; and provided 
further, except as required by the mov¬ 
ing trains of the Railroad Company 
over the present grade crossing, that 
at least one track of the Railway Com¬ 
panies on Liberty avenue shall always 
he kept open for traffic, and unob¬ 
structed, and their trolley wires left 
in condition suitable for continuously 
operating their cars. 

And false work constructed on Penn 
and Liberty avenues shall be such dis¬ 
tance from the tracks of the Railway 
Comijanies as to avoid injury to pas- 
.sengers on th? cars of the Railway 
Companies. 

Tenth: The City shall do all the 

work and furnish all the materials for 
the following matters, namely, the re- 
<•< ::strJetion and remodeling of the 
Porfar street highway bridge, and the 
piers )f said structure; all work on 
Ijlberty avenue, including grading, re- 
gradlp. j, curbing, repaving, relaying of 
sewers and sidewalks, lowering streets, 
manholes, catch basins, and the re¬ 
grading of Thirty-third street soutn 
from Liberty avenue to the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad right-of-way, and any 
other work that may be caused or nec¬ 
essitated by reason of the changes in 
grades and locations, except as herein 
otherwise provided. 

The City shall cause any and all 
pipes, wires, conduits or other over¬ 
head or under-ground work for water 
natural gas, artificial gas, telephone 
telegraph, electric light, or other like 
structures located in Liberty avenue 
or other streets or avenues affected by 
this improvement, to be raised, low¬ 
ered or moved laterally from tlie posi¬ 
tion in which they may be found, in- 
so-far as may be necessary to permit 
the raising of the grades of said rail¬ 
road, the lowering of the grades of 
said street, or the construction of any 
of the work herein provided. Such 
raising, lowering or removing to be done 
at the expense of the person, firm or 
corporation owning or maintaining 
such pipes wires, conduits or other- 
overhead or under-ground work; ex¬ 
cept that the expense of moving the 
City water pipes or any other works of 
the City, and the overhead work of 
the Railway Companies, Including their 
poles, wires, cables, etc., and any ex¬ 


pense incident thereto, shall be part 
of the cost of the improvem* nt provi¬ 
ded for by this Agreement. If, in the 
construction of any of the work cov¬ 
ered by this Agreement, it shall be 
necessary to <Usturb, remove or de¬ 
stroy any pipes, conduits, wires, etc., 
or any other private property belong¬ 
ing to any person, firm or corjioration, 
where the City or said Raiiroa.i Com¬ 
pany has contracts with thr owners of 
said nlpes, wires, conduiLsi or other 
property which makes it nec.ossary that 
the expense of changing the same shall 
be borne by the City or Uanroad Com¬ 
pany. or in any other cas<- in which 
the City may pay tlie cost and expense 
thereof, then such cost and expense 
and all damages arising therefrom, 
shall be part of the cost of tne im¬ 
provement provided for by ihis Agree¬ 
ment. The city agrees that the switch¬ 
ing tracks of the Carnegie Steel Com¬ 
pany, situated in I’hirty -1 ijird street, 
shall be changed as sb.atl be found 
necessary in making the improvement 
lierein provided for: I’l-ovided, that the 
City shall not he liable fo;- any of the 
expense of making said changes, or any 
claims for damages inc’dent thereto, and 
the relocation ol said trac ks shall be 
subject to the appioval of the j^irectoi 
of the l)ei)artmei't of rui'ljc Works of 
the City. The sewer in I'hirty-third 
street shall not be disturbed or en-

herein provided for. 

eleventh: 'fhe Kailw'ay Companies 
shall furnish all nrateiiahs for, and re¬ 
lay their tracks with new rails to the 
re-established grade of l.Ibetty avenue, 
between the points specified in yection 
8. and shall also furnish the materials 
tor, and repave with new materialvS. 
that portion of tile street between 
their rails an<l one (1) foot outside 
tliereof, in accoi dance with the speci¬ 
fications of the City ot I’itlshurgh. Saiil 
paving shall he of the same materials 
ard character as that done l)y the City 
outside the railway area. 'Phe Kailwa> 
t’ompanies shall do th<' work of re- 
inivlng and lelaying their tracks, when 
ard as dii’ected by the thty, and in 
conlormity with the ordinances relat¬ 
ing thereto, and the Tegulations of the 
Department of Cublic Works of the 
City. The Railway Comi)anies shall 
readjust their trolley i>oles. wires 
cables. an<l other overhei.id str’udures. 
an<l shall, where necessary. i>iit in the 
connections for ofjeratitig theij cars 
on a single track on Idberty aventie. 
croh-sing Thirty-third .street. 

All other work vet|uire<l b:- this 
Agreement, except as provT»ted in Sec¬ 
tion 10 and 11, shall he done and ma¬ 
terials furnished by the Railroad Com¬ 
pany. 

Subsequent maintenance shall rest 
with tiie ])arties to this agreenjent. as 
bereinbelow provided; The Railroad 
(R)mi)any, at its own expense shall 
maintain the viaduct, iJicludirg col¬ 
umns, supports and abnlinents thereof, 
it.s tracks and sidijigs.

EkM’tion 1. He it ordained and enacted 
A.V the cup of l*ittsbu7'oh, in Council 
wtsembledy and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted bp the authority of the same, That 
iron an<l steel may be used in the con¬ 
struction of building’s in the City of 
IMttsburgii, provided that the directions 
and regulations as provided in the fol¬ 
lowing srctions of this ordinance are 
strictly co7ni>lied with. 

The use of iron and steel shall be 
limited only by the regulations of this 
ordinance, except when used in rein¬ 
forced concrete construction. 


CONIUTIONS AND INSPKCTION. 


I'ermit. Drawings and Specifications. 

Section 2. Before a permit is granted 
to erect any building, constructed 
wholly or in part of iron and steel, 
there shall be filed with the Superin¬ 
tendent of Bureau of Building Inspec¬ 
tion, comi'lete plans and specifications, 
with such drawings, strain sheets and 
(lescrlptioi's as will clearly show the 
entire construction, assumptions, cal¬ 
culations of stresses and all important 
details; and all such plans, detail.s, 
specifications and data shall be signed 
by the architect, engineer, contractor 
or applicant for the permit. 

Superintendence. 

The work of such building shall be 
executed by a competent superintend 
ent and by a competent foreman and 
workmen. 

inspection. 

The Superintendent of Bureau of 
Puildirg Inspection shall have author¬ 
ity to require the applicant for the ne’’- 
mit to furnish inspection, free of cost 
to the City of Pittsburgh, and by repu¬ 
table, competent and disinterested in¬ 
spectors, of the manufacture, fabrica¬ 
tion and erection of the iron and steel 
entering into the structure; and cne 
r Meant for the permit shall proViUe 
and make all the arrangements for 
providing, free of cost to the City of 
IMtlsburgh. the proper pieces to be 
tested, suitable machines for testing 
the specimens, with every facility for 
ascertaining the weight, quality an<l 
workmanship of the materials: and, for 
the Superintendent of Bureau of Build¬ 
ing Insi>ection and the inspectors, free 
access to all parts of the works which 
concern the materials being manufac¬ 
tured and fabricated for the building, 
and, at all times, to every part of the 
building under construction. 

Rejection. 

Material which, subsequent to tests 
and its acceptance at the place of 
manufacture, develops weak spots, 
brittleness, cracks or other injurious 
imperfections, or is found to have in¬ 
jurious defects, shall be rejected at the 
fabricating shot) or building, and shall 
be ret)laced. 


MATEKIADS AND TIOSTS. 


Processes. 


.Section 3. Rivet steel and steel cast¬ 
ings shall be made by the open hearth 
))roces8. Structural steel may be made 
either by the open hearth or by the 
Bes.semer process. Wrought iron shall 


be made wholly from puddled Iron and 
may consist either of new muck bar 
iron or of a mixture of muck bar Iron 
and scrap. Iron castings shall be made 
of tough gray iron. 

Chemical and Physical Properties. 
Iron and steel used in the construc¬ 
tion of buildings shall conform to the 
1 olio wing r€<iulrenients: 

Elements considered: Structural steel, 
rivet steel, east steel, wrought iron, 
cast iron. 

IMiosphorus, maximum per cent. 

Basic open hearth—Structural steel, 
0.06; rivet steel. 0.04; cast steel. 0.06. 

Acid open hearth—Structural steel, 
0.08; rivet steel, 0.04; cast steel, 0.08. 
Bessemer—Structural steel, 0.10. 
Sulphur, maximum per cent—Rivet 
steel, 0.045; cast steel, 0.05; cast Iron, 
0 . 10 . 

Tensile strength, i)ound8 per square 
inch—Structural steel, 66/65,000; rivet 
steel, 46/56000; cast steel, 66,000 mini¬ 
mum; wrought Iron, 48,000 minimum. 

Yield i)oint, minimum pounds per 
S(iuare inch—-Structural steel, 0.6 ten¬ 
sile strength with minimum of 30,000; 
rivet steel, 0.5 tensile strength; 
wrought iron, 25,000. 

Elongation, minimum per cent In 6® 
in Fig. I—Structural steel, 1,400,000 
tensile .strength; rivet steel, 1,400,000 
tensile strength; wrought iron, 18. 

Elongation, minimum per cent, in 2 
in Fig. 2—Structural steel, 22; cast 
steel, 18. 

Yield Point. 

The yield point shall be determined 
by the drop of the beam of the testing 
machine. 

Dtidle Analysis. 

To determine whether the steel con¬ 
forms to the chemlcai requirements 
specified, an analysis shall be made 
from a test Ingot taken during the 
tiouring of each melt. A copy of this 
analysis shall be furnished the Super* 
intendent of Bureau of Building In¬ 
spection. 

Modification in Tensile Strength. 

Modification in Elongation. 
Structural steel may have tensile 
strength up to 70,000 pounds per square 
inch maximum, provided the elongation 
is not less than the percentage re- 
(lulred for 66,000 pounds per square 
inch tensile strength. For material 
over % inch in thickness, a deduction 
of 1 from the percentage of elongation 
on 8 inches specified for structural steel 
may be made for each Increase of % 
inch in thickness above % inch to a 
minimum of 18 per cent; and, for ma¬ 
terials under 5-16 Inch In thickness, a 
deduction of 2.5 from the percentage 
of elongation in 8 inch specified for 
structural steel may be made for each 
decrease of 1-16 Inch In thickness be¬ 
low 5-16 inch. 

Character of Fracture. 

All broken tension test specimens of 
rolled or forged steel shall show a 
silky fracture. Specimens of wrought 
iron when nicked and bent shall show 
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a fracture at least of 90 per cent fibrous. 

Band Teats. 

The test specimens for plates, shapes 
and bars of rolled steel shall bend, coi-i 
through 180 degrees without fracture 
on the outside of the bent portion, as 
follows: For material % inch and un¬ 
der in thickness, flat or itself; tor ma¬ 
terial over % inch up to 1% inch In 
thickness, around a pin whose dia¬ 
meter is equal to times the thick¬ 
ness of the specimen: and for material 
over 1% inches in thickness, around a 
pin whose diameter is equal to twice 
the thickness of the specimen. 

The test specimens for pins and roll¬ 
ers of rolled or forged steel shall bend 
cold through 180 degrees, around a piu 
whose diameter is one inch, without 
fracture on the outside ol the bent 
portion. 

A rivet rod of rolled steel shall bend 
cold through 180 degrees flat on itself, 
without fracture on the outside of the 
bent portion. 

Wrought iron shall bend cold througii 
180 degrees, without fracture on tne 
outside of the bent portion, around 
a pin wnose diameter is equal to the 
diameter of the piece tested for round 
bars under 2 square inches in section; 
and around a pin whose diameter is 
twice the diameter or thickness of the 
piece tested for round bars 2 square 
inches or over in section and for all 
flat bars. 

Test Specimens. 

Tension and bend lest specimens of 
rolled or forged steel shall be taken 
from the finished product, and shall not 
be annealed or otherwise treated, ex¬ 
cept as specirted for “Annealed speci¬ 
mens.” 

Tension and bend test specimens for 
plates, shapes, and bars of rolled or 
forged steel, except as specified in the 
next paragraph shall be of the full 
thickness of the material as rolled, and 
with both edges milled to the form and 
dimensions shown in Fig. 1, or may 
have both edges parallel. 

Tension and bend test specimens f )r 
plates and bars (except eye-bar fiats) 
over inches in thickness or diameter 
may be turned or planed to a diameter 
or thickness of at least % Inch for a 
length of at least 9 inches. 

Tension and bend test specimens of 
rolled and forged steel pins and roll¬ 
ers shall be taken parallel to the axis, 
one inch from the surface of the bar. 
Tension test specimens shall be of the 
form and dimensions shown in Fig. 2. 
Bend test specimens shall be one inch 
by one-half inch in section. 

Wrought iron shall be tested in 
specimens of the form and dimensions 
shown in Fig. 1 or in full size pieces 
of the same gauged length. 

Annealed Specimens. 

Steel rivet rods shall be testdd in full 
size sections as rolled. Test specimens 
for rolled or forged steel which is to 
be annealed or otherwise treated be¬ 
fore use shall be cut from properly an¬ 
nealed or similarly treated short 
lengths of the full size section of the 
piece. 


Number of Tests. 

At least one tension and one bend 
test shall be made from eacn melt of 
steel and from each lot of 10,000 
pounds or less of wrought Iron. m 
steel from one melt differs % inch or 
more in thickness tests shall be maue 
from both the thickest and tlie thin¬ 
nest material rolled. 

If any test specimen develops Haws, 
or if an 8 inch tension test specimen 
breaks outside the middle third of the 
gauge length, or if an 2 Incli tension 
test specimeji breaks outside the gauge 
length, it shall be discarded and an¬ 
other specimen substituted therefor. 

Steel Castings. 

The number, of tests for steel cast¬ 
ings shall depend on the character and 
importance or' the castings. Siiecimens 
shall be cut cold from coupons molded 
or cast on some portion of one or morj 
castiirgs from each melt or from the 
sink heads if tne sink heads are of 
surticien t size. The coupon or sin a 
heads so used, shall be annealed with 
the casting before it is cut off. Test 
si)ecimens shall be of the lorm and di¬ 
mensions shown in Fig. 2. 

Iron Castlngs- 

Tests for iron castings shall be made 
on the “Arbitration Bar*” of the Amer¬ 
ican Society for Testing Materials, 
which is a round bar inch In dia¬ 
meter and 15 inches long. Two sets of 
bars two each to be cast from eacn 
heat, one set fiorn the tlrsi and tne 
other set from the last iron going into 
the castings. A transverse test shall 
be made on a supported length of 12 
inches with load at middle. The mini 
mum breaking load so applied shall be 
2,900 pounds with a deflection 6f at 
least of 1-10 inch before rupture. 

Quality and Finish. 

Finished iron and steel shall be free 
from flaws atid detects and shall have 
a workmanlike finish. 

Wrought iron shall be free from any 
admixture of steel and shall be thor¬ 
oughly welded in rolling. 

Castings shall be true to pattern, out 
of wind and free from excessive 
shrinkage. Castings such as columns 
whose cores shift more than 20 ’'er 
cent of the thickness of the shell shall 
be rejected. 

All castings which cannot be meas¬ 
ured otherwise shall he driHe<J with 
holes not over % inch In diameter for 
the purpose of determining the thick¬ 
ness. 

I’ermissible Variations in Weight and 
Gauge. 

The section area or weight of eacn 
structural shape or rolled edged plate 
shall not vary more than 2.5 per cent 
from theoretical or specified amounts. 

The thickness or weight of each 
sheared plate shall conform to the 
schedule of j)ermissible variation.s. 
Manufacturers’ Standard practice, hied 
with the Su])erintendent of Bureau of 
Building Inspection. 

The weights of angles, tees, zees and 
channels of bar sizes and the dimen¬ 
sions of rounds, sciuares, hexagons and 











































































flats shall conform to Manufacturers’ 
Standard practice goveniing the allow¬ 
able v,)T-iatlons in si2e and weight of 
hot rolled bars. 

The name of the manufacturer and 
the ttudl number shall be legibly 
inarUe<f. stamped or rolled upon all fin¬ 
ished rolled or forged steel, except that 
each pin or roller shall be stamped 
the end. Rivet and lattice bars and 
other .small pieces of steel may be 
shijiped in securely fastened bundles 
with the above marks legibly stamped 
on attached metal tags. Test speci¬ 
mens "f steel shall have their melt 
numbers plainly marked or stamped,

Dead Loads. 

Irfection 4. The dead load consists of 
the aetual weight of the permanent 
structure and the fired loa{ls 
Live Loads. 

The live load shall consist of all the 
variable loads. For structures carry¬ 
ing ma* hinery such as cranes, convey¬ 
ors printing jjresses, etc., 25 per cent 
such live loads to provide for the ef¬ 
fects of impact and vibrations. 
Permissible Reduction of Live Loads. 

For li’.e purpose of calculating ,,ne 
total load to be carried on columns of 
buildings of more than five stories in 
height, the live load for the roof and 
topmost story shall be calculated in 
full; but for the lower stories, a re¬ 
duction of the live load will be per¬ 
mitted as follows: For the story next 
below the topmost story a reduction »f 
five per cent of the calculated live load 
wUl be allowed; for the next story be¬ 
low, 10 per cent: and so on by incre¬ 
ments <jf 5 per cent per story till the 
reduction amounts to 50 per cent when 
it shall be taken at 50 per cent for all 
rioors below. The aforesaid reductions 
.shall not be allowed in the case of 
buildings upon which a live load of 
more than 150 pounds per square foot 
has been assumed. 

No reduction in live loads shall be 
allowed in computing trimmer and 
fioor beams. 

A reduction of 15 per cent of the live 
load will be allowed in figuring the 
main or girder beams, except in build¬ 
ings for which a live load of more than 
150 pounds per s( 4 uare foot is assumed. 

Concentrated Loads. 

In the case of concentrated or spe¬ 
cial loads, the calculations shall be 
based on the maximum effect of the 
loading. 

Floor Loads. 

Minimum live floor loads for floors 
shall be as follows:

Certificates for Floor Loads. 

In every building where the live load 
exceeds 150 pounds per square foot, a 
notice shall be conspicuously posiel 
and maintained on each floor stating 
the maximum live load per square foot 
which may be carried on any part of 
such fioor. 

Roof Loads. 

No roof shall be designed for loss 
than 50 pounds per horizontal square 
foot, dead and live loads; except for 
one story, steel framed structures, cov- 
I ered with cerrugated metal sheets, for 
{ which the minimum allowable load, 
j dead and live shall be 35 pounds per 
! horizontal s<iuare foot. 

I Snow Loads. 

I A snow load of 25 pounds per horl- 
I zontal 8(iuare foot Hhall be used for all

! be reduced one pound for each de¬ 

gree of increase in the slope up to 46 
degrees, above which no snow load 
need be considered. 

Maximum Floor Loads. 

Should the actual live load to be 
carried by any floor or roof exceed 
those enumerated in the foregoing clas¬ 
sifications the greater load shall be 
used. 

Wind Loads. 

All buildings, roofs and exposed sur¬ 
faces shall be designed to safely re¬ 
sist a horizontal wind pressure of 25 
pound per square foot on the projected 
area of the surface, 

DESIGN. 

Unit Stresses. 

Section 6. All parts of structures 
shall be so proportioned that the sum 
of the dead and live loads, together 
with the Impact, if any. shall not cause 
the stres.ses to exceed the following 
amounts in pounds per square inch;

The pressure per lineal inch on ex¬ 
pansion rollers shall not exceed 600 
times the diameter of the rollers in 
inches. 

For bracing and combined stresses 
due to wind and other loading the per¬ 
missible working stresses may be In¬ 
creased 25 per cent, providing the sec¬ 
tion thus found is not less than that 
required for the dead and live loads 
alone. 

Proportion of Parts. 

The effective or unsupported length 
of main compression members such as 
columns and main members of trusses 
of rolled steel shall not exceed 120 
time, and for secondary members of 
rolled steel 150 times, and for cast iron 
columns 70 times, the least radius of 
gyration. 

In proportioning columns, provision 
shall be made for eccentric loading. 

Eccentric Loading Deduct for Rivets. 

In proportioning ten-sion members, 
net section shall be used. Rivet holes 
deducted shall be taken % inch larger 
than the nominal diameter of the 
rivets. 

Combined Stresses. 

Members subjected to the action of 
both axial and bending stresses shall 
be proportioned so that the greatest 
fiber stress will not exceed the allowed 
limits for the member. In proportion¬ 
ing members subject to tension and 
compression each stress shall be in¬ 
creased by 50 per cent o fthe lesser, and 
the member be proportioned for that 
stress giving the larger section. De¬ 
tails and connections shall be propor¬ 
tioned for the sum of the two stresses. 

Girders. 

Rolled I-beams and channels and 


built up members used as beams and 
girders shall be proportioned by i.ieir 
moments of inertia. 

Plate girder webs shall have a thick¬ 
ness not less than 1-160 of the unsup¬ 
ported distance between flange angles. 
The webs shall have stiffeners, gen¬ 
erally in pairs over bearings at poinhs 
of concentrated loading, and at other 
points where the thickness of the web 
is less than 1-60 of the unsupported dis¬ 
tance between flange angles, generally 
not further apart than the depth of the 
web plate, with a maximum limit of ri 
feet. 

The lateral unsupported length (d 
beams and girders shall not exceed 40 
times the width of the compression 
flange. When the unsupported lengih 
(1) exceeds 10 times the width (b) of 
the compression flange, the stress per 
square inch in the compression flange 
shall not exceed 19,000 minus 3001 


CONSTRUCTION DETAILS. 

Minimum Sections. 

Section 6. Excepting sheet metal, or 
when used as fillers or for ornamental 
purposes or in the construction :>f 
metal stacks, no material less than H 
inch thick shall be used in iron and 
steel construction. 

Lateral and sag rods and all similar 
ties, straps, and braces shall not be less 
than 3-16 square inch in cross section 
at the smallest point. 

In General. 

Adjustable members in any part of a 
structure shall be avoided, and sections 
preferably be made symetrical. No 
connections except lattice bars, ceiling 
hangers, sag rods or crossings of diag¬ 
onal braces shall have less than tw'» 
rivets. Trusses preferably shall be 
riveted structures; and only when then 
are good reasons to justify, such as 
where riveted field connections beconn* 
unwieldy, may they be designed as pin- 
connected structures. Abutting joints 
in compression member faced for beaj‘ 
in'g shall be spliced sufficiently to ho!«l 
the connecting members accurately In 
place. 

All other joints in riveted worV:. 
whether in tension or compression, 
shall be fully spliced. Lateral, longitu 
dlnal and transverse bracing preferably 
shall be comi)osed of rigid members 
and shall be sufficient to safely with 
stand wind and other lateral forces 
when building is in process of erection 
as well as after completion. 

Beam Girders. 

'\^'hen two or more r(>lle<l beams nr 
channels, used to form a girder, are 
not connected by top and bottom cover 
plates, they shall be connected at in¬ 
tervals of not more than 5 feet, either 
by top and bottom tie plates' rivetevi 
to each member, or by bolts and sep¬ 
arators. Beams and channels 12 inche.-; 
deep and over shall have at least two 
bolts to each separator. 

Flange Plates. 

The flange plates of all girders, un¬ 
less stiffened, shall be limited in width 




























































so as not to extend, beyond the outer 
line oi rivets connecting them to the 
flang*'S or angles, more than 6 Inches, 
or 1(> limes the thickness of the thin¬ 
nest pii.ce connected. 

Plate Girders. 

■\Vei) stlfCeriers.shall be in pairs, and 
shall have a tight bearing against the 
iiangt^ angles. Those over the end 
boariiijiS or lorming the connections be- 
Lv\eeri cotumn and girder shall be on 
fillers. Intermediate stiffeners may be 
on hilt I S or may be crimped over the 
hangi angies. vVeo plates of girders 
shall ho soliced at all joints by a plate 
tm eaoli side of the web capable of 
transmil ting the full stress thi-ougli 
splico rivets. 

Jliveting. 

The nunimum distance between cen- 
teis in' rivet holes shall be three dla- 
inetet.^ of the idvet; but the distance 
ineferablv shall be not less than 3 
inches foi’ % inch rivets, 2H inches for 
% irioli rivets, 2 inches for % inch 
Uvets iii d 1% inches for Mi inch rivets. 

'J‘he maximum pitch in the line of 
stress for members composed of plates 
and shapes snail be b inches or 16 
times ihe thicknesss of the thinnest 
piece and for angles in built sections 
with two gauge lines, with rivets stag¬ 
gered, the ma.ximum pitch in each line 
shall be twice as great. 

When two or more plates are in con¬ 
tact, rivets not more than 12 inches 
apart in either direction shall be used 
to hohi the plates together. 

"I’lie minimum distance from the cen¬ 
ter oj any rivet hole to a sheared edge 
shall l)e in general 1inche.s for 
inch rivets, 1'4 inches for % Inch 
livets, inches for % inch rivets, 

. and 1 inch for inch rivets, and, lo 
a rolled edge, 1^4, 1% inches re¬ 

spectively. The maximum distance 
Horn any edge shall be 8 times the 
thickness of the plate. The pitch t;f 
rivets at the ends of built compres¬ 
sion members shall not exceed 4 dia¬ 
meters of the rivets tor a length equal 
to 1^4 times the maximum width of 
the member. 

Latticing. 

Compression members of two, or more 
fiieces not connected by web or cover 
plates shall have their open sides pro¬ 
vided with lattice bars, and have He 
plates at each end and at intermediate 
jioints where the lattice is interrupted. 
The tie plates shall be as near the end 
as practicable. In main member car¬ 
rying calculated stresses, the end tie 
plates shall have a length not leas than 
the distance between the lines of rivets 
connecting tnem to the flanges, and in¬ 
termediate ones not less than half this 
distance. 

'rheir thickness shall not be less 
than 1-50 of the same distance. The 
latticing of compression members 
shall be proi>ortioned to resist a shear¬ 
ing stress e'^ual to 2 per cent of the 
direct .stress. The minimum thickness 
of lattice bars shall be, for single lat¬ 
tice, 1-40 and for double lattice, 1-60 
of the distance between end rivets. 
Their minimum width shall be as fol¬ 
lows: inches for 15 inch channels 


or for built sections with 8^ and 4 
Inch angles.

The inclination of lattice bars to the

' lattice Shull be doubled. The pitch of 
, lattice connections along the flange dl- 
' vided by the least radius of gyration 
I of the member between the connections 
I shall be less than the corresponding 
ratio of the member as a whole. 

I Pins. 

Pin holes ahull he reinforced by 
plates wherever necessary. At least 
one plate shall be as wide as the pro¬ 
jecting flanges will allow. Where 
angles are used this plate shall be on 
the same side as the angles. The plates 
shall contain sufficient rivets to dis* 
tribute their portion of the pin pres- 
.sure to the full cross section or the 
member. J’in.s shall be long enough 
to in.sure a full bearing of all parts 
connected unon the turned-down body 
of the pin. Members packed on pins 
.shall he held against lateral movement. 

Anchors. 

Anchors of ample sUe and strength 
.shall be provided at the ends of all 
beams, channels and girders that bear 
on walls. 

Straps. 

The ends of all beams, channels, gir¬ 
ders, glrtH, purlins, etc., that meet on a 
girder, truss, column or pier shall he 
connected by straps with never less 
than two bolts or rivets not less than 
% Inch in diameter to each member, at 
each connection. 

Wall Plates. 

Wall plates of a thickness and area 
amply to distribute the loads shall be 
set under the ends of all beams, chan¬ 
nels or girders that bear on brick, ma¬ 
sonry or concrete walls or piers. 

Skew-Backs and Tlerods. 

Beam.s, channels, girders and other 
members acting as skew-backs for floor 
arches shall he of ample strength and 
rigidity to withstand the lateral thrusts 
in addition to all other loads they may 
sustain. 

Tie rods shall be proportioned to re- 
•sist their respectii^e stresses, and holes 
for them shall be placed as near the 
spring of the arches as practicable. 

WOftKMANSHIP. 

Shearing. 

Section 7. The workmanship shall be 
equal to the best practice In modern 
structural shops. Shearing shall be 
done accurately, and all portions of the 
work y)resent a neatly finished appear¬ 
ance. 































Punching. 

The diameter of the punch shall not 
be more than 1-16 inch, nor than of the 
die more than 1-8 Inch larger than the 
diameter of the rivet. Punching shall 
be done accurately, and only on occa¬ 
sional slight inaccuracy in the matching 
of holes may be corrected with the 
reamer. Drifting to enlarge unfair 
holes will not be allowed. 

Riveting. 

Rivets shall be driven by pressure 
tools wherever possible. Pneumatic 
hammers shall be used in preference to 
hand driving. Rivets shall be neat and 
finished looking, with heads full and 
of equal size. They shall be centered 
on the shank and shall grip the a.s- 
sembled pieces nrmly. 

Assembling. 

Riveted members shall have all parts 
well pinned up and firmly drawn to¬ 
gether with bolts before riveting is 
begun. 

Contact surfaces shall be painted. 
Abutting joints shall be cut or dressed 
true and straight and fitted closely to¬ 
gether. 

In compression joints depending on 
contact bearing, the surfaces shall be 
faced true, so as to have an even bear 
ing after they are riveted up complete 
and perfectly aligned. The several 
pieces forming one built member shall 
be straight and shall ht closely to¬ 
gether; the finished members shall be 
tree from twists, bends or open joints. 

Annealing. 

Steel, except for minor details, which 
has been partially heated, shall he 
properly annealed. Welds in steel will 
not be allowed. All steel castings shall 
be annealed. 

Painting. 

All iron and steel work, except mem¬ 
bers that are to be bedded in concrete 
shall be thoroughly cleaned and given 
one good coal of non-oxidizing or red 
lead paint, well worked into all joints 
and open spaces before erection; but 
cast iron columns shall not be painted 
until after acceptance by the inspector 
In riveted work the surfaces coming in 
contact shall be painted before being 
assembled. Machine finished surfaces 
shall be coated with white lead and 
tallow before shipment. 

All iron and steel used below water 
level shall be enclosed in Portland Ce¬ 
ment concrete to exclude the air and 
water, no paint shall be applied to the 
surface of such steel embedded in con¬ 
crete. 

Protection from Fumes. 

Iron and steel exposed to the action 
of acid or other corrosive fumes shall 
be effectively protected by the inter¬ 
position of noit-corroding substances 
of ample thickness, substantially at¬ 
tached. 

ERECTION. 

Tiered Buildings. 

Section 8. The frame of tiered build¬ 
ings shall be carried up true and plumb- 
and temporary bracing shall be intro- 
duced wherever necessary to take care 


of all loads, shocks and thrusis pro¬ 
duced by the elements and the orecti )n 
equipment and operation. The nracing 
shaii be left until the building is en¬ 
closed. As erection p^og^es.^‘;s, the 
work shall be securely bolted up with 
ample bolts to take care of all deaii 
loads and all wind, lateral and ♦■’rection 
forces, and with never less ihon two 
bolts to each connection plate, nor les.s 
than surtlcient bolts to hll 30 per cent 
of the connection holes. Wlierevt-r 
piles of materials erection equipment, 
or other concentrated loads are i-arried 
during erection, the work shall ue full>’ 
bolted up. No riveting shall h-- done on 
any lloor or story until It l.as been 
plumbed and trued. All field connec¬ 
tions shall be riveted unless ijiaccess- 
ioie for proper driving except connec¬ 
tions on or to cast iron columns. An 
entire floor not more than tun stories 
below the erection operations shall ho 
kept tightly boarded, each board of 
which shall be capable of salciy sus¬ 
taining a center load of 300 pounds; and 
ladders of ample strength, llirnly se¬ 
cured, and in flights from lloor to floor, 
with ample landing stages, shall be 
maintained from the grounil level to 
the level of the erection operations, in 
driving pins, cutting off rivtst heads 
and backing out rivets, a soft and re¬ 
silient backing shall l)e used to ston 
the flying pieces; and each t^ang en¬ 
gaged In such operations or In rivet¬ 
ing .shall have a stout metal ]>ail in 
which shall be carried and received sli 
rivets, bolts, nuts, pins and other snlaU 
articles required. Care shall be exer¬ 
cised In setting, and securing lorgen, 
which shall be located as near the rivet¬ 
ing gangs as possible, on platforms 
sufficiently tighty to prevent the , as- 
sage of live coals and hot ashes, and 
of sizes and strength ard to afford safe 
and ample quarters for the worKine i 
and the.r supplies, the tossing of rivets 
will not be allowed, though they m. y 
he dropped vertically if caught in stou* 
metal pails. 

Steel Framed Mill Buildings. 

In erecting one story, steel frame! 
mill buildings, in which the irameworU 
consists of successive bents, each com 
posed of a pair of posts carrying ; 
truss, unless otherwise braced on t 
tower of four posts and two trusses 
securely braced together and down to 
the ground, shall be first erected: to 
which the succeeding bents shall be 
securely braced as the erection pro¬ 
ceeds. At least every fourth bay of 
such a building shall have ample brac¬ 
ing between the trusses, both in the 
lilanes of the rafters and ot the chords, 
as well as between the posts. Where 
end frames are used they shall be se¬ 
curely braced to the balance of the 
building, both at the rafters and at the 
chords. All field connections shall be 
riveted unless inacessible for proi)ef 
driving, except for purlins and girts. 

Corrugated Sheeting. 

Where such buildings are covered 
with metal sheeting without the inter¬ 
position of wood sheathing, the sheets 
shall be corrugated iron or steel: ca¬ 
pable, for roofing, of sustaining a load 
of 60 pounds per square foot before rup¬ 
ture, and for siding, of 40 pounds per 
























































y(iuaiu foot. They shall be secured to 
steel i>urlins or girts at least every 
foot l>i means of steel or iron clips not 
less than No. 18 gauge in thickness 
nor l» -8 than % inch in width. The 
cHi)s shall pass around the purlin or 
glM and be riveted to the sheets on 
eacli side “of it. Sheets shall be laid 
with Side laps of not le.ss than 1% cor- 
rugaiiuns. Corrugations shall gen¬ 
erally be Inches center to center 

and inches deep. Gutters, ridge roll, 
hashings metal louvres and roofing 
sheets shall not be le.ss than No. 20 
gang' in thickness, and siding sheets 
sliall not l)e less than No. 22 gauge. 

No hijis except the side lai)s of corru¬ 
gated sheets, shall be less than 6 
inche.s. - • 

All edges and laps shall be securelv 
stitcb»-r.i • with rivets. All rivets shall 
be 3-H> inches in diameter, of sufflcleni 
length, and shall always be driven 
lhioU:.-!j the upper or outer corruga¬ 
tion. 

l^ainting. 

After erection, all spaces left for shop 
ina'i^Jss, .ill abrasions and all rivet heads 
and i»oUs shall lie painted, after whicn 
the wliole frame shall be painted with 
at least one coat of a different tint 
from I he shop coat.

Cast Iron Columns. 

Sec'li<.)n 9. W'hen cast iron column.s 
ai.<i iKj.-ts are used in buildings, they 
shall not be less than 5 inches in 
diann'tor or least width, with a thick¬ 
ness of metal not less than 1-12 the 
d.ametor or least width of the column 
Hfd never less than- % inch; and they 
shall have an unsupported length of 
not more than 70 times their least ra¬ 
dius oi gyration. They shall be faced 
at both ends to plane surfaces at right 
angles to their axes; and when placed 
veitieally, one over another the dia¬ 
meter of the one below a joint shall.be 
increased until its core is not less than 
the core of the one above. The core of 
the columh below a joint shall not be 
greater than the core of the colum.i 
above for a distance of at least 3 i 

inches and shall have a 45 degree taper 1 
added. The columns shall be connected ! 
at each joint by means of at least 4 
bolts of sufficient length, not less than 
% inch in diameter, through square or 
rectangular Hanges not less than 1 ;

by brackets and fillets. These flanges

I'ivots and 
i pins for rollers shall be bronze, and 
slluding sash shall be equipped wltn 

proper and substantial slides and 

guides. 

Sidewalk Lights, Grating, Coal Holes, 
Cellar Doors. 

I Sidewalk lights, gratings, coal holq 
covers)' cellar iloors and basement lifts 
; shall, in addition to all dead loads, 

safely carry a live load of 260 pounds 
l)er sfiuare foot. Coal holes shall not 
exceed 18 Inches In diameter and the 
op^-nings for the others shall not ex¬ 
ceed half the width of the sidewalk. 
Coal holes shall have substantial 
frames and roughened covers of iron 
I or steel. Gratings shall be of iron or 
] steel, substantially constructed, for 
! which and for coal hole covers no ori¬ 
fice or perforation shall be greater than 
1 inch in width. Frames for sidewalk 
lights shall be of Iron of Steel, sub¬ 
stantially con.structed and supported 
where necessary on steel shapes. Cel¬ 
lar doors shall be constructed of steel 
plates, with substantial frames of iron 
or steel, shall have stout hinges and 
I fastenings, and shall be provided with 
i devices to prevent their falling flat on 
the sidewalk when open, and no hart 
of same when clo.sed shall project above 
the sidewalk- or offer any impediment 
to pedestrians. 

Fire Escapes, Balconies, Stairs. 

Metal fire escapes, balconies, stairs. 
stej)B, ladder.s, etc., shall safely sustain 
' in addition to all dead load, a live load 
I of 200 pounds per square foot ^or baj- 
i conies and landings, and of 200 pounds 
per foot of length for treads of sten** 
and rungs of ladders. When a stand¬ 
pipe is constructed In connection with 
I a fire escape or flight of stairs, the 
i weight of the column of Water shall 
I be considered. 

Railings. 

Metal railings for the foregoing and 
for areas and wells shall not be less 
than 3 feet in height measured rom 
floors, landings and the centers of 
treads. They shall have no openings 
greater than 12 inches In width# and 
on floors balconies and landings shall 
be provided with a toe-guard at least 
I 5 inches high. They shall safely sus- 
I tain a horizontal pres.Bwre of 60 pounds 
per running foot applied at the h&fiu 
raM. 

Brackets, Cantilevers. 

All metal brackets. lookouts and can¬ 
tilevers supporting ba^, balconies, 
stairs, fire escs’^ea, etc., shall be placed 
at or as near the floor level as posai- 
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ble; but shall not be secured to a wall 
one brick thick nor to any wall unless 
the overturning moment is amply pro¬ 
vided for, either by stiffening the wall, 
or by posts between the floors on the 
inside of the wall or by anchorage to, 
or through the floor system to the next 
wall or to the interior columns. 

Smoke Stacks. 

Metallic smoke stacks, when isolated, 
shall have base plates of iron or steel 
and of ample strength and proper di¬ 
mensions, securely anchored to the 
foundations. If not designed to be free¬ 
standing, they shall be braced at every 
50 feet in height from at leastthreesides 
by means of guys of rods or wire rope 
of ample length. Iron or steel guy 
rods shall not be less than % inch in 
diameter, and guys of wire rope shnll 
not be less than inch in, diameter. 
Where metal stacks are built in con¬ 
nection with buildings, -they shall be 
securely anchored or guyed to the 
framework or walls, and proper provi¬ 
sion shall be made for expansion, if 
the stack is constructed of cast iron, 
the sections, shall have tight, flanged 
jolht^. and shall be securely bolted to¬ 
gether. If the stack is constructed .of 
rolled iron or steel, all joints shall be 
securely riveted and no rivets less than 
V 2 inch in diameter shall be used; and 
for stacks 900 square inches and cross 
section and smaller, no plate less than 
1-8 inch in thickness will be allowed, 
nor any plate less than 3-16 inch 
in thickness for stacks of greater 
cross section. Every stack shall 
be provided with a cleaning-out 
door at its base; and if isolated, 
or outside of the building, or if it 
extends 20 feet or more above the roof 
when inside the building, it shall have 
a stout ladder of iron or steel extend¬ 
ing to the top. 

Tanks. 

Tanks of more than 500 gallons ca¬ 
pacity, placed in any story or on the 
roof or above the roof or w'ithin 30 
feet of a building shall he made of 
rolled steel o riron plates, and shall 
be supported by reinforced concrete 
slabs or steel beams resting on brick, 
concrete or masonry walls or piers, or 
on properly braced columns of steel or 
of reinforced ocncrete. Every such 
tank shall have a short pipe or outlei, 
not less than 4 inches in diameter, pro¬ 
vided with an easily accessible valve 
equipped with a lever or hand-wheel, in 
its bottom or in its side near the bot¬ 
tom; so that the tank can be easilv 
emptied in case of fire or accident. 

VIOLATIONS. 

Section 10. The Bureau of Building 
Inspection shall have power to make 
inspections necessary and determine 
whether the provision.*? of this ordi¬ 
nance are and have been strictly com¬ 
plied with, and in case of any viola¬ 
tions thereof being discovered by the 
Bureau of Building Inspection during 
the progress of the work, said Bureau 
‘shall have, power to stop the work on 
the building until the provisions of this 
ordinance are strictly complied with. 

PENALTIES. 

Section 11. Any person violating any 
provision of this ordinance shall be 


subject to a penalty of not than 

$25.00 or more than $100.00 ior each 
and every offense, or in default; thereof, 
imprisonment in the Allegheny ‘'bounty 
Workhouse for a period not e.'c<'eeding 
thirty days.

.sip'in.oards, awnings, marriuises 
and ))oi'te cocheres on, over, or in close 
proximity to a public highway, and 
p.aule to become dangerous to the tra¬ 
veling r>ublic, providing for the Issu¬ 
ing of f>ermlt8 by the l>epartment of 
Public {safety; fixing the llcen.'^e fees to 
be p.^id therefor; providing for the in- 
si)ecl-.ion thereof, and providing a pen¬ 
alty fo)' the violation of the provisions 
of this ordinance. 

SecPon I. Be it ordained and enacted 
the City of Bittsburph, in Council 
ii.snemhi^d^ and it U hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the Marne, That 
all i)iojectlng signs, except flat signs 
as hereinafter defined shall be subject 
to the provisions of Section 1 hereof and 
shall he illuminated. They shall be lo¬ 
cated so that the lowest point thereof 
shall rot be lea.s than ten feet above 
the level of the sidewalk, and in case 
the said sign overhang.s an alley, it 
shall not be less than fifteen feet above 
the '^’’ade of said alley. Said sign shall, 
in no case, extend more than eleven 
feet from the building line and in no 
instance shall they extend beyond the 
curb line. They shall not be con¬ 
structed to have a greater area on one 
s*de than fifty square feet, except in 
■case of a vertical sign, which may he 
constructed so that no side shall have 
a greater area than one hundred square 
feet and no vertical si<^n shall extend 
more than five feet beyond the build¬ 
ing line, unless .said building shall have 
fire escapes in which case said sign 
may extend out not exceeding five feet 
beyond the fire escapes. Said sign 
.shall be fastened to the building with 
holts which shall pass through the wall 
and shall be bolted on the inside and 
he fastened with suitable washers or 
plate.s. This requirement shall anply 
to all the main supports. Tt shall not 
CTudv to guy lines.

In case buildings are of steel 
frame construction, or of such design 
that the foregoing provisions with re¬ 
spect to the lusteningH to the building 
are not applicable then the fanteningH 
in said building may be made in a 
manner e<iuivaient to the foregoing re- 
riuiremeniH and satisfactory to, and as 
approved Ijy the Bureau of Building In- 
Hi>ection. 

The minimum amount of light to he 
installed shall be eight carnlle r»ower 
tor each square foot of surface of said 
sign, measurements to be matle the 
illumlnute<l side, or aides, and no sign 
shall he illuminated which does not 
liave a minimum illumination of eighty 
candle power. lT(wlUed, however, that 
the foregoing re<|ulrementR as to the 
minimum amount of illumination shall 
not aj)ply to ornamental structures 
which may extend beyond the building 
line which do rot contain the name of 
any firm, corporation or Institution, and 
which do not have any advertising mat¬ 
ter thereon, but are intended merely 
tor ornamentation. No reflectors or 
billboard effects will be permitted and 
the light mu.st be distributed over the 
sign so that the minimum number of 
lamps shall not be less than the total 
amount of candle power required, di¬ 
vided by sixteen, in case of transpar¬ 
ent illuminated signs the glass shall be 
at least one-fourth of an Inch In thick¬ 
ness and each individual piece of glass 
shall not he larger than four square 
inches. The minimum amount of Illu¬ 
mination as hereinbefore required 
.shall be furnished on every night ex¬ 
cept Sunday, from dusk until 11:30 B. 
M. The signs shall be constructed en¬ 
tirely of metal, or other incombustible 
materials, including the upright sup¬ 
ports and braces oi the same, and nil 
projecting .slgn.s .shall be properly and 
securely attached to the building and 
shall be so oon.structed and maintained 
.so as not to become dangerous. The 
provisions of this shall not apply to 
existing i)rojecting signs, except as to 
the manner and method of support and 
fastenings, and all existing signs which 
are found to he in an unsafe condition, 
or which do not conform to the require¬ 
ments of this ordinance respecting the 
.suport or hanging thereof, shall 
either be removed or be made to con¬ 
form thereto within sixty days after 
the passage of this ordinance. 

Section 2. The construction of flat 
signs which are placed flat against the 
building and fastened directly to the 
building shall be permitted upon the 
obtaining of a permit therefor without 
the payment of any license fee, pro¬ 
vided said signs do not have a larger 
square foot area than two times the 
width of the building. All flat signs 
shall be .securely and adequately fas¬ 
tened to the building and properly 
maintained. 

A flat sign within the meaning of this 
section includes only those signs which 
are placed directly agaln.st tne build¬ 
ing and are fastened directly to the 
building, and any written matter there¬ 
on is on the side parallel with the 
building. 







Section 3. Hereafter no marauise, or 
porte cochere shall be constructed over 
any part of a public hig:hway' which 
shall extend beyond the curb line or 
the lowest part of the underside of 
which structure shall be less than ten 
and one-half feet above the top of the 
curb, nor shall said marquise or porte 
cochere be wider than the entrance, or 
entrances to the said building and live 
feet on each side thereof, provided that 
where the entrances to a building are 
not more than twenty feet apart, the 
marquise may be made a continuous 
single structure between said en¬ 
trances. 

No column or post shall be permitted 
to extend over the building line for 
the purpose of supporting said mar¬ 
quise or porte cochere, but supporting 
brackets may be permitted, provided, 
the lowest point thereof is at least 
seven and one-half feet above the level 
of the sidewalk, and all columns or 
posts which support existing marquise 
or porte cocheres. which now extend 
beyond the building line and on to the 
sidewalk shall, within ninety days after 
the passage of this ordinance be re¬ 
moved and any brackets erected to 
support the same made to conform with 
the provisions of this ordinance. 

The roof of all marquises and porte 
cocheres hereinafter erected and ex¬ 
tending over the public highways shall 
be of wire-glass construction or with 
ornamental glass, at least, hve-eighths 
of an inch in thickness, and adequate 
provision with wire not to prevent any 
broken glass from falling on the high¬ 
way. The said structure shall be prop¬ 
erly drained so that the water falling 
thereon shall be carried back to the 
building and shall not be permitted to 
drop on the highway. 

Section 4. The provisions of this or¬ 
dinance shall not apply to awnings 
I>Iaced on second floor windows, or 
above the same, but shall apply to all 
awnings which overhang the sidewalk 
and are fastened below the second floor 
windows. All awnings shall be so con¬ 
structed that the lowest part thereof 
shall be not less than seven and one- 
half feet above the level of the side¬ 
walk and shall be firmly and securely 
and securely fastened to the building 
and be kept in good order and repair. 

Section 5, No sign, signboard, mar¬ 
quise, porte cochere. or awning which 
overhangs a public highway, except the 
flat signs as herein provided in Sec¬ 
tion 2, and no sign on top of any 
building, and no sign or signboard 
which is on a public highway, or suf¬ 
ficiently close to a public highway to 
become dangerous to the traveling pub¬ 
lic, shall be maintained, or hereafter 
erected until a permit therefor shall 
first be obtained from the Department 
of Public Safety through the Bureau 
of Building Inspection, authorizing the 
construction thereof, as hereinafter 
provided. 

The following fees shall be charged 
for the issuing of said permits; 

For each overhanging illuminated 
sign at the rate of 10 cents per annum 
per square foot of sign surface on each 
illuminated side of said sign, provided, 
that no permit shall be issued for an 


illuminated sign for which a charge 
shall be made of less than $2.00 and the 
maximum charge for any permit shall 
be $10.00. The said rates shall apply 
to all existing projecting signs whicii 
are permitted under this ordinance, 
provided, that in the case of existing 
non-illuminated signs measurements 
shall be made on one side only. 

The fee for the issuing of i)ermlts 
for illuminated roof signs shall be $5.00 
and for marquises or porte cocheres 
shall be $10.00. In case a sign is at¬ 
tached to a marquise, or the marquise 
itself carries any advertisng matter, 
an additional permit shall be taken out 
on the basis provided for overhanging 
illuminated signs and all the re«iuire- 
ments of Section 1 shall apply thereto 
respecting illumination and construc¬ 
tion insofar as the same are not incon¬ 
sistent with the provisions of Section 3 
hereof. 

The fee for a permit for any other 
type of sign, signboard, or awning, not 
specifically covered, shall be $1.00.

The applicant for a i>er- 
mit for a sign, signboard, marquise, 
j>orte cochere, or awning, shall file with 
his api)lication with the Bureau of 
Building Inspection of the Department 
of Public Safety, plans thereof, to¬ 
gether with a statement the method 
and manner of attachment of the same 
to the building, or In the ground, duly 
verified, and executed in trij)licate on 
approi>riate blanks, to be lurnished b,\ 
the Bureau of Building Inspection, and 
such structural drawings and such 
other information as may be reiiuired 
by said Bureau.

“City,” and The Pennsylvania Railroad

Whereas, The said Railroad is de¬ 
sirous of erecting a freight station and 
warehouse on the North Side, Pitts¬ 
burgh, on its properly abutting on 
north Canal street between Federal 
street and Anderson street for the pur¬ 
pose of affording better freiglR. facili¬ 
ties to the public, and 

Whereas, The City deems \l neces¬ 
sary in the interests of the put)Uc and 
for the general welfare of the City to 
aid and facilitate the said Railroad in 
making the said improvement: 

Now, this agreement witnesseth, That 
said City and said iiailroad. ci>venant 
stipulate and agree to and with each 
other as follows: 1. Said City hereby 
agrees by a proper ordinance to fix 
the width and position of the railway 
and sidewalks and to change ttie grade 
of north Canal street, from Federal 
street to Cedar avenue, so that the 
same shall be as follows: 

The south line of the roadway from 
Federal street to Anderson street shall 
coincide with the present souih street 
line and from Anderson street to Ced¬ 
ar avenue the south line of the road¬ 
way shall be at a perpendicular dist¬ 
ance of 10 feet north and parellel to 
the present south street line. 

The north line of the roadway from 
Federal street to Union avenue shall 
be at a perpendicular distance of 43

surfaces of the masonry or concrete, 
hereinafter specified. 

The undersble of said overhead 
bridges, freight station and warehouse 
shall be i»rovlde<l with a continuous 
reinforced concrete ceiling suitably and 
securely supported to the underside of 
the bridges. 

All exposed surfaces of the masonry 
abutements and the ceiling underneath 
the bridges shall be treated and finish¬ 
ed in such a manner as to produce a 
uniform and durable white, or nearly 
white finish. 

The clear headroom under the pro¬ 
posed bridge, freight station and ware¬ 
house crossing Handusky street shall 
not be less than fourteen (14’) feet the 
top of the re-establl.Hhed curb grade, 
as herein provided, and the lowest part 
of the underside of the bridge freight 
station and warehouse. 

On Anderson street the clear head- 
room shall not be less than fourteen 
(14) feet five (5) Inches from the top 
of the re-established curb grade, as 
herein provided, and the lowest part of 
the underside of the bridge structure. 

The Kailroad Company, at its own 
expense, shall maintain the overhead 
bridges, freight station and warehouse, 
and all necessary structures, and, In 
I addition thereto, shall, at their own 
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expense, keep the underside of the 
said overhead bridges, freight station 
and warehouse, and the exposed sur¬ 
face of the abutement walls, painted 
and maintained in a clean, neat and 
first-class condition so as to produce 
the best possible lighting effects. 

Said Railroad further agrees to in¬ 
stall, maintain and,keep In operation 
continuously during both day and 
night,, at its own expense, a suitable, 
adequate and efficient system of street 
lighting, subject to the approval of the 
Director of the Department of I’ublic 
Works, for the lighting of that j)or- 
tlon of Sandusky and Anderson streets 
occupied by the said bridges, freight 
station and warehouse covered by this 
agreement. 

Said City shall have the right, upon 
each and every failure of said Rail¬ 
road to live up to the obligations here¬ 
in required to be performed by it, to 
have said work done at the cost and 
expense of said Railroad. 

8. Said City grants the right to said 
Railroad, its successors and assigns, 
to so construct said proposed freight 
station and warehouse that the same 
may project a distance of four (4’) 
feet over and above north Canal street 
from the southerly building line there¬ 
of, Federal street and Anderson street, 
provided, however, that no part there¬ 
of shall project beyond said building 
line between the re-established grade, 
as herein provided, and a line at a 
perpendicular distance of twelve (12’) 
feet above the same. 

9. It being understood that the 
change of the grades of the said streets 
will necessitate the relmproving of the 
same and the reconstruction of various 
structures owned or maintained by 
said City and located thereon and there¬ 
under, it is agreed that said Railroad 
shall stand the full cost and expense 
of doing the work hereinafter parti¬ 
cularly described, as well as any other 
work or improvements made necessary 
by such damages, or for which said 
city would be legally resrmnsible. 

The following work Is particularly 
referred to as being made necessary 
by said changes, to-wit; 

(a) The following streets shall be 
re-graded, re-paved and regulated be¬ 
tween the limits hereinafter stated, 
and the sewers, catch-basins, manholes, 
water pipes, etc., located on the same 
shall be altered or adjusted as requir¬ 
ed, north Canal street from Federal 
street to Cedar avenue; Union avenue 
from north Canal street to a point 
about 47 feet north of Stockton avniie; 
Stockton avenue from Union avenue to 
a point about 60 feet west therefrom: 
Sandusky street from north Canal 
street to a point about 96 feet south 
therefrom; Anderson street from north 
Canal street to a point about 82 feet 
south therefrom. 

North Canal street shall be repaved 
with a new creosoted wood block pave¬ 
ment, Stockton avenue with sheet as¬ 
phalt and the other streets shall be re¬ 
paved with new blockstone pavement, 
laid on a 6 inch concrete foundation. 

(b) A new concrete sidewalk, 11 
feet In width, shall be laid on the north 


side of north Canal street Jrom Union 
avenue to Cedar avenue; and a nea' 
concrete sidewalk, 10 feet in width, 
shall be constructed on the south si«le 
of north Canal street from Anderson 
street to Cedar avenue. Other side¬ 
walks shall be relaid or adjusted as 
required, go as to conform to the change 
In grades herein provided. 

(c) The walks in the park adjoining 
north Canal street shall be relocated 
and relaid so as to provide a means 
for foot travel parallel and adjacent 
to north Canal street; and the park 
property shall be regraded and altera¬ 
tions shall be made to existing walks, 
and the retaining walls, curbs and 
fences required shall be *;onstructed. 

(d) All the work provided for in this 
section shall be done in conformity with 
plans and specifications prepared and 
furnished by the City, subject to the 
approval of the Director of the J>e- 
partment of Public Works and of the 
duly authorized officer of the Railroad. 

(e) All the work provided for in 
this section, shall doive in conform¬ 
ance with plans and specifications fur¬ 
nished by the City, and approved by 
the City and the x-tailroad. The Kail- 
road shall award the contract, or con¬ 
tracts for doing the said work, and 
shall pay for the same. 

The Director of the l./epartment of 
I’ublic Works of the City shall have 
full charge of the supervision and in¬ 
spection of all work done under the 
said contracts and all materials enter¬ 
ing therein. Said contracts to be 
awarded by the Railroad shall con¬ 
form to the provisions nerein contain¬ 
ed in regard to the same, and all plains 
specifications and forms of contract 
shall be submitted to the City for ap- 
))roval before bids are asked for the 
same. Copies of all executed contracts 
shall be filed In duplicate with the I>i- 
rector of the Department of Public 
Works of the City immediately after 
the same have been awarded. 

10. All work to be done by said 
Railroad under the provisions of this 
agreement, in so far as the same affect.s 
the rights of the City and the provi¬ 
sions of this agreement relating there¬ 
to. shall be done according to plans 
and specifications approved by the Di¬ 
rector of the Department of I’ublic 
Works of the said City, and approved 
copies of said plans and specifications 
shall be filed with the Director before 
any work is done. 

11. Said Railroad agrees to pay for 
the cost and expenses of making all 
Improvements occasioned by such 
change of grades and all damages to 
persons or properties affected thereby 
and to indemnify and save harmless 
the said City from any liability for 
damages or other expenses caused by 
the reimproving of said streets to such 
changed grades or by the erection and 
construction of the improvements to 
be made by said Railroad on and over 
said streets. 

12. Said City shall and will, at any 
time, and from time to time hereafter, 
enact any and all such ordinances, if 
any, execute and deliver all such other

A !^ OliniN'.AX'K—Authorizing and 
regulating the use of concrete and 
reinforced concrete in the construction 
of buildings. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
hy ine City of PiltsbHtfjhy in Oyuncil 
assembled^ and it is hereby ordainnl anti 
enae/ed by the authority of the satne, T’.at 
concrete and reinforced concrete may 
be used in the construction of build¬ 
ings In the City of Pittsburgh, pro¬ 
vided that the directions and regula¬ 
tions as provided in the following sec¬ 
tions of this ordinance are strictly com¬ 
plied with. 

The use of concrete and reinforced 
concrete shall be limited only by the 
requirements of the regulations of this 
ordinance. 

CONDITIONS AND DKFINITIONS. 

Section 2. That for the purpose of 
this ordinance the following defined 

words used herein shall be taken and 
understood in all constructions of this 
( oridnance. whether by administrative 

officers or by other.s whose duty It shall 
be to use or construe the same as fol¬ 
lows: 

POUTLAND CKMKNT-By the term 
•‘Portland Cemenf' Is meant the finely 
pulverized product resulting from cal- 
ciratfon to incipient fusion of an In- 
j timate mixture of properly proportlon- 

‘ i'd argillaceous and ealeareoiis mate- 
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rials, and to which no addition greater 
than three (3) per cent, has been made 
subsequent to calcination. 

MOHTAR—By the term “Mortar”’ is 
meant an intimate mixture of fine ag¬ 
gregates with Portland cement, the ce¬ 
ment filling the voids. 

CONCRETE—By the term “Concrete” 
is meant an intimate mixture consist¬ 
ing of coarse aggregates or gravel or 
crushed stone or other approved ma¬ 
terials whose voids are tilled with a 
plastic mass composed of Portland Ce¬ 
ment mortar, which in course of time 
hardens and becomes solid. 

REINFORCED CONCRETE—By “Re¬ 
inforced Concrete” is meant an approv¬ 
ed Portland cement mortar or concrete 
in which is embedded a skeleton of 
Steel In such a manner that the two 
elements acting together statically re¬ 
sist all external forces. 

AI’PROVED MATERIALS—By the 
term “Approved Materials” is meant 
such materials which when used in re- 
inlorced concrete construction will re¬ 
sult in at least a minimum ultimate 
strength of concrete as required by 
this ordinance, and further that such 
materials shall not have a harmful ef¬ 
fect on the metal reinforcement. 

REINFORCED HOLLOW TILE—By 
the term “Reinforced Hollow Tile” is 
meant the combination of hollow Port¬ 
land cement or hand burned clay blocks 
or units used as filling between rein¬ 
forced concrete beams. 

PERMITS, DRAWINGS, SPECIFI¬ 
CATIONS—Before a permit is granted 
to erect any building, wholly or in 
part of concrete or reintorced con¬ 
crete, there must be filed with the Su¬ 
perintendent of the Bureau of Build¬ 
ing inspection, complete plans and 
specifications, besides such drawings, 
strain sheets and description as will 
clearly show the entire construction, 
assumptions, calculation ot stresses, 
and all important details. All such 
plans and specifications must be sign¬ 
ed by the architect, engineer, contrac¬ 
tor, or person applying for permit. 

INSPECTION—The work of such 
building shall be executed by a compe¬ 
tent superintendent and by a compe¬ 
tent foreman and workmen, and the 
owner shall jirovide for continuous in¬ 
spection of the complete manufacture 
and installation of reinforced concrete. 

CONSTRUCTION RECORDS—The at¬ 
mospheric temperature, time, date and 
location of depositing concrete, and 
time and date when the forms or sup¬ 
ports are removed must be recorded by j 
those in charge, and open at any time | 
to inspection by the Superintendent of 
the Bureau of Building Inspection. 

SPECIAL SYSTEMS NOT COVERED 
BY THIS ORDINANCE—If the contrac¬ 
tor desires to use a system of rein¬ 
forced concrete not covered by, or vary¬ 
ing as to design from the conditions 
hereinafter given, he shall present to 
the Superintendent of the Bureau of » 
Building Inspection plan» and specin- I 


cations giving in detail the construc¬ 
tion and formulas used in his design, 
and the .same to be such that they can 
be checked properly and kept on rec¬ 
ord by this Bufeau. He shall then 
make a destruction test or present evi¬ 
dence satisfactory to the Bureau that 
such test has been made with full par¬ 
ticulars of the results of said test. If 
said test shows that, based on speci¬ 
fications submitted, the construction 
has a factor of safety of four on total 
dead and live load and otherwise 
meets with the approval of the Super¬ 
intendent of the Bureau of Building 
Inspection, the said system of rein¬ 
forced concrete may be used in accord¬ 
ance with the said plans and specifi¬ 
cations. 

TESTS BY OWNERS—The Superin¬ 
tendent of the Bureau of Building In¬ 
spection shall have the right to order 
a loading test t.o be made at the ex¬ 
pense of the owner on any reinforced 
concrete structure or part thereof at 
such time and in such manner as will 
satisfactorily demonstrate to the said 
Bureau that the unit strains in any 
materials do not exceed tho.so permit¬ 
ted under this ordinance, and that the 
same is capable of bearing a live and 
dead load equivalent to fully twice that 
for which it was designed, without 
causing permanent deformations. No 
such test on the structure shall be re¬ 
quired, however, until thirty (30) days 
after the forms have been removed 
on. portions to be tested, and notice in 
writing of the requiring of such test 
has been given by said Bureau to the 
person who has taken out permit there¬ 
for. 

MATERIALS. 

Section 3. The properties of mate¬ 
rials used in concrete and reinforced 
concrete shall be equal to, or exceed 
in value, the following requirements: 

PORTLAND CEMENT—All cement 
used In reinforced concrete structures 
or con.struction, shall be J'ortland ce¬ 
ment and shall conform to the require¬ 
ments herein specified. 

CHEMICAL ANiy PHySTCAL 
PROPERTIES. 

SPECIFIC GRAVITY—(a) All ce¬ 
ment described under the term ‘Port¬ 
land Cement” shall have a specific 
gravity of not less than 3.10; and 
should the test of cement as received 
fall below this requirement, a second 
test may be made upon a sample ig¬ 
nited at a low red heat. The loss in 
weight of the ignited cement shall not 
exceed four per centum. 

FINENESS—-(b) It is further re¬ 
quired that said cement shall leave by 
weight a residue of not more than 
eight per centum on a .sieve of one 
hundred meshes to the lineal inch, and 
rot more than twenty-five per centum 
on a sieve with two hundred, meshes 
to the lineal inch. 

TIME OF SETTING—(c) And fur¬ 
ther, it shall not develo]) an initial 
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set ii less than thirty minutes, and 
musi develop a hard set in not less 
than one hour nor more than ten 
hour' 

T1':,\'SILE STRENGTH—(d) The min¬ 
imum requirements for tensile strength 
for PiHiuettes one square Inch in cross 
section, shall be as follows; and the 
cemt;ii. shall show no retrogression in 
strength within the periods specified:

A third pat is exposed in any con¬ 
venient way in an atmosphere of steam 
above boiling water in a loosely closed 
vessel for five hours. 

These pats, to satisfactorily pass the 
requirements, shall remain firm and 
hard and show no sign of distortion, 
checking, cracn.ing, or disintegrating, 

SULI'HURTC ACID AND MAGNESIA 
—(f) The cement shall not contain 
more than 1.76 per cent, of anhydrous 
sulphuric acid (SO3) nor more than 4 
per cent, of magnesia (MgO). 

CERTIFICATION CEMENT TESTS— 
(g) Certificates that the cement used 
has been tested by a reputable, compe¬ 
tent and disinterested inspector, and 
showing the results of said tests, and 
that the cement has met the require¬ 
ments of this Section, and that tne 
test.s have been made in accordance 
with the standard methods presented 
in documents issued by the American 
Society of Civil Engineers. .January 16. 
1913, with all subsequent amendments 
thereto, (noi)ies of which documents 
are required to be kept on file in the 
oiflce of the Superintendent of the Bu¬ 
reau of Building Inspection for pub¬ 
lic inspection) shall be furnished by 
the architect or engineer in charge of 
the work to the Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Building Inspection. The 
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latter shall have authority to require 
the same, if he deems it necessary, be¬ 
fore the cement is allowt'd to bo used 
or accepted us coming within the re¬ 
quirements hereinabove set forth. 

FINE AGGREGATES—(h) Fine ag¬ 
gregates sluill consist of sand, crushed 
stone or gnivel screenings or other ap¬ 
proved materJuis passing when dry a 
screen having one-quarter Inch mesh 
and not more than six per cent, shall 
pass a sieve having one hundred meshes 
per lineal Inch. It shall he clean, free 
from dirt, loam, oil, coal, organic or 
other deleterious matter. 

Mum’AKK—(I) Mortars composed of 
one part i'ortland cement and three 
parts fine aggregates by weight, when 
made into brlcjuettea shall show a ten¬ 
sile strength of at least equal to a 
one to three mortar having the same 
consistency and made within the same 
cement and Standard Ottaw’a sand. 

COARSE AGGREGATES—<J) For re¬ 
inforced concrete, coarse aggregates 
shall consist of inert material such as 
crushed stone, gravel, or other ap¬ 
proved material, which when dry Is re¬ 
tained on a screen having one-<|Uarter 
inch mesh, and will pass through a 
one inch ring. If gravel Is used it 
must be thoroughly washed. For con¬ 
crete that Is not reinforced in founda¬ 
tions, piers and retaining walls a 
coarse aggregate passing through a 
three-inch ring may be UHe<l. 

The i)articles shall he clean, hard, 
durable, and free from all dust and 
deleterious material. 

BITUMINOUS CIXr>ERH— (k) The 
use of cinders from bituminous coal 
will not be permitted for reinforced 
concrete construcflon. 

COOLING OF AGGRKGATE,«L-tI) If 
aggregates have been long oxpo.sed to 
a summer sun or other heat, and their 
temperature Is above ninety degrees 
Fahrenheit, they must he cooled off by 
wetting before being used. 

WATER—(m) The water used In 
mixing concrete shall be free trom dirt, 
mud. oil, acid, salt strong alkalies or 
organic matter. 

HOLLOW TILES—(n> Portland ce¬ 
ment mortar hollow tile or terra cotta 
hollow tile may be used in the construc¬ 
tion of floors, in combination with re¬ 
inforced concrete, subject to provisions 
relating to reinforced concrete construc¬ 
tion In so far as the same is applica¬ 
ble to tne.«e regulations. 

All hollow tile to be of uniform qual¬ 
ity, free from shrinkage cracks, with 
true beds and to have an ultimate com¬ 
pressive strength of not le.ss than .1.000 
I pounds per square Inch of net area of 
i surface tested. 

.STEEL REINFOKCEMENr—(a) Htecl 
for reinforcement may be mode by the 
■ Open Hearth or Hesseiuer process. Off 
heats of steel snail not be used. Only 
j the minimum net section of a deformed 
i rod shall be considered as the effective 
i area. 
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cmoMiCAL ani> l►llVSl(:AI. pitor- 
ICK'riKS—(b) Th4* (Miuinicul l*roi>ertlt*s 
«han be fletennlned by an aniilyntH from 
a tent in^ot taken at the tlm»? of the 
}>ourlnK ol each melt or blow of Hteel, 
*iui(l a corri‘ct copy of aueh analyslH 
shall be furnished the Superintendent 
of the Bureau of HuildinR Inspection 
by the engineer or architect.

ceed twenty-five per cent, 

B'or reinforced concrete the ratio of 
the cement to the sum of the fine 
and coarse aggregate measured sepa¬ 
rately, shall r?ot exceed 1:6. For con¬ 
crete in foundations, piers, and retain¬ 
ing walls this ratio shall not exceed 
1:7*4. In no case shall the ratio of 
cement to fine aggrtvate exceed 1.3. 

Mortar shall be so proportioned that 
the voids in the fine aggregate are 
overfilled by ten per cent. (10 per 
cent) with cement, hut In no case shall 
these proportions exceed one (1) part 
cement to three (.3) parts fine aggre¬ 
gate. Mortar for setting hollow lilt 
for reinforced hollow tile construction 
shall be proportioned as above, except 
when a richer mixture Is required to 
render the mortar plastic and readily 
handled with a trowel. 

MIXING OF CONCRETE—(b) The 
separate Ingredients shall be measured 
for each batch and thoroughly mixed 
to produce a mortar or concrete uni¬ 
form In color, appearance, and con¬ 
sistency. 

IC'-cept when limited ouantitics pr** 
required or when the conditions of the 
work make hand mixing preferable, 
mixing shall he done in a mechanical 
batch mixer from which a complete

RETEMRERING I'ROIHRITED — (c) 

Rctempering mortar or conerste, that 
Is, reiTiIxIng with water after It has 
been purtinlly set, shall not bo permit¬ 
ted. 

I’REtMUTlONH HKKORE ROUKI.NG 
CONCRETE—(d) No concreto shall be 
deposited until the reinforcement has 
been placed and firmly secured against 
displacement In water-tight forms 
which have been th<»roUKlTly wetCe<l and 
made true from debris. Immediately 
after mixing, concrete shall bo depos¬ 
ited an<i continuously consolidated with 
suitable tools ns It Is put In place so 
as to produce a dens© compact concrete 
in which the aggregates have been uni¬ 
formly disfributed throughout the same. 

No traffic shall be permitted over con¬ 
crete until it has set hard. 

METHOD FOR MANDMNG AND DK- 
ROSITING—te) Filling the forms com¬ 
pletely and fiuddllng afterwards will 
not be fiermltted. 

Concrete shall not contain an excess 
of water. If there is a separation of 
the ingredients, it must be remixed at 
point of defKisIt. If concrete Is spouted 
in open chutes, the chutes must be set 
at an inclination so as to avoid (he 
separation of aggregates, and all trans¬ 
porting from mixer to place of deposit 
must be accomplished rapidly. 

Hefore depositing concrete upon con¬ 
crete which has been previously laid 
and set, the surface shall he rough 
ened, thoroughly cleansed of loose mi- 
trrlal, drenched with water and slushed 
with mortar consisting of one part 
I’ortland cement and on© part tana. 

CONPRETK tr.VDER WATER—(f) 

Concrete shall not be deposited In water 
except when unavoidable. When con¬ 
crete must he deposited under water, 
care shall be taken to prevent the 
cement being washed nut. 

ROW TEMPKRATt'HE' (g) Concr-le 
shall not be deposited when the temper¬ 
ature of the air or nlar*- of deposit Is 
below 32 degrees Fahrenheit unless 
sneclai precaution is tsKon lo avoid 
tne use of froxen material and provi¬ 
sions made to prevent the concrete 
from freezing after being deposited un¬ 
til it has thoroughly hardened. 

HIOH TEMPEHATURf-:—(hi When 
fresh concrete Is exposed to a hoi or 
dry atmosphere or wind, spet-lal pre¬ 
cautions to prevent premature drying 
shall be taken. It shall be moistened 
at least twice dally for a period of 

seven consecutive days after depositing, i 

and to be protected from the dir^f heat I 

of the sun and from a drying wind. j 

CASTINO roI.UM.NS—(I) In fllllnK ! 

column forms ronrrete shat? be poured 
In small halch<s. During the op^ra- 
tion t.he concrete shall be constantly 
churned with a pole and the forms 
shall he jarred with a w*->den mailer 
to settle rn'* consolidate the conirete. 

Ail concrete shall be well worked 
around the '^.•‘rforrement to eliminate 
all poseihiPty of voids. 
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The bottom of all columns shall con¬ 
sist of 1 to 2 Portland cement mortar 
poured to not less than three Inches 
thick, and the concrete shall be placed 
before the mortar has set. Columns 
shall be cast at least one day in ad¬ 
vance of beams» girders and slabs, 
which they support, '^he pouring of 
a concrete column shall continue with¬ 
out interruption to the under side of 
beams or girders. Before resuming 
work the top of the column must be 
thoroughly cleansed of foreign matter, 
loose material and laitance.

For structures 
carrying machinery, such as cranes, 
conveyors, printing presses, etc., 25 per 
cent, shall l>e added to the stresses 
from such live loads to provide for 
the effects of impact and vibrations. 

PERMLSSIBLE REDUCTION OF 
LIVE LOADS—(c) For the purpose of 
calculating the total load to be carried 
on columns in buildings of more than 
five stories in height, the total live 
loads for the roof and topmost story 
shall be calculated in full, but for tne 
lower stories a reduction of the live 
load will be permitted as follows:

CONCENTRATED LOADS—(d) In 
case of concentrated or special loads, 
the calculations shall be based on the 
maximum effect of loading.

CERTIFICATE FOR FLOOR LOADS 
—(f) In every building where the live 
load exceeds 160 pounds per square 
foot, a notice shall be conspicuously 
posted and maintained on each floor, 
stating the maximum live load per 
square foot which may be carried on 
any part of such floor. 

No roof shall be designed for less 
than 50 pounds per horizontal square 
foot dead and live loads, and no flat 
roof shall be designed for a live load 
of less than 40 pounds per square 
foot. 

A snow load of 25 pounds per hori¬ 
zontal square foot shall be used for 
all slopes up to 20 degrees. This load 
may be reduced one pound for each 
degree of increase in the slope up to 
45 degrees, above which no snow load 
need be considered.

EOCENTHIG LOADING—(a) The 
computations can be made in the same 
manner as sections of homogeneous ma¬ 
terial if» in the areas and moments of 
resistance, the section of the reinforce¬ 
ment is added to that of the concrete 
with n equals fifteen times its value. 
If tensile strains occur, the steel re¬ 
inforcement on the tension side must be 
matle to resist the same. 

“T” BEAMS—(b) In monolithic beam 
and slab construction an effective me¬ 
tallic bond shall be provided at junc¬ 
tion of the beam and slab. Where the 
principal slab reinforcement is par¬ 
allel to the girder, transverse rein¬ 
forcement shall be used, extending over 
the main beam and well into the slab. 

l^'LANGE WIDTHS—(c) When slab 
and web “T” beams are cast at the 
same time, when fully reinforced trans¬ 
versely the slab flange may be con¬ 
sidered an integral part of the beam, 
but its effective width shall not ex¬ 
ceed three times the maximum width 
of the stem, nor four times the thick¬ 
ness of the slab on each side of the 
stem, nor more than one-half the dis¬ 
tance between the centers of adjacent 
“T” beams, whichever of these dimen¬ 
sions is the least. 

The effective width of the flange for 
outside wall beams or those around op¬ 
ening shall be twice the width of the 
stem, or three times the thickness of 
the slab, whichever is least. 

COMI»RESSIVE STRESSES AT SUP¬ 
PORTS— (d) In continuous “T” beams, 
the compressive stresses at the under¬ 
side of the beam at the support must 
be computed and shall not exceed the 
working stresses. Brackets built out 
from beam with a ratio of two hori¬ 
zontal to one vertical shall be in¬ 
cluded in the depth and be assumed to 
be a part of the beam, 

CEMENT FINISH—(e) Cement fin¬ 
ish added to the top of slabs, girders, 
and beams shall not be calculated as 
a factor in their strength, unless laid 
integrally with the rough concrete, and 
no greater unit stress shall be allowed 
on such cement finish than on the rough 
concrete. 

TEMPERATURE STRESSES—(f) Re¬ 
inforcement for temperature stress'^s 


" " —^ 

shall be calculated for a variation of 
not less than luo duKreea Fahrenheit 
when the structure- cannot expand and 
contract freely. 

GENERAL PHOPORTIONS—(f) In 
members carrying transverse loads, the 
effective depth shall not be less than 
one-twentieth of the span. The mini¬ 
mum width of the beam or girder shall 
not be less than one-third the effective 
depth and In no case less than four 
inches. By effective depth is meant 
distance from extreme fibre in com¬ 
pression to the center of the gravity 
of the reinforcement. 

In roof or floor slabs the effective 
depth shall not be less than one-thir¬ 
tieth of the span but three Inches shall 
be the minimum permissible depth for 
any roof or floor slab, unless herein 
otherwise provided In special cases. 

In “T” beams the stem depth shall 
not exceed eight times the thickness 
of the slab. 

REINFORCEMENT—(h) Reinforce¬ 
ment shall be accurately located in the 
forms and mechanically secured against 
displacement from the position shown 
on the drawing. The reinforcement 
shall extend beyond the edge of the 
support and into the adjacent construc¬ 
tion for full and effective anchorage. 

MINIMUM AND MAXIMUM SIZES— 
(i) The minimum diameter of the main 
reinforcing rods in slabs shall not be 
less than one-quurter inch, and in 
beams and girders not less than one- 
half inch diameter. However, where 
the reinforcement of the slab is con¬ 
tinuous or fabricated mesh reinforce¬ 
ment, one-eighth Inch shall be the least 
diameter of the reinforcing steel, but 
same shall not be used In slabs ex¬ 
ceeding eight foot span, unless heroin 
otherwise provided in special cases. 

The maximum diameter of main re¬ 
inforcing rods in slabs shall not ex¬ 
ceed one inch, and the maximum diam¬ 
eter of main reinforcing rods In beams 
shall not exceed 1 *>4 inches. 

SPACING OF RODS IN BEAMS AND 
SLABS—(j) The distance center to 
center between main reinforcing rods 
in beams with diagonal tension fully 
carried by the steel shall not be less 
than tw'ice the minimum diameter of 
the rods, and not greater than four 
inches. For beams where the diagonal 
tension is only partially carried by the 
steel not le.ss than three times the min¬ 
imum or nominal diameter or thick¬ 
ness of the rods, except at joint where 
the rods may be bound together. 

Slab reinforcement shall have at least 
one inch space between rods. F^xcept 
at laps the maximum distance between 
rods shall not exceed twelve inches nor 
more than twice the effective depth of 
the slab. 

»Slahfl carrying concentrated loads 
shall have rods provided to distribute 
such loading. 

Where woven wire or other mesh re¬ 
inforcement is used, it shall be rendered 
continuous by means of a side lap of 
not less than three Inches. It shall 
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be of such dimension as to enable the 
aggregate to easily pass through the 
meshes. 

SHRINKAGE RODS—(k) Slabs re¬ 
inforced in one direction only, shall 
have shrinkage rods placed above the 
reinforcement, same being not less than 
one-quarter inch round, and spaced not 
over two feet apart, or the equivalent 
thereof. 

STEEL USED IN COMPRESSION—(1) 
When steel is used in compression side 
of beams, the reinforcement shall be 
tied with rods connecting with the 
tensional steel of the beam. The ties 
shall not be further apart center to 
center than two-thirds of the effective 
depth of the member, and not further 
apart than twenty diameters of the 
anchored rod. 

WEB REINFORCEMENT—^m) Where 
the diagonal tension exceeds ninety 
pounds per square inch, diagonal re¬ 
inforcement shall be supplied sufficient 
to carry the excess. 'J'he web rein¬ 
forcement shall be rods rigidly attached 
to the horizontal bottom rods and ex¬ 
tending to the top of the beam and into 
the adjacent construction, for full and 
effective anchorage, or the bottom rods 
may be bent upwards and shall extend 
from bottom to top of beam and in the 
adjacent construction as above. In 
case the diagonal tension is carried 
in part by steel the calculated stress 
in the steel shall not be in excess of 
fifteen times that in the concrete. 

In no case shall the vertical shear ex¬ 
ceed one hundred and twenty pounds 
per square inch, or the stress in the 
steel exceed four thousand five hun¬ 
dred pounds per square inch when all 
diagonal tension is resisted by steel. 

For “T” sections the width of the 
stem only shall be used in calculating 
the longitudinal shear and diagonal 
tension. 

STIRRUPS—(n) W^here stirrups are 
used they shall be rigidly attached to 
the horizontal reinforcement, and de¬ 
signed to transfer the snear incre¬ 
ments. Stirrups shall be spaced in pro¬ 
portion to the distribution of the shear¬ 
ing stress, and in no case shall this 
spacing exceed the effective depth of 
the beam. The connection of stirrups 
to horizontal reinforcement shall de¬ 
velop the full strength of the stirrups 
and no vertical stirrup shall be placed 
under a concentrated load. 

Stirrups shall extend at least from 
bottom reinforcement to within two 
inches of the top of the concrete and 
be anchored at both ends. 

LAPPING AND BONDING REIN¬ 
FORCEMENT— (o) Wiierever it is ne¬ 
cessary to splice reinforcement by 
means of lapping, the length of the 
lap shall be determined upon the basis 
of the safe bond stress in the bar at 
the point splice, or a mechanical con¬ 
nection of equivalent strength .shall be 
made between the rods. Lapping at 
the point of maximum stress must be 
avoided. 

In no case shall the slab or beam steel 


be lapped or spliced except over suj)- 
ports. 

CONSTRUCTION DETAILS. 

Section 7. COLUMN DIMENSIONS™ 
(a) The least permissible dimension 
or diameter of the effective cross sec¬ 
tion of a reinforced concrete column 
shall be nine inches, and such effective 
cross section shall be as herein defined. 

The ratio of length to least side or 
diameter shall not in any case exceed 
fifteen, where the effective diameter Is 
the least diameter from out to out of 
vertical reinforcement, and the length 
shall be the distance between lateral 
supports irrespective of any corbel or 
knee brace. 

COLUMN REINFORCING—(b) All 
columns shall have at least four verti¬ 
cal, straight, and plumb reinforcing 
rods throughout entire length. All 
rods snail be tied laterally at distances 
not exceeding sixteen times the least 
diameter of the rod. 

The total cross sectional area of the 
longitudinal reinforcenient shall not be 
less than one per cent, nor more than 
tour per cent, of the effective cross 
sectional area of the column. The di¬ 
ameter of reinforcing f-ods shall not 
be less than three-fourths of an inch, 
nor more than ode and one-half inche.s. 
The least thickness of the lateral re¬ 
inforcement for columns with mini¬ 
mum sized longitudinal reinforcement 
only shall not be less than one-eighth 
inch for each lateral tie, and propor¬ 
tionately increased for larger rods. 
For columns reinforced with band^ or 
spirals, such hooping shall have a 
volume of not less than 0.5 per cent, 
of the volume of the column core. The 
thickness of any bands or spirals shall 
be not less than one-eighth inch. 

In columns of rectangular cross sec¬ 
tion where the longer side exceeds the 
shorter side by one and a half, the 
cross section of the column shall be 
sub-divided by cross ties between the 
vertical reinforcing rod.s, and the dis¬ 
tance between the vertical reinforcing 
rods on the longer side shall not ex¬ 
ceed the same distance on the shorter 
side. 

Splices in vertical reinforcing shall 
only be made directly above the floor 
levels or other point of lateral sup- 
j)ort. Butt joints and .splices shall be 
made by tight fitting pipe sleeves and 
have the ends of the rods faced or 
squared, or by lapping and clamping 
the rods together sufficiently to prop¬ 
erly transmit the tension and compres¬ 
sion stt’esses as required by this ordi- 
ance. Where rods are in tension the 
splices. shall be a positive connection 
sufficient to transmit all the stresses. 
All vertical reinforcement shall be di¬ 
rectly over the reinforcement in the 
columns below, and short bends shall 
be avoided. 

Wherever structural steel columns 
are used, the steel work shall be de¬ 
signed to carry the full live and de.ad 
load, except for the allowable reduc¬ 
tions in live loads, and the concrete 
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• 'iisidered only as a protection to the 

N’o conduits or materials other than 
i reinforcing will be permitted to be 
i aced in the effective area of the col- 
,ans, nor will any cutting be perinlt- 
r <i for any purpose in a completed col-

<'URTAIN WALLS—(c) Reinforced

:'UOPORTION OF REINFORCING— 
The proportion of reinforcement 
k! all not be less than one-third of one 
j)' ’ cent, of the cross sectional area of 
th ' wall. 

.MAXIMUM HEIGHT—(f) The max¬ 
imum height of bearing wall shall not 
exroed thirty times the least thickness, 
nor a length of twenty feet without 
sti (Tening. 

\ li;RTICAL WALL LOADS—(g) In 
cn.s*;‘S where walls support vertical 
loads or resist lateral pressures, they 
shall be of such thickness to keep the 
strc'sses within the limits of these rules. 

REINFORCEMENT. 

EXPOSED METAL NOT CONSID¬ 
ERED— (a) Exposed metal of any kind 
will not be considered a factor in the 
strength of any part of any concrete 
structure, and plaster finish applied 
over the metal shall not he demmed suf- I 
ficient protection. j 

STRAIGHT RODS—(b) Longitudinal 
reinforcement shall he straight and true 
and shall have sufficient lateral sup¬ 
ports to be securely held in place un¬ 
til the concrete is set. 

BP^NDTNG OF RODS—(c) Where pos¬ 
sible, rods shall be bent cold. If heat- i 
ing is necessary at the end of the rods, 
care must be exercised that the steel 
is not burnt or heated above a low 
cherry red. Bending the rods shall be 
carefully clone so that all the bends are 
in the same true line and plane. 

FIRE protection—( d) A m’nimum 
fire protection, coating the reinforce- 1 
ment, of one and one-half inche.s of 
concrete shall be provided for columrs, I 


but when computing the strength this 
Shull not be included In the effective 
cross sectional area. 

Girder and beam reinforcement shall 
have fire j*rotccUon of a minimum of 
one and one-half inches of concrete, 
and floor slubM and wall reinforcement 
with a minimum of one-half inch. Ex¬ 
ternal and re-entrant angles of the 
concrete or reinforced concrete con¬ 
struction shall be either hevelled or 
rounded. 

The minimum thickness of prelection 
here mentioned is the shortest distance 
from the outer surface of the concrete 
to the nearest face of the stressed metul 
relnlorcement. 

PROTECTION AGAINST MOISTURE 
— (e) In concrete work that is ex¬ 
posed to the elements or action of wa¬ 
ter and other fluids, a minimum protec¬ 
tive thickness of one and one-half 
Inches must be provided, measured from 
exposed surface of the concrete to the 
metal. 

A suitable dump-proofing application 
shall be applied to the exterior of re¬ 
inforced concrete exposed to moisture, 
or the density of the concrete shall be 
intensified, or by adding a tried and 
proven compound to the mixture which 
may be applied in a proper manner to 
the exposed surfaces. 

CONCRETE AND HOLLOW TILE. 

HOLLOW TILE: WETTING AND 
SETTING—(a) Ail hollow tile must be 
thoroughly wet before using and while 
concrete Is being i>lace<I; when used 
In columns tile must be set with the 
webs in direct line of pressure, and 
great cure shall he used to flush the 
joints between webs full of mortar, by 
brushing a skim coat of mortar over 
the top of the tile and working same 
down between the tile. 

STAGGERING .iOINTS—(h> All ver- 
tical tile joints mu.st stagger and must 
be of proper dimensions to meet this 
condition, as no broken tile will he 
aiiovved. 

-lOTNTfa—fc) All tile work to be set 
plumb with uniform horizontal joints, 
tti.viw.ess not to exceed three-eighths 
of an Irch, and such Joints shall he 
imbedded full with cement mortar. 

The time which shall elapse between 
the finishing of the work and before 
any load Is placed thereon shall not ne 
less than seven days. 

PROPORTION OF CONCRETE 
JOISTS—(d) The minimum depth of 
concrete joists shall be one-twentieth 
of the span. 

SLABS—(*0) The slab thickness for 
all flahp above the top of the tiles or 
blocks shall not be less than two Inches 
if the joist is considered as a "T'* beam 
section cast monolithic. Otherwise the 
joists shall be figured as rectangular 
beams. 

BEARINGS—(f) All concrete Joists 
must have solid end bearings on sup- 
port.s of R width not less than one-half 
















the total depth of the floor at each 
end of all Joists. 

PLACIiSG OF HOLL,OW TILE—(g) 
The joints between tiles shall be 
slushed full of mortar as called for in 
Section 4, hereinbefore. 

SETTliJG OF TILES—(h) Tiles must 
be set and maintained in straight rows 
to avoid disi)lacement when concrete 
is being poured for joists. 

HOLLOW TILE COLUMNS—(i) Col¬ 
umns of hollow tile in which the sec¬ 
tional area of the open holes in each 
block does not exceed twenty per cent, 
of the gross sectional area of such 
block, and wlien webs are spaced not 
more than four inches apart, may be 
used for structural purposes; provid¬ 
ing the length of such columns shall 
not exceed twelve times the least diam¬ 
eter, and that they are properly bond¬ 
ed and reinforced. An axial pressure 
of four hundred pounds per square 
inch of area of webs and walls of the 
tile may be allowed on such columns. 

CONSTRUCTION JOINTS—(a) Con¬ 
struction joints shall be so provided 
as not to affect the strength of the 
structure. 

Vertical or horizontal joints shall be 
provided at the termination of every 
day’s work or when the work has been 
stopped for a period of eight hours or 
more. Construction joints in slabs and 
beams shall be bulkheaded vertical and 
normal to the surfaces within the mid¬ 
dle third of the span. When a beam 
intersects another at the center of the 
span, the joint shall offset a distance 
not less than the depth of the larger 
beam and shall be reinforced for shear. 
Any concrete which shall run past the 
bulkheads must be cleaned out of the 
forms before concreting of the next 
section is started. No joints in mono¬ 
lithic concrete work will be allowed 
between slab and “T” beam or at the 
columns, and no joint shall be allowed 
near points of concentrated loads or 
heavy shear. In columns, horizontal 
joints shall be made even with lower 
side of girders. 

Exceptions to methods of stopping 
the concrete given above may be made 
in special cases if approved in writ¬ 
ing by the Superintendent of the Bu¬ 
reau of Building Inspection. 

SHRINKAGE JOINTS— (b) When 
concrete is deposited continuously and 
when not otherwise provided by suf¬ 
ficient reinforcement, shrinkage joints 
must be located at distances not ex¬ 
ceeding fifty feet. 

EXPANSION JOINTS—(c) When con¬ 
crete is subject to variations of tem¬ 
perature, provision must be made 
against expansion stresses, either by 
imbedding within three inches of the 
exposed surfaces not less than one- 
tenth S(iuare inch of sectional area of 
reinforcement per lineal foot in any 
rectilinear direction, or by providing 
joints at suitable intervals. 


FORMS. 

Section 8. DESIGN OF FOR.VS—(a) 
All forms must be made of such tumen- 
slons and so constructed as to JHinain 
rigid while depositing and selling of 
the concrete. 

The forms for beams, girders and 
lintels shall be so designed i:iat at 
least one side of each beam and gir¬ 
der may be removed without disturb¬ 
ing the bottom portion of forms and 
its supports. All posts sup)>orting 
forms of slabs, beams and gird'^rs shall 
be loosened and removed without pro¬ 
ducing undue strain or shock in the 
floor system. Forms shall be built 
with camber and otherwise :-)Uitable 
precautions taken to overconm effects 
of settlement, insuring true levels in 
slabs, beams, etc. 

Posts which are to be supported by 
the ground shall have their loads dis¬ 
tributed by spread footings, so that 
there may be no settlement of posts 
due to settlement of their foundations. 

REMOVAL OF FORMS—U>) The 
forms used to support the concrete 
shall not be removed in less time than 
flxed in the following schedule, un¬ 
less said time he reduced by o written 
order of the Superintendent of the Bu¬ 
reau of Building Inspection. 

SCHEDULE — (c) The following 
schedule is based upon the at^suinption 
that the concrete has been placed at 
temperature above 32 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit, and that ample shores are left in 
place to carry the superinposed weight. 
When concrete is placed below 32 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit special permit inpst 
be obtained before removing forms. 

For slab and lineal forms— 


Span 6 ft. and less . 7 days 

Span 6 ft. to 15 ft.14 days 

Span 16 ft. to 20 ft.21 days 

For main beams .21 days 

For sides of main beams.4 days 

For columns . 4 days 


For wall forms not exceeding 

6 ft. of vertical height of wall 4 days 
P'or reinforced hollow tile 

floors, same as slab and lintel forms. 
Posts shall not be removed 
from under any floor within 
seven days after the floor 
next above has been cast. 

All beams and girders having more 
than 30 ft. span from center to cen¬ 
ter of support shall be considered as 
special cases, and removal of forms 
shall be subject to the approval of the 
Superintendent of the Bureau of- Build¬ 
ing Inspection. 

PRELIMINARY INSPECTION BE¬ 
FORE REMOVAL OF FORMS—(d) Be¬ 
fore removing temporary supports of 
beams and girders, the form on at least 
one side of adjacent column and on 
one side of each beam and girders shall 
be removed in order to expo.se ihe con¬ 
crete to view as to give evidence as to 
whether or not the concrete is sound 
and hard.

pliance with the terms of this ordi¬ 
nance, provided, that no payment of 
salary or wages shall be for a period 
of absence exceeding twenty-six (26) 
weeks. 

Section 2. The words “while in the 
performance of their duties,” wherever 
the same shall appear in this ordinance,
